Bur afterward 
in Herod Agrippa'stime, it was begunne to becompaſled in with 
a wall , and before it could be fully finiſhed , the Angell of the 
Lord ſtruck him and he dyed miſerably . Heere alſo ſtood the 
monuments of John Hircanus the high Prieſt, and of Alexander 
King of the Iewes,as it appeareth in Joſeph. libr. de Belloi 6.cap. 6. 
The toppes of rhe houſes inthe citie of Teruſalem were flat,and 
couered with taireand plaine roofes,compaſſed about with bat- 
lements ; vpon which they vſed roleape, daunce, and banquet, 
and ſuch recreations as they obſerucd vpon their feſtiuall dayes 
were there celebrated. And thus much ſhall ſerueto haue ſpoken 
of the mountaines or hills whereon Icruſalem ſtood.

His Citie of Ieruſalem was ſo ſtrongly fortified by nature 
on cuerie ſide, except the North, ( for it ſtood vpon high 
rockes and cliffes) that it ſeemed to be invincible. And that that 
ſide might be the better ſtrengthened, they compaſled it in with 
three walls,and theſe ſo ſtrong,that when Yeþ/ian the Emperour 
and his armic inuaded the Cirie,they had muchadoeto conquer 
them.

who notwichſtanding he cauſed innocently to be put to death, 
Theſe three gates wer builr of poliſhe Marble . Plznie and Strabo 
aith,that this was the faireſt and moſt ſpacious citie of the Eaſt 
and for the, munition and fortification almoſt inuincible. The 
walls of it wereall of white poliſht marble,ſome 2 5 or zo cubits 
high : the ſtones were 20 cubits long, 2obroad, and 5 thicke, 
ſo cloſely ioyned that the iunfures could {ſcarce bee perceived. 
Manic of the towers alſo were made of ſuch ſtones : but thoſe of 
the Temple exceeded thereſt, for they werc!2 5 cubits long, x2 
broad, and 8thicke,as Joſephs witneſleth, li.

Thenext day they woon the lower Citie, and with fire ang 
ſword conſumed the place where the Records lay,the court and 
all the princely buildings, vntil chey came tothat ſtately houſe 
Helena,which ſtood inthe midſt of Acra,all the houſes neere be. 
ing filled with the bodies of the dead, and the ſtreetes horribly 
defiled with the blood of thoſe that were ſlaine. WithH a ſhort 
whileafter Johannes Giſcalinus was taken aliue and commit:cdro 
riſon. 

s The inferiour Citic being thus taken and deſtroyed, about the 

1 6 day of Auguſt,Ceſarbeganto build his engines and barter the 
walls of the vpper citie, which within the ſpace of 18 daics after 
with Extreame labour and skill, he layd flat with theground ( as 
Joſephus ſaith.)And vpon the 7 of September,with great facilitic 
he conquered the citie, the Iewesof their owne accord deſcen- 
ding from the Towers:and the Romans ſet vpon the walls their 
enſignes, withagreatacclamation, and waſtcd all the citie with 
fircand ſword, ſparing neither men,women,nor children. 

The 8 day of the moneth of September, the whole citie was 
deſtroyed, and nota ſtone left ypon a ſtone, but layd level! with 
theground, onely the three Towers that were built by Herod, 
which were of ſhining Marble(viz.Hippicus, Phaſelus, and Ma- 
riamne)that future ages ſeeing the excellencic of thoſe buildings 
they __— wdge of the (tatlineſſe of the reſt. But theſe allo were 
after deſtroyed by Aarianus Ceſar, 
Theredied by the famine and peſtilence an innumerable num- 

ber,by fircand {word ten hundred thouſand : 20090 were found 
that either killed themſclues, or one killed another, 7900 were 
taken captiues;of theſe,all the ſeditious theeues that accuſed one 
another,were {lainc by Fromtonixs C xſar , Titus freed man, 7000 
were ſent into Xgipt with extreame labor to conſumeand dye, 
the propereſt and moſt able were reſcrued for triumph , many 
were diſtributed through the prouinces, ſome wereſlaine by the 
ſword, and by beaſts for publike ſpeRacles , and thoſe that were 
16 yeares of age and vnder together with many other,C eſar ſold 
vnder the crowac at thirtic fora ſiluerpennie, Thatas Chriſt was 


ſold for thirtie pence,ſo thirty of them ſhouldbe ſold for a penys 
wi 
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Of the Cizio ABlinor Jeruſalem. 
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With the riches of this rowne Ceſar triumphed, rodinto Rome 
with two golden Chariots, built the Temple of ce,and there 
put allthe plate which he found in the Temple of Teruſalem. At- 
ter all this, for a full determination of thoſe enills the two ſediti- 
ous Captaines, /ohannes Giſcalenus, and Simon the ſonne of Giora, 
were put to moſt cruell deathes. Thus may we ſee thegrieuous 
puniſhment of the obſtinate and ambitious, which G mit- 


red to fall vpon them for their vnthankfulneſſe & cruell tirannie.

beaſts which reſorted thither ro feed ypon the dead bodies: and 
was now time conſuming their fleſh, lett their bones and skulls to lye 
ith vpon the earth as in a Charvcll houſe. Andthus it continued, 
vntill one Bexchechab ( which ſignifieth the ſon of the ftarres, borne 
in the Towne ot Bethcoron,not far from Emaus,) profeſſed him- 
ſclfe to be the Meſſiah or Chriſt. The Iewes ſuppoſing this ro be 
true, becauſe of that faying in Numbers, cap.2 4. (There ſhall « ſtar 
riſe wp out of Jacob ) aſſembled themſelues tothe number of ſome 
thouſands,and followed him with great tiranicand cruelty,ſpoy- 
ling the Holy land, and through all the countrey of Iudea com- 
mitting many outrages and maſſacres. Thus they continued for 
the ſpace of 18 yeres, attheend of which time, Adrianus Eli- 
ani the Emperor, hearing of theſe inſolencies, leuied an army 
and ſent them into Iudea, vnderthe gouernement of 1ulius Sexe. 
ru, whoina pitcht field neere Bethcoron,and not farre from E- 
maus conquered this: Bencbecab, 'or ' Pſendomeſſiah, and: with him 
ſlew five hundredthoufand ewes thar were deceived by his per- 
{waſton. Now when they went to feeke for the body of thisde- 
cciuer amongſt the dead (as faith Thalmwudiffs) hee was'found 
lying witha horrible Serpent about his-fiecke, intiaativg/ _ 
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God reiedted him that would ſeemeto imitate his ſonne : For 
euen as the Serpent deceived our firſt parents, ſothis Bexchocah 
decciued the Icwes, and for this cauſe they called him Benco=ba, 
thar is, The ſonne of lying. The number of the Iewes, which 1n the 
time of this warre were {laine, amounted to 500000 men, be. 
fides many others that periſhed by peſt;lence & famine. This war 
hapned 64 yercs after the deſtruQtion of Ieruſalem. 

Afterthis ſecond deſolation of the Tewes, at the command of 
the Emperor ( that there might be a finall extirparion of the aun- 
cient citie of Ieruſalem, and thatthe words of our Sauiour might 
be fulfilled , Loe there ſhall not bee a ſtone left pon 4 ſtone, Ma. 24.) 
the ruins and foundations thercof were digged vp, and the ſtones 

3roken in Peeſes, and the Ground was left deſolte, and the 
Mountaines are now become barren, and oucrgrowne with 
brambles. And that the name thereof might be vtterly forgor- 
een, andas it were rooted out of theearth, he ſet yp a new Tovine 
not far from the Hill Gihon and Golgotha where Chriſt was cru. 
cified, which after he had adorned with many goodly buildings, 
hee called it by his owne name Alia. In the place of the Tems 
ple hee fer vpa Church in the Honour of Jupiter and Fenw, Tuſt 
inthe place where the Holy Alter ſtood, hee erected his owne 
Image vpon a Marble piller, which continued till faint Jeromes 
tine. At Bethlehem hee creed the Image of Aden, and tothat 
conſecrateda Church. Vpon the gates of thecitie he cut Hogs 
in Marble, in contempt of the Iewes : then did he abture rhem 
that they ſhould not come within the walls of the Cite, nor ſer 
foot vpon the ground neere Ieruſalem. This being done ( as D/o8 
ſaith) he Dedicated it tothe honour of Jupiter Capitelinus : and 
only made it free for Chriſtians, and ſuch like ro be init; This 
Towneat this day we call Ieruſalem, although it be ſcituatedin 
another place, and called by another name. | 

Furure ages calling the ations of precedent times into queſti- 
on, pulda great contempt vpon this Towne; and ſo much the ras 
ther , becauſe Infidelity, and other Heatheniſh prophanefſe was 
cheriſhe within this Citie. So that that whicha little betore was 
{cr ypinhonour ofthe Emperour #lianws , is now growneint0 


contempt. Wherfore Helena, the mother of Conflentine the great, 
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hauing command of that Empire, togiue ſome {arisfaQtion to the 
vniuerſality, cauſed thoſe prophan Temples and Idols to be abo- 
liſhed; and in theireplaces ereted others: vpon Mount Golgotha 
the Church called Golgothanus, vpon the Mount of Oliues one 
in the place of the Aſcentionof Chriſt : and Conſtantine her ſonne 
richly adorned the Sepulchre, and ouerit built a ſtatlie Temple 
all of poliſht Marble, richly guilt with gold : fo that tothis day 
it rmaineth as the cheefe ornament to the Towne . Inthis mans 
time, the Iewes with great boldnefle endeuoured torebuild the 
Temple iuſt in che place where itſtood before : Bur at the com- 
mand of the Emperour, they were repeld, and in recompence of 
their preſumtion had their cares cur off, and their noſes ſlit, be- 
cauſe they had cares, and would not heare,neitherobey the com- 
mandement of our Sauiour. ' - 
Bur asthis Emperour wasreligious, and indeuoured toſupport 
Chriſtianity, ſohis ſucceſſor 7ulianus, was as full of impiety and 
0 who that he might fruſtrate the prophecy of our Sa- 
uiour, That Icruſalem fhould ncuer be builtagaine, in contempt 
cauſcd the Iewes toaſſemble together, and with all expedition 
reſtore it tothe former glory, giuing the vetermoſt of his affiſtice 
rotheir indeauours. But as they were {criouſly labouriig in this 
worke, of aſodaine their came a great earth-quake, and looke 
what they had built was by that quite ouerturned, then fier came 
our of the carthandfrem heauen, which deſtroyed both the mat- 
ter and the workmen : and that the Iewes nor any Philoſophers 
wow impute it to a naturall cauſe, their was ſeenein the heauens 
a bludy croſſe, and vpon their cloathes croſſes ſhining like ſtarres, 
which the Iewes could by no meanes wipe off, yet this litlepre- 
uailed. A ſecond time they attempted, & as before,a ſecond eart- 
quake happned, and with that a ſteame of wind which came with 
ſuch extreame violence that all the ſtuffe which they had heaped 
together for this purpoſe,was vtterly blawneaway & deſtroyed, 
ſothat of torcethey were conſtrained to leaue off , and acknow- 
l-dgethat Chriſt, whome their fore-fathers had crucified was 
the true: Meſſiah . Nazianzenand Jerom reporte, that neuerthe- 
leſſe the Lewes cuento this day though it coſt them much money 
come yearcly totheplace where 'Terufalem ſtood , and vpon _ 
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day of the deſtruction therof weepe. oucr it : ſuch was thier af- 
feion vato this Citic SPL ISpT. 
But theſe euills were purged with a ſuddaine inuaſion ( forno 
crying iniuries nor effins inſolencies againſt God paſl'vn- 
puniſhed, but that then or ſooneafter a 1ſt revenge falls vpon 
them ) for Coſroes, Emperor of the Perfians, whoſcimpudency & 
impiety was ſogreate,that he would be worſhipped as a God,a- 
bout the yearc of our lord 615,beficged this rowne tooke ir, & 
put to death 90000 Chriſtians,caricd the Patriarchtherof,roge 
ther with many others aivay captiue.. But Heraclms the Emperor 
to puniſh him for his pride and cruehy, ſet vpon Perfta and with 
fier and ſword deſtroyed the Countrey not farre from Niniueth 
conquered his cheefe Caprtaine Razerisinafet battaile , won the 
Citic of Niniueth, and went away with ar honourable yidorie, 
Seroesalſo, the only begottenſon of Coſroes,but a little before in- 
uading the Kingdome,kild his father inpriſon,reſtored the Patri- 
arck and the reſt of the captiues which his father had taken,to 
Heraclivzs. And about the 7 yeere after he had warred vpon Per- 
la,hereturned to Xlia withgreat pompe. : 1 
Not long after,in the yeare 637 , Hawmar the chicfe Princeof 
the Sarazens, which was the third from Mahemet, with a great ar- 
mie afflited Syria & Iudea,conquered theſe Countrics, & in his 
victories vicd great tirany & crucly : within two yeers after hee 
won Xlia,which had maintaineda long and ſharpe ſiege, ncither 
would 7acharix« the Patriach giue it vp, till hee was compelled 
thereto by extreame famine, ſoone after for very griefe he dyed. 
Thus this Towne continued for the ſpace of 450 yeeres, in the 
hands of the Sarazens.Then in the yere 101 2,Calphus Sultan of 
Agipt won it, beat down the walls, deftroyed the Temple which 
the Emperor Conſtantine had built,and made hauock of all things: 
preſently vpon this, the Turkes that came out of Scythiaby the 
Caſpian mountaines, won the city,” & drauethence the-Sarazens; 
Thus we may ſcethat the Sarazens and Turkes thoughthey were 
both of one religion,yet for the country of the Iewes, fought ond 
againſt another, & compelled the Chriſtiansto pay them tribute 
for the fourth part of the - wherin the Sepulchre of our Lord 
ſtood, being againe reſtored by the Emperor Con/iantue, after the 
deſtruftino by Calphas. The 
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The Chriſtians being wearie of this tribute, and of the op- 
preſſion of the Infidels, became ſutors to Pope Yrbay, the ſecond 
of that name, for deliuerie, who, in the yeare 1094, aſſembled 
a Councellat Clearmount in France,& by the inſtigation of one 
Peter the hermit, ſtirred vp the hearts of diuers chriſtian Princes 
and great Lords, tomakea Croyſado, ſo that 100000 braue 
ſouldiers went into the Holy land,and for token of their warre, 
borc red croſſes vpon their armes. 

In the ſame yearethcre was a great blaſing Starre ſeenc in the 
weſt,and after that followed a great plague tor the ſpace of two 
yeres through the world, this neuertheleſſe hindred them not in 
their deſigns, bur thar they wenttheir intended iourney,won the 
city of Elia from the Sarazens, deliuered the chriſtians from 
their bondage and raxe, and choſe Godfrey of Lorraine, Earle of 
Bulleigne King theref, whom they annoynted in the Temple of 
the holy Sepulchregbur herefuſed to be crowned with acrowne 
of gold, ſaying, thar it ill beſcemed him to be called King of Ie- 
ruſalem,the true king wherof was Chriſt,or to ſit crowned with 

1d in the placc where hee was crowned with thornes,that was 
the ſonne of the cuerliuig God. And then choſe 4rnolphas of the 
Rhodes Patriarch. 

In the moneth of Ofober,the ſame yeere,a blafing Starre of 
marueylous greatncs appeared towards the South, it ſcemed to 
be like a wayuing ſword, forſhowingnodoubt the deſtruRion of 
all ſuch as went about to reeſtabliſhthis carthly Iernſalem. Im- 
mediatly aftcr the feaſt of the Natiuity of Chriſt all the chriſti- 
ans of the Eaſt countries,vpon Candlemus day, came out of Si- 
ria,but eſpecially out of Antiochia,to Icruſalemnd in thetem- 
pleof the holy Sepulchre,conſecrated their Biſhops and Queres- . 
ſters,and with one conſent ſung 1lluminare Jeraſalem.They tooke 
alſoall the ciries caſtles,and Villages,and ouer them ſer Biſhops 
created foure Principalities;oneat Ieruſalem, another at Antio- 
chia,athird at Edifla, a fourth at Tripoli : Alſo certaine Earle- 
domes and Baronies ;as at Brito,Zidon,Czſarea,Galile, Ioppa, 
and Aſcalon. All theſe were appointed to pay tributetorhe 
King of Ieruſalem. Allthis was done in the yeare of our Lord, 
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No [oonerwere theſenewes publiſhed tothe world,but there 
was an vniuerſall Croy{ado thorough all C hriſtendome, forthe 
conquering and winning of the reſt of the Holy'land but before 
they could get thither, they wereeither ſlaine by the Gretians, 
and other Nations, or elſe dyed by famine, ſo that in them was 
fulfilled the pro; phecie of Fachariacap.1 2.3 whereitis ſaid It ſbal 
happen that 1 will make Jernſalema heauie ſtone for all people : all they 
that lift it vp ſhall be torne,though all the people of the earth be pathered 
rozeth ber a2 aim it. And verle the 9. And in that day 1will ſecke to de- 
troy all che Nations that come againſt leruſalem. 

This yer? 1 1 00,dyed Godfrey King of Ieruſalem of a feaucr, 
vnpon the 18 day of luly,when he had raigned ſcarce a yere and 
was buried inthe Temple,of Mount Calueric. 

Afterhim , ſucceeded his brother Baldwip firſt of that name, 
and ſecond King of Icruſalem,this man raigncd 18 yeercs in Ie--, 
ruſalem,and being oucrcome by Caliphas Sultan of Xgypr.after 
the loſle of thirtcene thouſand Chriſtians, he had inuch adoe 
roc{cape with lite , withina ſhort time after he dyed without 
1flue. 

Baldwin the ſecond ſucceed his vnckle, and wasthe third king ' 
of Jeruſalem, he began his raigne in the yeere 1118. This man 
ouercamethe Turkes ,and the King of Damaſcus, had iſſue oneiy 
one daughter,whoſe name was Atileſent, which he mariedto the! 
Earle of Angie 7rS,and gauewirh her the Kindo: ne of Ileruſalemg 
and dyed without herre male inthe yeere 113 r. | 

Fulcoin right of his wite,fuccecded his fatherinlaw, ind was 
the fourth King of Icrufalem, This Fuſco was brother tothe king 
of Enoland.he raigned r 3yceres, fought many worthy dartells 
againſt re Turkes, put 3000 of their men tothe {ivord  rooke' 
many of them priſoners,and carricd them to Icruſalem. And af. 
ter that,as he was hunting the hare by Acon.riding ipcedily,hee 
fell from his horſe and vas ſorely bruſed,whercot he yGcmd 
lefrtwo ſonnes called Baldwin ard Almerick. 

Baldwin the third , was fitth King of [erufalem, amd fiiccee- 
ded his facher, he wan thc Citi of Aic: ton he tebuilethe rowne 
of Boza which had beene qd frm: placed there cerraine 
Knights Templcrs, hee lult re cit! .cNaro the Sarazeds, 
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where many Chriſtians werocnicMyſlaine . And when hechad 
raigned nintcene yeeres hedyed withour iſſue, 

After him ſucceeded his brother Almerick, and was the {txt 
King of Icruſalem.Inthe time of this King,the Sultan off Agiper 
gauea great ouerthrow tothe Knights Templers, which he ſee- 
king toreucnge, inuaded Agipt with a great armic, beſiegedthe 
orcat citic of Alcaire,butto {mall purpoſe, whereforererurning 
backe to Ieruſalem,within aſhort time after dyed, when he had 
raigned 1 2, YeereSthe left behind him three children, foncal- 
Icd Baldwinzand two daughters, Sibilla and tſabella, '1 1 - 

Baldwin the fourth ſucceeded his father, and was the ſcuenth 
king of [ceruſalem,whonot vſing himſelf wel inthe gouerament, 
was ſtruck with teaprofie, with the contagion of which diſeaſe 


Hhedicd moſt milerably.atter he had raigned x 3.yeres,andin the 


25-yercof his age. Baldwin the 5 of that name,the'only begotten 
ſpn of his ſiſter $74, by his conſent was choſen his ſuccetſour,a 
youth of g.yecres old , his fathers name wasIWilliam Mountferrat 
Earle of March,who dying,his mother maried one Guy Earle of 
Luſignan, ro whom Baldwin commurted the proteRion of the 
Kingdome,and of his yong kinſman,till he cameto mans eſtate. 
Butthis yong man within 7 yeares after the death of his vnckle 
dycd,fitting at his table, nor withour ſuſpition of poyſon . Guy 
his protector by the per{waſion of his wife, & atthe inſtigation 
of the Icroſulimits tooke on him the 20uernment, but Raimond 
earlc of Tripoli was his great aduerſarie, which hapned becauſe 
Baid.che 4 for his excceding pride at the inſtigation of Guy had 
diſplaced him of all his ofhces & ticles in the common wealth, 
Theſe twoſtiruing for the kingdog,it came to paſſe.that Guy was 
charged with his kinſmans death,vnder which pretence Raimond 
made war againſt him. During thefe troubles Saladive Sultan of 
A gipt taking aduantage of rhis oportunity made war vypon them 
both,conquered the kingdomeanddeftroyed Iernſalem. 

Inthis yeere 1187, there hapned ſogreatanEclipleof the 
Sunne, that at noone day the Starres were plainly:to be ſcene, 
{oone after this, Razmord and Guy were both raken priſoners, and 
thirtic thouſand Chriſtians cruelly put tothe ſward. After this 
the Sarazens ſackedthe Towne,threw the Bells ont of the _ 
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ples, made Stables of rhe Churches . Onely the Temple on 
Mount Golgotha,ſtood vnrouchr : for the Turkes and Sarazens 
honour Chriſt as great Propher. 

And thus the new Kingdome of the chriſtians inTeruſalem 
ended,which was vpon the ſecond day of October,in the yeare 
x 187 after it had continued in theirpoſſeſſion, fourcſcore and 
eight yeares . During the continuance of this Kingdome, there 
were many horrible viſions, and ſtrange fignesand wonders ſeen 
both in heauen, in carth,and intheayre, toreſhewing no doubr, 
that God was nor pleaſed with theiractions which ſought to re. 

| ftorerhar Kinodome of Icruſalem, For my Kinzdome ſaith Chrijt 
i not of this world. 

Andalchoughafter that, therewere mary Kings , that by all 

poſſible meanes indeauored to recouerand reſtore the ſame, and 

| forthar purpoſe haueleuyed many great Armies, and vnderta- 
ken many tedious iourneys, ycrall their councells and derermi- 
nations came tonothing , For that God,ſo often as they vnder- 
toke any ſuch expedition, either ſtaidtheirarmies, oypreſt them 
with war,orclſe plagued them with famine, in ſuch anextreame 
meaſure, that for veric hunger they haue bin conſtrained to eate 
their horſes. Frederick Barbaroſ/a may bee an example of theſe 
calamities, who witha great Army making an expedition to le- 
ruſalem,as he was trauelling through Aſia minor, his horſe ſtar- 
red aud flung him intothe Riucr, where hee dyed miſerably ere 
he could be {aued. Many other Princes beſides,in the like enter- 
priſe cametothe like ends : For they were either deſtroyed by 
the Barbarians , with the loſſc of ſome thouſands of their men 
cruelly ſlaine, or vtrerly deſtroyed with vnnaturall diſeaſes, or 
vntimely deaths. 

Now when the Emperor Frederick , the ſecondof that name; 
had beſieged and brought rogreat miſerie rhe Sultan of Agipr, 
and the Knights Templers had done the like x20 Damrets.Corderit 
the Sultans ſonne, beat downe the walls of Ieruſalem,and had 
ir not bin forthe great lamentarions and carneſt intreatics of the 
chriſtians,he would haue vtterly deſtroted the cutie, but for their 
fakes he [ctr ſtanding Solomons Temple, and the Temple of the 
Hol, Sepulchre,for at this timechriſtians inhabited in them. 

Within 
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con ® Within a while after,about the yeare r 228. Frederick the ſe- 
zens © cond of that name,Emperour of Rome, went tothe Holy land 
with a greatarmiec,and came to Pealomer,otherwile called 4con, 
where ſtaying a while hemade a league with the Sultan of Egypt 
for ten yeares, raigned [eruſalem withour drawing ſword , and 
was there crowned in the yere 1229. keeping at that time in Ie- 
ruſalem aroyall Eaſter. This man fortified . chriftians witha 
garriſon,rebuilt Nazarethand Toppa,and fo returned into Italy, 

Inthe yere 1 246. Caſanss King of the Tartars being perſwa- 
ded by the Sulran, with a greatarmie inuaded ludca, won Icru- 
falem,cauſed ch: Chriſtians robe cruelly ſhine, bear downethe 
holy Sepulchre,cucn ro {mall pieces ; andleft but little ſtanding. 
It was after this deſtroyed by Tamberlane King of the Tartars,8& 
by Mabomes the ſecond of thatname, Empcrour of the Turkes. 
But the Monkes had lcaue to build vp the holy Sepulcher againe 
for which they payed to the Sultan ,.or his depuric, a yearely 
tribute. 

In the yeare of our Lord r 5 16. Selymws Emperor of the Turks, . 
about the 24 day of Augiiſt, necreto Damaſcus oucrcaine Cam- 
ſor Gaurus Sultan of Egypt in acrucll warre, andput ro death' 
many thouſand of his men ; andthe Sultan himſtlte ſecking to: 
ſaue his life by flight, was miſerably flaine . This Selymme con- 
_ all the holy land, Syria, Damaſcus,and all the countries 
thereabours : and as he went through Iudea,leauing hisarmicat 
Gaſa,with a few of his ſoldicrs went to Teruſalem;thathe might 
ſee with his eyes that place, which was made ſo famous by the 
auncicnt Writers, and was ſooften mentioned in the Old and 
New Teſtament . But when he came hee found nothing but a + 
ruinate & waſtcd place,barrenand rude tolooke vpon; inhabited 
by a few poore Chriſtians, andthey alſo held in great contempt 
and bondage, paying a great tribute ro the Sulcanof Egypt, for 
their libertic and the holy Sepulcher:, as Paulus Jonius writcth. 
But after that Selymwe in that place had done his offerings atd 
facrifices to God and to Mabomner,ſceing the Prieſts and the chri- 
ſtians preſt with extreame pouertic, our ot his ſmguler mercie 
and compaſſion gaue them a kirge and ſumptuous gift,when hee 
had ſtayed bur one day and one night inthe towne«.. . Thenext 
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morning before day, he went withall expedition'to hjs analy at 
Gaſa,and from thence intoEgypt, where he belieged the great 
and famouscitic of Alcaire,and inthe yeare 15 17.tooke it,con- 
quered all the countty, vtterlyextirpated the Sultan, and went 
away with an honourable viRoxie,} and rich bootie . From this 
yeare euen nll now the rowne of Alia or Icruſalem.is vnder 
theiuriſdiction of the Turkes . Thus may we ſee howoften and 
with what miſerable calamitiesthis citic hath beene affl:;tedye- 
ven ſince the firſt deſtrution by Fepaſion,, which makes cuident 
the great iudgement of God,not onely vpon the Tewes,but alfa 
vypon the earth where they inhabirted , fortheirinfidelitic and

Haran or Charan that i Wrath, 


HH Aran is the chiefe citie in Meſopotamia, where 4brahaw for 
4 time dwelt with his father Thars : There the rich Romane 
Craſſus with his armie was ouerthrowne by the Partheans, and is 
diftant from Ieruſalem foure hundred and fortie miles North- 
FEaſt-ward, taking the name from the water Charan , which run- 
neththrough it : but at this day thecitieis called Ophra, lying 
eleuen dayes iourney from Moflell or Niniuie,as D. Leonard Row- 
wolfe writeth,vho in ay. 1 575 .vpon the thirtierh of Tanuetie was 
inthattowne . Ophra or Haran is a faire citie well inhabited, and 
indiffcrent great, compaſſed about with walls and towres, richly 
furniſhed with merchandiſe : bur ſpecially with faire couerlets of 
divers colours which are made therein. 

There is likewiſe greattrade and traffique fordiuers kindes of 
wares brought thither by Carauanes,which are greatnumbers of 
camels,horſes,and other beaſts that cary great burdens,with ma- 
ny men toconduc them, which traffique and trauell from one ci- 
tie toanother, _ 

This citic in times paſt belonged to the Parthians, euen then 
when Craſſu the rich Romane, fiftie three yeares before Chriſts 
birth,robbed the temple of Ieruſalem, and of thoſe holie relicks 
bare away, tothe value of {1xtie tunnes of gold ; forthe which 
God puniſhed him openly : For vpon the ſixth of Tune after,hee 
was by the Parthians ouerthrowne, hard by Haran in Meſopo- 
tamia,and there taken and flaine. The Parthians powring molten 
gold into his mouth, ſaid, drinke now thy fill ( chow grrdie wretch ) of 
that which thou ſo long haſt thirſted after, for with this thow wayeſt fill thy 
ereedie throat. | 

In this ouerthrowe were ſlaine thirtic thouſand Romans, and 
” that meanes the citic of Haran returned againe vnder the Par- 
thians. 

After that the Perſians tooke it,but now it is vnder the Turke. 

In this citie of Haran, atthis day,there is to beſceneawellof 
verie cleere water,at which Rebeccagaue drinketo Eleaxer, Abra- 
hams ſeryant, andto his camels, Gen. 24-19. This well by the

bans daughter firſt ſpake with the holy Patriarch Iacob , who tur 
ning the ſtone off from the well, gaue her ſheepe of the water 
drinke. 

This water hath a veriepleaſant taſt , and is 2 notable tipec 
holie bapriſme-Forlike as the holie Fathers tooke their wives 


this well, ſo Chriſt receiueth his holie congregation by the well 
of bapriſine, in his wordand holie Sacrament .

conucriant with Melhiſadech that dwelt in Teruſalem, and with 
him gaue thankes vnto God for his ſingular fauours that hee had 
ſhewed towards him, in deliuering his wife Sars from the hands 
of 4bimilech king of Xgyprt,who would haue rauiſhed her,and as . 
he feared, indangered his life. Inthis place Zo ſeparated himſelf 
from Abraham,and went to dwell in Sodom. 


Of the Plaineor Oake of Mamre. 


He Plaine of Mamreſtood a mile from Hebron towards the 
Eaſt , and diſtant from Ieruſalem rwentie and rwo miles 
South-weſt-ward. Inthe valley , there was a faire and pleaſant 
wood , where a certaine young man called Mamredwelt . This 
man was brother to Eſcall and Aner mentioned by Ayes in the 
fourcteeath of Geneſis, who ( according to the cuſtome of gen- 
tlemen with vs intheſe times) built vp his houſencereto a plea- 
{ant wood or bottome : which as ſome thinke,was called atter 
his name Aavvre : others ( of which opinion is Jerom) of ALON 
which fignifies 4 valley or tree ( an oake tree faithhee, ) Bur 70- 
ſeph and «/£gi/ipps calleth ir a Terebinth tree , which both Som- 
merand Winter beareth greeneleaues likea Palme tree, the ſap 
andiuce whereof is verie good for medicine, 4brahew dwelling 
neere to this tree, being mtertained by the three brothers as a 
ſtranger, grew intoſuch fauourand familialitie with them , rhat 
hee conuerted them from Paganiſme, and taught them to know 
the true and cuerliuing God : to gratific which great fauour,they 
aided him in his warre againſt the foure Kings'that had raken 
F 2 - 
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TheTyauell of the Patriarch Abraham: 
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Lot priſoner, and gaue him tree libertie to inhabit in, and vſe 
the plaine thereabout for his catrell : betore whoſe doore, x 
ſome Auchours affirme, this Terebinth or Oake tree ſtood, and 
ſo continued from the beginning of the world , till the time 
Conſtantine the great; it being lawfull fornone to cuta bough e 
it,or touch it with a hatchet, becauſe it was in thoſe daics accoun- 
reda holictree, and viſited by diuers ſtrangers : and then Helen 
cauſcd a faire Church to be builded in that place,and ſo much the 
rather, for that Abraham (itting vader the ſame tree,the three An- 
gels appcared vnto him in the {imilictudeor likeneſle of men. Gen, 
$. 1.2. And ſomeare of opinion, that becauſe of rhis, rhe Iewes 
offered Incence to their gods, and commutred Idolatric vpor 
high mountaines,and vnder greenc trees . Exckiel 16. There was 
alſo a double caue made of white marble,which as _— ſayetl 
was verie faireand beautifull torheeye, and curiouſly wrought 
and poliſhed, wherein Abraham, 1ſaac,and Jacob with their wiu 
Sara, Rebeecha,and Leah were buried. And as ſome thinke was that 
caue which hc purchaſed of the Hittires Geneſes 2 3.34. But that 
LAdam and Euah lics buried in the ſame place, ſeeing there is ne 
warrant for it in holic ſcriptures,I let it paſſe, becauſe whatſoeu 
hath notauthoritic of ſcripture to proue it, may aseafily be co 
remned as allowed . But Abrahams ſepulchre in leroms time was 
ro be ſcene, being old and decaycd. 


Of Hebron. 


His Citie was not onely a Kings ſeat, but a Pricſts alſo 
being built not long after the Flood , and ſome ſeuenyeares 
before thar Citie of the Egiprians,called Zoan or Tanis, Num.17, 
and was placed vpon agoodly high Mountaine, verie pleaſant 
and deleQRable . It raketh the name from Chabar which fignifies 
PrP . And fromthence jo Chebron or Hebron-a ples 
Jan ana dclettable ſocietie. It wasa Metropolitan citie in the Tribe 
of 1#d4, and after called Kiriatharba , as it appearcth in 7oſwa 14+ 
taking that name from Arba the chicfe Gouernour of that Citric, 
This man ,was one of the Anakims , and a mightie ; Prince, 
Others 
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Of the Trinels of the Pizriayche Abralxam' 0 = 
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Others there are that ſay, the citie being diuided into foure parts 
was thereof called wry ; for Arba ſignifies a quaternian, from 
the Root Raba foure ſquare . was firſt builded by Heeb, thefon;of 
that curſed Canaan (whoſe poſteritierhe Hirtites, ymhabited ir 
ir, And (ſuch was their hoſpiralitie) rhat they enterreyned 4bra-! 
hambeing a ſtranger and traueller. Theſe people dwelt * there 14...

This towne was after made'a Towne of refige;and belong-" 
cd tothe Inheritance of Caleb, and was rogether with Mamrein 
the Tribe of ada, loſua 22. Here Danid was firſt annointed King, 
and raigned therein for the ſpace of-ſetren yeares, 2 of Samuel 5, 
But this Towneby the iniurie of time,and oppreſſion of theene- 
mie;is row bocome deſolate, onely ſome fewold reliquesareto 
be ſeene,to ſhew there had beene a Towne there. Neuertheleſſe, 
there is a Towne not farre fromit,, whichreteyneththename, 
placedin a'verie fruitful Valley called Mamre;tothas day; Here 
whiles it was vnter the iariſdiction'of the/Qhriſtizhs > ſtood. a 
Cathedrall Church,and was a Biſhops See; but the Turkes have 
turned it into a Mosko,or one of their” Churches: Into'this place 
they wil nor ſufferany Chriſtian to enter. The.Inhabirants will 
take ypon them toſhew vnto ſtrangers many things, avrhe V 
or Caue wherein Abraham wes bunied;The place where Cain kil 
Abel, The well where 4damand Exah wept ſeuen yearcs for the

where he gaue the Midianites a wonderfull ouerthrow, /wag. 9. 
Hee alſo tooke there two princes, Oreb and Jeb, and returnedto 
the riuer Iordan,where he put them todeath. 

From thence he went to Succoth with his armie,in expecation 
to hauerefrcthed themſcluces, bur the inhabitants ſhut him out of 
the towne, and gaue him many diſpightfull words. This towne 
lay cloſe by and here lacob ſometimepirchedhis tent. 

From thence he went to Penucl, which is 2 miles : thercalfo

From thence he went to T1gbeha,which is 4 miles, where hee 
conquered Zeba and Zalmens kings of the Midianites ; whothin-

deriued from EL and Da RA, the ſeed of the Almightie God. There 
was another of this name in the tribe of Iuda,/o/.1 5.In times paſt 
this was onely the ſeate and chiefe abiding place of the Kings of 
Iſrael. For _Ahaband Jeſabell kept their Court there, and 7oram 
their ſonne, whom Jehw ouercame : and here Jeſabel was eaten vp 
of dogs. At this day this faire citie hath in it but thirtie houſes ; 
and is called by the inhabitants of the Holy land Sanatham,being 
(cituatedat the footof the mountaine Gilboah Weſtward : init 
there is a watch tower, vpon the top wherof you may ſee through 
all Galile to Carmel, & the mountains of Phznicia,alſo to mount 
Thabor, and the mountaines beyond Iordan called Gilead .

S 4mſon,or Schimpſon, according to the Hebrew text, taketh his 
name from the Sunne : for SCHXMa5SH in Hebrew ſignifieth 

the Swwxe,and ſcemerth to hauc ſome affinitie with Hercales, which 

fignificth the glorie of the aire; for what can be ſaid robetheglorie 

of the aire bur the light of the Sunne, without which it would be- 

comeexceeding darke 2 wherefore, as ſome thinke, this Sampſon 


was the true Herewles ; and thoſe noble exploits that hee did, the 
Gracians attributed to their Hercules, 


The typical ſignification of SAMPSON, 


E typically repreſenteth Chriſtdiuers waies ;firſt in his per- 

ſon, hee was a mightie man ; ſecondly in his proteſſhon, hee 
was a Nazaret thirdly in his calling, he was a Princeand Iudge , 
fourthly in his maner of liuiuing,for he went from place toplace, 
to reuenge himſelfe vpon the enemies of Gods people the chil- 
dren of 1ſraell ; and in his death : eaen ſoourSauiour Chriſt is 
that ſtrong man, who being mightier thanthe divell, hath diſpo- 
ſeſt him of his tyrannicall iuriſdition ouer the ſoules of man- 
kind ; hath taken away thoſe gates of death, by his mercie ope- 
ning vntovsthedore of lifc,that ſobcing ſetat libertie from hos 
helliſh impriſonment, we:may be madepartakers of cucrlaſting 
happineſle; he was alſoa Nazaritc euen from his mothers womb, 
borne and bred there, tying himſcife to a vow of bondage , that 
we might be made free : he is a Prince for euer, anda Pricſtafter 
the order of Melchiſadeck : during the continuance of his life in 
this vale of miſerie,his chiefeſt actions were togoe from place to 
placero teach, to doe good,and to reſcue and relicue the poore 
diſtreſſed members of the Church, who lay miſerably afflited 
vnder the hands of Sathan, healing ſome, relicuing others, and 
bringing a third ſort into the ſtate of grace : ſo thatas Sampſon 
delivered the Iſraclites from rhe bondage of the Philiſtins,Chriſt 
our Prince and TIudge deliucreth his from the flauerie of Sathan :

tiecight yeares, till Dawid ferched it thence with great iollitie, 
1.S47.7.05 2.Sam.6.1.Chron. 14. Here Saul waSannointed King 
by Samuel : here the companie of the Prophers (that is,the ſcho- 
Icrs of the wile ) came downe from the more eminent places 
where the Arke of God was, with holy ſongs and inſtruments of 
muſike, and the ſpiritof the Lord came vpon Saw, and hee ſung 
and praiſed God with them-.They called this the hill of God,be- 
cauſe the Arke of the couenant ſtood init, 1.$4m.

You may readein the ſe- 
cond book of the Macchabes, how it was the town of the Scythi- 
ans ; for the Scythians which dwelt ſome Boo miles from Teru- 
ſalem towards the North, came with agreat armie intothe Holy 
land, and by force wan this citie, and dwelt there : of whom it 
was called the Scythi antowne. 1oſep.im lib. 2. de Bell. Tud. cap. 18, 
remembreth a ſtrange accident that hapned neere this crown; for 
the Irwes beſieging it,there were of their owne nation that dwelt 
w.thin the citic, who(thar they might make a priuate gaine) took 
wages of the Scythians, to oppoſe their brethren and countrey-» 
men : by which meanes the Scythians got the better, Butaftera 
while, the Scythians Fopkdering that the number of the Iewes 
were great, and fearing ſome ſudden inſurre@ion or innouation, 
gaue them warning to depart and leaue the towne: they, though 
with great griefe, as being preſt with a two fold neceſhtie, (their 
owne wants, and the hatred of their kindred) did ſo; relying 
meerely vpon the courteſie of ſtrangers. But about ſome two 
dayes after in the night time , the inhavitants of Scyrthopolis 
| breaking out of the citic ynaware, fell vpon them, and inrecom- 
pence of their kindnefle put to the ſword fame thirteene thou- 
ſand : manie ſlaine vnawares, ſome as they were eating, and moſt 
intheir fleepe. After they had commitrted|this maſſacre, th 
compaſſed about the wood where they were, took away all their 
ſubſtance, and ſuffered not a man to depart aliue, Wherefore one 
Simon the ſoone of a certaine auncient and noble citizen, called 
$4sl, perceiuing their preſent miſerie, and that there was no hope 
toeſcape iminentdeathand vrter ruine , inacrucll and deſper:

was called the Scythi antowne. 1oſep.in lib. 2. de Bell. 7ud. cap. 1 8, 
remembreth a ſtrange accident that hapned neere this rown; for 
the Irwes befieging it,there were of their owne nation thatdweler 
w:thin the citic, = (that they mightmake bs nd gaine) cook 
wages of the Scythians , to oppoſe their brethren and countrey-» 
men : by which meanes the Scythians got the better, But aftera 
while , the Scythians conſidering that the number of the Iewes 
were great, and feari amet (waa 6-9 or was 
eaue rhem warning to depart the rowne: they, though 
with great griete, as nd with a two fold neceſhitic, (their 
owne wants, and the hatred of their kindred) did {o relying 
meerely vpon the courteſie of ſtrangers, Bur about ſome two 
dayes after in the night time , the inhavitants. of Scythopolis 
breaking out of the citie vnaware, fell vpon them, and inrecome 
pence of their kindneſle put to the ſword fome thirteene thou- 
ſand : manie ſlaine vriawares, ſome as they" were eating, and moſt 
inthcir fleepe.

Whiles Dasid was gon withthe Philiſtimes to fight againſt I 
raell, The Amalckites inuaded Ziclag, tooke it, and burnt it 
with fire ; and caricd away Abivoaw and Abigaile (Danids wines ) 
captives . Wherefore when Daxid came to Ziclag and percei- 
ved what had happened, with all ſpeed purſued thecnemie : and 
inthe way,as he went he foundan Egyptian, who alittlebefore 
the Amalckires had left there, becauſe hee was vnableto follow 
them. This Zgyptian guided Dasid to the tents of the Ama- 
Ickites, who ſuſpeRing no ſuch euill, were making meric with the 
bootie that they had taken. But Devid with the reſt of his compa- 
nie, ſo manfully behaued themſelues, that they gauethe Amale- 
kites a ſoden overthrow. Andas it often happenerh to ſuchas are 
negligent and careleſſe, heetooke from themtheir former

He returned thence to Ieruſalem with great triumph rnd joy, 
24 miles. 

In the thirteenth ycare of his raigne, which was in the yeare of 
the world 2903,and before Chrift x 065, he madean expediti 
ynto Soba,which Joſephus calleth Sophenam ; and is in Armenia 
neere to Maſia or mount Taurus, $00 miles from Ieruſalem to- 
wards the North, of which you may reade before . Daaid in this 
place wan a memorable battell againſt Hadad-Ezer the king ther- 
of, neere to the river Euphrates : he tooke 700 horſe and 20009 
foor, burnt their Chariots,tooke 100 Caſtles, conquered all the 
cownes andcountrey round about, and went away with a great 
bootie as well of goldas filuer, brafſe, and other things ; which 
brafſefor the excellencie thereof, was like vntogold,and (as 1oſ6 
phas ſaith) afterward Solowen made the moulten Seaof it. When 
Gadarezer king of the Syrians (hee that built that famous citieof 
Damaſcus ) heard of the overthrow of Hadad-Ezer, hee ſents 
great armic to his aid , which King Dewid (neere to the river Ey- 
phrates) ſmote with theſword,ſo that 2 0000 of them were ſlain, 
and he carriedaway aglorious victorie : extending his gouerne» 
ment from Ieruſalem 600 miles towards the North, that is, into 
Armenia, and beyond the river Euphrates , and made theſe two 
nations tributraric ynto him,2 .Scw.8.1.Chron.1g. 

After Dazid had wan theſe two memorable vieories neer Eu 
phrates,he went thence with all his army cowards the South,and 


inuaded the land of Syria. In which journey , 1ar«w the ſonne of

marh) met David with giftes and preſents , in the name of his fa

Aba isa Metropolitan citie in Zthyopia, lying beyond &- 
gypt,346 miles from Iernſalem rowards the South : and took 
the name from a certaine pretious ſtone called Achates, wherein 
might plainly bediſcerned in certaine diſtin colours, the riſmg 
of tountaines, the chaunels of riuers, high mountaines, & ſome- 
times of charrets and horſes drawing them. Iris reported that Pir- 
rbus king of the Epirots had one of them, wherein was liuely re- 
preſented the nine Muſes, and Apollo playing onthe viole, pro- 
trayed by naturall ſtaines & colours, anikcially.ex ifthey had 
beene done by ſome curious workman ; Of this ſtone yon may 
read more in Plin, bb, 3 7. cap. 1.10. It was firſt found in Achares, 
ariver of Scicilia, whence it rooke the name : Afterward in In- 
dia and Phrigia, and of the Hebrewes was called Schabaor Saba. 
In this citie that queen dwelt that came to heare Solomons wile- 
dome, 8 gaue him for a preſent 1 2 otallents of pure gold, which 
atthree pounds the ounce commeth to 270000 pounds ſterling. - 
Afterwards Cambiſes king of Pcrfia ouercame it and all thecoun- 
trie roundabour it, and aber his ſiſters name called it Meroes, It 
Is a ſtarely citie to this day, ſcituated ina pliane countrie,& com- 
aſd about with the riner Nilus, like an 1fland, being now called 
[faba, haviiig ſome affiniric tothe auncient name Saba. _ 
The inhabitants of this rowne goec naked, all but their prune 
parts, which they couer cirher with filke, corton, or ſome more 
coltly matter, and are of a blacke colour , which as ſome m—_ 
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The Travels of the Queene of Saba, ; 
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happeneth by reaſon of the cxtreame heare : The land alſois 
maruelouſly ſcortched,and turned in many places to ſand & duſt; 
ſo that the countrie is thereby wonderfull barren. 

About Meroes or Saba,which is made fruirfull by the inundg- 
tion of Nilus, There is found plenric of ſalt,braſſe,yron,& ſome 
pretious ſtones init. Their ſhcepe,goares,oxen,and other cattell 
are of leſſe Nature than in other countries. Their dogs are verie 
fierce and cruel. 

In times paſt there were mightie princes that had the gouern» 
ment and commaund of it, and the countrie round about . But 
after as Plinie ſaieth,{ib. 6.cap.29. it was in the juriſdiction and go» 
uerament of queenes , who for their noble reſolutions and cou- 
rage, were called Candaces : One of which name in Tiberius the 
Emperours time was famous, both for rhe extent of her doini« 
nions(in which ſhee exceeded all the reſt of her predeceſlors) as 
alſo inregard of her manlie preſence and noble ſpirit : the Eu» 

nuch which Phzlip baptiſed 4&8. was trea'urer or chamberlain 
to this queene . Anditis to bethought by him, the doQrine of 
the Goſpell of Chriſt was firſt made knowne in Saba, and inthe 
countrie of Ethiopia, which after was morelargely propagas. 
_ and diſperſed , by the Euangeliſt Saint Aatchew , who taught 
Tere 

This citic lyethtothe longitude 6 1 degrees, and 30 ſcruples, 
and in*he cliuationof the Puje Articke tothe latitude 1 6 degrees 
and 2 5 {cruples:fo that it ſecmeththe inhabitants haue two win- 
ters and rwo Summers; or rather a continuall Summer, becauſe 
their winter is much hotrer then our Summer. But when the Sun 
attaineth tothe 1 5 degree of Tawrws,and Zeo;and inthe dog dais, 
it then lies perpendiculer oucr that countric, and neither their 
bodies nor houſes giue any ſhadowes. 

In the 6 of 1/ay it is ſaide, They ſhall come from Saba and bring 
gold and frankinſence to praiſe the Lord + From whence ſome haue 
concluded, that thoſe wiſe men which came vnto thechild Teſus, 
and brought gold, frankinſence, and mirrh, were Arhyopians, 
and came thence : But this agreeth not well with the words of 
Matthew,cap.2 . where it is written, Thatthe wiſe men came outof 
the Eaft, thar is, from the riſing of the Sunne, len Ol 
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The Tyauels of the Queene of Saba. 
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Saba, acording to the wordes of our Saviour, Xat.1 2. lyeth to 


wards the South , for he ſayeth, The queene of the South (that's of 
Saba ) ſhall come forth in the day of pu wr gn this generation. 
and condemne it, for ſhee came from the end of the world to heare the 
wiſdome of Solomon tc. Burif Saba lie vpon the South, as heare 
it plainely appereth, then it muſt neceſſarily follow, that they 
came not thence, but rather trom Perſia, which from Ieruſalem 
lies Eaſtward . For at Suſa (the Metropolitan city of that coun- 
trie)there was an Academy from the whole kingdome,In which 
were principally ſtudied Diuinitie, the Mathamatickes, and Hi- 
ſtorie ; ſothar ir is likely by theirart they might atraine vnto the 
knowledge of this diuine Myſterie, and from thence come to Ic- 
ruſglem, which was 520 miles from thence towards the Eaſt. 
Wherfore this place of the Prophet Efay, is rather to be refer- 
red tothe propagation of the Church through. the whole world, 
where ſome of cuery nation ſhall bring preſents yntothe Lord, 
There is alſo another Saba in Arabia Felix, and was ſo cal- 
led from zebs the ſonne of Chas, the ſonne of Cham, the ſonne 
of Noah, and. it is diſtant from Ieruſalem 1248 miles towardes 
the Southeaſt, In Hebrew it fignifies, the citie of Drankenneſſe,or 
of Mirth , but with the Syrians Antiquity. Some would haue it 
in the Arabian tongue to ſignifie a Myſtery. But ſaint /erome in- 
terpreteth ir to ſoundtheir conner ſion. It is the Metropolitan citic of 
Arabia Fcelix, and by Strabo (ib. 6. called Meriaba, being ſcitua- 
ted ina high and pleaſant mountaine, full offruittull trees. ; 
There inhabiteth in it the king of that countrie(a mighty prince) 
his gouernours, and moſt of ſuch as haue authoritie vnder him. 
The land is called the kingdome of the Sabzans : burin generall 
Arabia Fcelix , becauſe of the fertilitie of the place : for it yeel- 
deth twice euery yearc great plentic of frankincenſe, myrrh, cy- 
namon, balſum, and other odiferous hearbes. The tree out of 
which this myrrh commerhis five cubits high, hary and fall of 
prickles, and when youcut the barke there commeth forrhabir- 
tergum, wherewith if you annointa dead bodie ,.it will conti- 
nue long without rooting. The frankincenſe-allo that is found 
there, dropperh from Czder trees, like a glewy ſubſtance, and ſo. 
congealeth into agum : This happenerh twice cuerie yeare, and 
accor-

according vntothe ſeaſon it changeth colour. Inthe Spring itis 
red, inthe Sommer it is white: This is the beſt frankincenſe in 
all Arabic Foelix, Through the whole countrie there isa veryde. 
leable ſmell, by reaſon ofthe myrrh, frankincenſe, and cyng- 
mon that is found in it ; In ſo much as if the wind bloweth among 
the trees, it carrieth the ſmell vnto the Red lea, and ſuch as faile 
there, can eaſily diſcernethe ſweetneſle of the ayre.There is gold 
alſo found there, very fine and me. inſomuch as for the goodnes 
thereof, ir iscalled Arabian gold. The Phoenix is found there, of 
which kind there is bur one in the world. Pleme in his 9 booke, 
64p. 35. diſcribes her to be inquantitie as big as an Eagle, witha 
liſt of feathers like gold about her necke, the reſt are of a purple 
colour : Therefore from Phcenicia, and the purple colour of her 
wings,ſhe is called a Phoenix. She hath a tuft of feathers vpon her 
head like vntoa crowne. She liueth 660 yeares, at the endof 
which time ſhe buildeth her a neſt of Cafſia, Cinamon, Callimus 
and other pretious gums and hearbes, wh:ch the Sunne by the 
extreamitieof the heat, and the wauing of her wings, fiers,buttſhe 
taking delight in the {weerneſſe of the ſauour, houers ſo | 
ouer it, that ſhe burnes herſclfe in her owne neſt. Within aw 
after, out of the marrow of her bones, and the aſhes of her bodie, 
there groweth a worm, which by little and little increaſeth ev 
ſome bigneſſe, and after to a purple bird. Then her wings extend 
ehemſclues to full greatneſle, vntill ſuch time as ſhe commethro 
be a perfeR Phoenix. 
This bird doth lively repreſent our ſauiour Chrift, who onely 
and alone isthetrue Meſliah, and through whom we muſt ex 
everlaſting life, who in the fulncſſe oftime offered himſelfeafa- 
crifice vponthe croſle, ſuſtaining the puniſhmentfor ſinne atthe 
time of his paſſion, putting ona purple roabe, being all beſprin- 
led with his owne bloud, Job. i 9.

this day is called by the Turkes Bagadeth,diſtant thence ſome 36 
miles ,and is the vemoſt cowne oft the Turkiſhand Perſian Em- 
pires, towards the Eaſt : being deuided in the midſt by the riuer 
Tygris. Some Metchants hauc reported , that the place where 
Babylon ſtood is become ſtonie, vnfruittull, and vnpleaſant, be. 
cauſe of the ruines and deſtroied buildings that lies im the earth ; 
alſo that there is found a tower built of black ſtone, which to out. 
ward apparance ſeemeth to haue been a verie goodly houſe, high 
and eminent ; ſo that vpon the top therot a man might haue ſcene 
through the whole citie . This tower the inhabitants of Felugg 
call, the tower of Daxiel, in which was the chamber where hevl. 
ed to pray vntothe Lord, three times a day,;the windowes wher« 
of looked towards Ieruſalem, Dan.6. There is allo to be ſeene dis 
uers arches of the bridge which Semiramy built, ſtanding vpon 
the riuer Euphrates; & the foundation of that great tower,whoſe 
top ſhould hauc reached to heauen, being in compaſle two miles, 
butnot veric high : within the ruines whereof, there are found 
certaine ſerpents verie noiſome and venemous, about the bignes 
of a Lizard, having three heads, and ſpe& with diuerſe colours, 
which the inhabitants call Eglones : thereare ſuch a multitudeof 
them, that no man dares to approach within halfe a mile of itat 
notime, but in the Winter ſeaſon, northen neither, bur forthe 
{pace of a moneth , in which time, theſe ſerpents for the extreas 
mitic of the cold , arc conſtrained tokeepe their holes , Thus a8 
this tower was hatefull vato God inthe beginning ; ſo likewiſe 
hath he made it hurtfull vnto man euen vnto this day.

T'tie river Chebar was neere Babylon in Chaldea, vpon the 
borders of Meſopotamia,falling intoEuphrates;8 was often- 
times called Aborras, according tothe opinion of manie learned 
men. Straboin the ſeuenteenth booke of his Geography faith;that 
there is another river betweene 'Tygris and Euphrates , called 
Bafilius : Aborras paſſethalong by the citie of Athemuſia, andis 
a verie faire ſtreame, from whence ir is called 'Chebar, which 
fignifies 4 ſwift and ſpacious riner. Neere to this river the Propher 
Ezekiel aw the glorie and maieſtie of our Lord Icſus'Chriſt ina 
bright ſhining cloud . In thisplaces alſo dwelt manic Tewes, to 
whom he propheſicd and foretold the deſtruction of Teruſalem

Heere hee. interpreted to Baltha/ar the meaning of theſe words, 
Mene, Mene, Tekel Euphraſin, Dan.s . ; 

From Babylon, he went to the riuer Tygris or Hidekel, which 
was accounted 36 miles : here inthe third yeare of Cyras king of 
Perſia, heſawhs laſt viſion, which is deſcribed inthe 10, 1 1,and 
12 chapters of his propheſic. | ; 

From Tygris, he returned to hisowne houſe at/Babylon,which 
was 36 miles.

It was agoodly citric, lying on both ſides of the ri- 
uer Eulzus, ſome 200 furlongs( thar is 2 5 miles Engliſh) about, 
as Policletws ſaith. Andofrthis citie, all the countrie round about is 
called Suſana : bordering rowards the North vpon Affiria, to- 
wards the Weſt ypon Babylon, towardes the South vpon the 
Gulph of Perſia, and ioyacth vpon the Eaſt part of Perhia to- 
warde the Eaſt.: Thereare but two cities thatare eminent in it, 
thatisthis, and another called Tariana. The aircinthe Winter 
ſalon is very. temperate, at which time the earthbringeth forth 
many pleaſant flowers and fruits; but in the Summer it is ex+ 
treame hot, by which heat all things are ſcorched and burned a- 
way, and by reaſon of the putrifaRion of the aire (as ſome think ) 
inthat ſeaſon there do breed toads, ly zards, and other noyſome 
ſerpents,in great aboundance ;'ſotharthe inhabitants are conſtrat- 
ned (partly becauſe of che heat , partly becauſe of the l6athfoime 
and dangerous creatures )tobuild there houſes all of earrh; long 
and narrow, the wals & roofesbeingat the lealta yard thick, that 
ſothe hear mightnot piere through them, 'or ſerperiesbreede in 
them, Strebo [ib.Geograph.

Media, becauſe there at that ſeaſon theaire was verietempeaate; 
His ſucceſſors after him obſeruing the ſame courſe for their bet.

cence, repaired the caſtle of Memnon, 1toyned toit manie fayre 
and goodlic buildings, and cloſe by it painted a pleafant orchar 
of divers and ſundric forts of trees and hearbs. Ir is reported 
that the gate wherby they entered intothis orchard,was vcryay 
riouſly builr, ſupported with pillars of poliſhed Marble, imbok 
ſed with filuer and gold verie rareto looke vpon : ouer it wa 
banqueting houſe,beaurified with lively pitures,coſtly furniture 
and beds of gold and {iluer couered with rich tapeſtric, w 

with filke, filuer, and gold ; vpon theſe they vſed to eate their 
banquets - it was paued with An WOEE'Py M8 Hyacinths,in 
ſuch ſort, as itgreatly delighted ſuch as beheld it . The Queens 
had a priuate garden to her ſelf, In which were great aboun 

of trees of diuers kinds,and many ſweet flowers and hearbes In 
which garden Ahaſbuerws walked to qualifie the heate of his 
wrath that hee had conceiued againſt that wicked and perfideous 
Hamon, who through enuie andambition ſought the deſtruction 
ofthe whole nation of the Iewes, leaſt by giuing place vntoanget, 
he ſhauld tranſgrefle the bounds of clemencie and iuſtice : where- 
fore itbecommeth cucrie King , Prince, and Indpe to imitatethe 
cxample of this Emperor, whoe inthe heate of his anger, would

NJims, or Niniueth was a citie of Affiria,' where the Empe- 
rours of that countrie vſcd to keepe their Courts. It was 
firſt buile by N*»ws, that great Emperour of the firſt Monarchie, 
three hundred yeares after the loud, and two thouſand before - 
Chriſt, about the time when the Patriach _dbraham was borne. - 
[t continued in great glorie for the ſpace almoſt of fifteene hun- 
dred ko was Jiſtant from Ieruſalem towards the North- 
eſt,ltxe hundred eightic foure miles : vpon the Eaſt fide ioyning 
to the riuer Tygris ; onthe North, tothe Caſpian ſea. Tt ta- 
keth thename from the beaurie of it, being deriued of Navan, 
which ſignifieth 4 comely place, ſpacious and pleaſant, There are 
many thatare of opinion,that in many things it exceeded Baby- 
lon ; as, for the ſumptuouſnefſe of the buildings, the ſtrength of 
the walls,and the extent. The walls were ſo thick, thatthree cha- 
nots might haue met ypon them without danger ; and beautified

was three daies going through it, that is (as Zather expound; 
it)through cueric ſtrecre of it, in which time hee converted x 
hundreth and twentie thouſand ro repentance.” Arbaces, why 
was alſo called Arpahx4d, was then Emperour. This Arbacey 
Inſtin. (l6.2.)calleth Arbagims : he was a captaine of the Medes, 
who (perceiuing the cffeminate diſpoſition of Sardanapalus, the 
then Emperour;, taking' aduantage of the times and this mang 
weakeneſſe )' conſpired with ſome of his companians to' yſurpe 
vpon his/goucernment : and that he might make them' hate and 
loath his looſnefſe,brought them intoa roome where they might 
ſee him ſitting amongſt his harlots, tyred in womany apparrdl 
and carding wooll. This ſight greatly diſpleafing 'them, andhe. 
fore being incovraged by ArbadFus, they ſciſed vpon the citie, 
and beſieged Sardanapalus in his Palace. But to prevent the mi. 
ſeric of a ſhametul death,aftcr he had gathered all his riches tope. 
ther.ſet fire of his Palace,where he,his companions,and treaſure 
periſhed . This fire continued fifteene daics, and hapned 823 
yeares betore Chriſt : about which time, Arbad#ws ſucceeding 
Sardanapalus , began to raigne, and continued his gouernment 
ciehtand twentic yeares. But the Mcdes held not the Afſirian 
Empire long,for Phwl Belochrs, who at thistime raigned in 
lon, and his ſucceſſor Tig/ath Phulaſſar are called kings of Afling, 
betweenewhom there hapned many great warres,2.Xin. 15.26, 
From whence may bee gathered, That after the death of Arhi- 
aw theſe Emperours dwelt in Niniueh; and ſucceeded in the 
Empire, 

Thus was this citie greatly defaced with continuall cuills, the 
Lord before hand giving them manic admonitions and gentle 
corretions(ift it had beene in them to have conceived it) town 
chem to repentance , but they continued ſtill in their ſinnes,there- 
fore according to the former propheſies, Cyaxares king of the 
Medes beſieging this towne, tooke it and deſtroyed it euen vnt0 

the ground,as Euſebius ſ:ith. This deſolation hapned thirteene 

yeares beforethe deſtruRion of Ieruſalemyin the eleventh yeare 

of Sadjattis king of the Lydians,who was grandfather to Cref#, 
anno mwnai 33 49,bctore Chriſt 619. fy 
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Afﬀer this deſtruQtion it lay fora long time deſolate, but at 
length ſomepart of it was reftored, though with much trouble , 
and then when it was at the beſt eſtate, conſtrained to ſuffer ma- 
nie chainges ; and at length vtterly deſtroyed the ſecond time b 
Tamberlame the great, anno mend; .1.390. Aﬀeer this, the inhabi- 
tants of that countrey (vpon the Eaſt {ide of theriuer Tyegris ) 
began the third time ro build it . But whether this third reſtoring 
of this citie , was at the commaund of ſome Prince that had the 
government of the countrey thereabouts, or becauſe of the {ci- 
uation, or for priuat profit, it is not ſet downe:neuertheleſle it is 
2paine repaired,ſtanding vpon the borders of Armenia, beautifi- 
ed with goodly buildings , with faire and ſpatious ſtreets,com- 

ſſed about(as other cities ofthe Eaſt are)with walls andditches, 
ſufficientlie ſtrenthened to oppoſe the enemie . But in reſpet of 
the former Niniueh, it ſeemetha ſmall village. Ir hath a bridge 
builof ſhips, lying vpon the Eaſtſide of it, ouer the riuer Tygris: 
and vpon that ſide ofthe riner there ſtand manie faire Gardens 
and Orchards ; and thelandthere alſo is verie fertile & pleaſant : 
but ypon the weſt of Tigris the ſoile is nothing ſo fruitfull. At 
this day it is called by the name of Moflel : fo that although ic 
ſandeth in the ſame place, yet doth it not retaine the ſamename. 
Tothis towne there isgreat reſort of Merchants, which briog vp. 
their commodities by the riuer Tygris hither , and fromhence 
conueyes them to Bagadeth , and manie other partes of the 
world . The inhabitants thereof are for the moſt part Neſtori- 
ans, of whom you may read before in the diſcription ofthe Seas 
thatremaine in Ieruſalem atthis day . They arc had in great ac- 
count and eſtimation amongſt the Turkes , becauſe it 1s imagi- 
ned that one ofthis ſet , helpt Mahomer ro compoſe the alca- 
ron. This Neftoriue liued anno domini 429 , and taught in Con- 
ſtantinople : but after he was condemned at Epheſus for an he- 
ritike he was conſtrainedt o ſteale from conſtantinople,and to flic 
t0Thebes in Egypt : where God laid his roy puniſhment. 
vpon him for his tongue began to rotte in his head, and to con- 
lume with vermin, of which he died miſerably. 
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The ſpirituall | fienification of the Prophet ION A's, 

Jon ſignifies a Dowe ; and typically repreſenteth Chriſt in his 

name . For Chriſt was that gratious and innocent Doue, whg 
hath made euident ro man his ſingular mercic and clemencie, 
without any ſhew of bitrerneſſe or wrath. Thenyin his afflition, 
for as ona thruſt himſelfe into the ſea of calamit.ce, and there 
was ſwallowed vp of a Whale ; which might be well reſemble 
ro thegraue : ſo Chriſt our Sauiour was caſt into the ſea of affli. 
Qion,the miſeric & calamitie of this world ; and after that,thruſt 
into the iawes of death, the graue , where (as Jonas did in the 
Whales belly) he lay three daycs,and then aroſe againe,the earth 
being vnable any longer to containe his bodic, 
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Of the Prophet Micah. 


His Prophet was borne at Mareſa, a towne of Tudea, 16 
f Kb from Teruſalem rowards the Weſt , it ſignifieth abi 

ter field. In Saint Jeroms time, the ruines of the wall of this 
Citie wasto bee ſcene , Micah,or Micheas (ignifies humble or lowh : 
This man was held in greateſtimation, becauſe he was the firſt 
that named the countrey where our Sauiour Chriſt ſhould bee 
borne,wviz. in Bethlehem,8$ 0 yeares before his natiuitie. Heli-

H Abacxck, or Chabacuck,fignifics one that imbraceth , or, loner , 
from CHAPAK, that is, hee hathimbraced . For as a Nource 
imbraceth and kiſſeth her infant, ſoalſo this Prophet im- 
braced and comforted his people,with comfortable dodrine,lefſt 
by the deſtru@ion of Teruſalem ( whichhe prepaid ſhould af- 
ter happen,by the Chaldzans) they ſhould be driuen todeſpera- 
tion. Paw! tooke the foundation of his Epiſtle tothe Romans out 
of this Prophet, reciting a ſaying of his, which was,That theiuff 
full live by faith . Hee began to preach a little before the Prophet 
leremie,6 5 o yeares before Chriſt, aboue 100 yeres before Daniel 
was caſt into the Lions den . From whence moſt of thelearned 
conclude , that this could not bee that Habacuek which brought 
meat to Daniel, as hee was amongſt the Lions : but they rather 
thinke it a fragment of ſome ſpirituall commedie, and therefore 
worthieto be called Apocrypha, 
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Of the Prophet Zephania. 


Ephania fignifies the Secretarie of the Lord ;being deriued of 
LaPHAN,that is, be hath hid, or kept ſecret. Hee liued in Ieru- 
{alem and Iudea in the time of 7ofiah king of Iudah : hee 
was borne (as Dorothews Biſhop of Tyre ſaith) in a towne called

their owne highs, 

In the eigth month Marheſuan, which for the moſt partan. 
ſwereth roour November, 7acharias in the ſame yearebegants 
propheſie : andin his Sermon exorted the people to repentance, 
adding rhe promiſe of our Sauiour, and that he would tume 
vntothem that would turne vnto him , Jacharic 1. Theſetwg 
Prophets lic buried twentic miles one from the other, For as Dy. 
rothers Biſhop of Tyre ſayeth, Haggas licth buried in Teruſalema. 
monegſt rhe Prieſts; but Jacharias neare to a towne in the fieldof 
Batharia,twentie milcs trom Icruſelem towards the Weft;But in 
the time of Theodoſius the Emperour, was remoued and preſerued 
as a holy relique. Concerning that fable and figment infertedin- 
tothe hiſtorie Nicepherws, I doe vrterlie diſallow. |

His Prophet propheſied after the captiuitie of Babylen, 

and dwelt in the towne of Zyph, as Dorotheus Biſhop of 
Tyrefaith . Malachiſignifies an Angel ſent ; and in Greeke, 
ameſſenger : forthis Prophet preached ſo comfortably , as it hee 
had beene an Angel of God, but principally of Chriſt, and Saint 
Jobs Baptiſt, who ſhould goe before him toprepare his way, and 
make his pathes ſtraight. Saint 7eromin his Epiſtle ro Pawand F- 
feochins, writerh, that there are ſome of the Hebrews which ſup:

In this towne it was thought that 79b was borne, itlay be- 
yound Iordan in the Tribe of Reuben, 2 o miles from Icruſalem 
towards the Northeaſt. Allthis countric in thoſe times wereſub-

heid this rowne in great honourand reputation. 

He lined about the time of Bela, firſt king of the Edomites:and 
zccord ng tothe opinion of Saint /e7om, Auguſtine, Ambroſe, Phils, 
and Luther,was tor his excellent vercue and {tngular pietie,choſen 
king of that countrey, which he greatly inlarged, making all the 
countries 8& neighbouring Princes necreadioyning,tributarie yn- 
ro him: wherfore.as /eroms ſaith,in /ocis Hebrares)hauing obrained 
ſolarge an Empire,hee remouecd his feat from Barzra tro Aſtaroth 
Carnaim, which was a ſtrong and well defenced citic, where in 
thoſe times (as Moſes witneſſerh, Gen. 1 4. )therc inhibited migh- 
tiemen,and noble Heroes, that ſoby their vertue hemight with 
the greater facilitie ſuppreſſe and conquer other Provinces. 

There are manie thinke him to be of rhe ſtock of Abraham, and 
of the family of E/ua,becauſe he is mentioned inthe 36 of Geneſis, 
where it 1s ſaide,That when Bela died, jobab the ſonne of Ferah of Boz- 
1407 Betzra ratoned mb flead. And Saint lerom in his Preface Vp-

of the great cutie of Alexandria. 


A Ecxandria was a Citie of Agypt, diſtant from Icruſalem x89 
miles rowards the Welt : in ancient times called No, that 
is, a hinderance . But Alexander the great taking an affeQionyy 
this citie, inthe yeare 330 before Chriſt, began to rebuildir(far 
by thecontinuance oftime, it was much decayed ) and within 
the ſpace of ſcuentcene dayes made ita goodly citie, much greg. 
ter than it was before . To which, thathe mightadde thegres 
rergrace, hee called ir afterhis ownename, Alexandria: And 
there hee lieth buried, after hee had goucrned the Empireofthe 
Grxcians ſeuen yeares . For although hee died in Bobyl&the 
Chiefe citie ofthe Caldeans, yet Prolomews(one of his chicte ptin- 
ccs) remoucd his bodie thence ina golden chariot to Memphis 
in Agypt,and twenticyearesaficrto Alexandria. The ſcituation 
thereof is veric deletable, bordring to the North, vpon the 
Medcterrancan ſea , and to the South, vpon the Poole of Mare- 
tidisas Strabo (aith/ib. 17. It was ro miles abour; ſtrongly forth 
hed with walls, bewtified with goodly buildings; ſcituarcdin! 
veric fruitfull countrey , And to giue a greater dclight to the- 
habitants, without the walles there ſtood manic goodlie Or 
chards and Gardens, plentifully. furniſhed with fruits and flow 
ers of diuers kinds,as Pomecitrons, Figs, &c.During the timd 
Ptolomens Philodelphws it was a famous and flouriſhing citie : 
this Prince being agrear louer of learning, inſtituted an Aca 


mie(asisthought)im ir,and added thereto a ſtarely librarie,whet 


in were 400000 bookes ; the fame, whereof being pu 
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thoruughthe world, many people of diners nations reſorted thi. 
ther to ſee it, then Eleaſer alſo high prieſt of theTewes at there- 
queſtof Prolomens ſent 72 interpreters totranſlate the Bible out 
of Hebrew jnto Greeke , which was(as Eſebjus obſcructh, in the 
; yere of his raigne,before Chriſt 268. In recompence of which 
<irceſie,he ſeat to bededicatedinthe temple of Teruſalem atable 
of gold, richly adorned with carbuncles, ſmatagdes, and other 

retious ſtones,2 ſtately cups, and zo boules of puregolde, as it 
appeareth in Joſephus ib. Antiq. 12. The Accademie-continued 
there till after Chriſts time, as you may reade A#s6. But the Li- 
brarie was conſumed 47 yeares before Chriſt,and thecitie great- 
ly defaced. For Iulius Cefar at that time making warre vpon Pom: 

the yonger , who continued with his ſiſter Clegpatra in this ci- 

ty, cauſed the kings nauie to be ſet on fire, and the Libraric ſtan- 
FI neere to ir,the flame tooke hold of it, and burnt.it downeto 
the ground with all that was in it, and defacedalſoa great part of 
thecitie. |

In the third ycare ofhis raigne, he went from Antiochiay, 
Tyrus, which was 60 miles ; in that tourney ye conquered all the 
lower part of Syriaand Phoenecia. 

From thence he went aboue one hundred and rwentie mile; 
through Galile and Indea, conquering all the cities and coyp. 
tries ; th y in his way ; and would alſo haue gon downeing 
Mgipt, Bur when he heard that his nephew Ptolomers Philo 
had proclaimed an aſſemblic and parliament, and would ng 
acknoledge him for his proteRor, hee ſent Apolonius, one ofhis 
princes, vpon the day of the mrering, into Agipt, and he him. 
ſelfe returued back againe to Ioppa.2, Mac.4. 

From Ioppa, he went to Ieruſalem,which was 2 o miles,where 
7aſonthe high prieſt, andall che people received him with great 
honor. Atthat time Amtiochws placed a guard in the caſtle ortow. 
er of Ieruſalem, which was the beginning ofthcir intolerable 
l[eruitude. E

ciently called Chamath , or Riblath : ic was ſciruated jn 
Syria, 180 miles from Ieruſalem towards the North, neere 

to the cities Seleucia, Laodicea, and Apamea, which foure cities 

(as Sirabo Faith inthe (ixtrenth booke of his Geographie )was 

_ builtby Seleacus Nicanor firſt king of Syria. This man was 

" ric Prince, and obtained the name of Nicanor ( which fignifiech 

witforie ) becauſe he proſpercd in his wares , and conquered his 

aduerfaries, For when ( within 1 3 yeares after the d-ath of Ales 
ander the great) he had got the kingdom of Syria, he becameh 
great inthe 31 ycre of his raigne, thathe obtained the Empireof 
all the Eaſt ; and beſide ( as Sirabo ſaith ) reedified and built 
theſe foure cities, calling one of them Antiochia after the nan 
ofhis father, another Laodiceaafter the name of his morhe 
third after his owne name Scleucia, and the laſt Apameaafter 
name of his wife; theſe foure cities becauſe they werebuilrailby 
one man, and at one time, were called ſiſters : but Antiochiaws 
much fairer then the other, andin thoſe times was a greater citie 
then anieother called after that name, yea it was equall ro Alets 
andria in Egypt, for glorie and excellencie of building . = |

In themidftof this 
woodſtood rhe Temple of polls 8 Diana, goodly rhingsandve.

From this wood all the countrey rhere- 
abouts is called Epidaphne . Nor farre off ſtanderh the riuer O- 
rontes, which beginneth in Coelofyria& paſſerh vnderthe eatth 
tillit commerhncereto Apamer, where it rifertiand watererh 
all Antiochia, ſopaſkng'thence it runeth ſome fixreene-miles, 
and ſo falls into rhe Mediterranian ſea.

Stephawas reckoneth vp many other cities of this name,as Ani- 
tiochia Lifidia,in Galatia,where Paul preached, 4s 3; andis dis 
ſtant from this 384 miles. Antiochiain Meſppotamia, which'ts 
alſo called Mygdonia, & Nifibis ; in which Apollophines the Sto- 
ick,and Pharnuchus that wrote the Perſian Hiſtorie are faidtobe 
borne. Antiochia betweene Syria and Arabia, built by Semir- 
ms. Antiochia in Cilicia, ſcituared neere tothe river Pyramus. 
Antiochia in Pieria, alſo called by the Syrims, Arados. There is 
aloa citie called Antiochia, neere'to mount Taurus in the coun- 
trey of Cammagena. Antiochia ſcituared vpon'the Lake of Cal- 
lichan, Antiochia in Scythia. There was another in Caria, called 
alſo Pithapolis . Anriochia Marigiana, built by Antiochw Sotey, 
Aad thanieauthorscall Tharſus in Cilicia by the name of Antio= 
ia.

thewhole Empire of the Perftans,came to Perſepolis,in theyere 
before Chriſt 329 , andtherecclebratedagreat feaſt intri 
of his victoties, to which there reſorted manie women, not{uch 
as were of the better ſort, but of them that followed _ 
and lived. diffolurly , amongſt whom, was thar notablei

ved a certaine citic in Perhia, called Perſepolis, from whence be- 
cauſe of his excecding couctouineſle and (acriledge, hee was for- 
cedby the inhabitants dwelling about the rown, to raſe his ſiege 

ndbe gone :therctore ſome may gather, that this Perſepolis be- 
foremcntioned, was rebuilded,becauſc it likewiſe ſtood in Perſia 
Butif you read the firſt of Macchab.cap. 6, you ſhall find, that this 
citie ſo beſieged by 4ntiochws, was alſo called Elymais, whercin 
ſtood the Temple of Dians, bewtified with goodlic ornaments, 
ſhining with the ſplendor of fine gold wherwith itwas guilt: in 
which Temple , as Joſephus ſaith, ( hb. antiq.112; )) Alexander the 
greatleft his armor and other things«.'From whence [may be ga- 
thered, that this towne was not that Perſcpolis which he cauſed 
tobe burnt, but rather ſome other towne built out of the ruins of 
that citie ( according tothe opinion.of Luintws Curtin ) or elſe

canor the laſt Empcrour of the Grecians in Syriaand Afta, Song 
with a great armic out of Siria towards the Eaſt ; 4r/aces king 
the Medes & Parthians, being ayded by the citizens of Elymais, 


the Peſians and BaQrians, meeting him in thoſe parts, gaue hin 
manieſhairpe and cruel battels, and in the end ( vnder pretenceof 
peace) took him priſoner the yere before Chriſt 1 37 ſofromthat 
time the Parthians were gouernors of Perſiaand Grecia, andops 


poſedthe Romans in many crucllbattels. 
Afterward, thatis to ſay, in the yeareof our Lord 226, 4riavs 
erxes that mightie Lord of Perſia, ouercame 4riahenue king of 
the Parthians,in a mightie battell,and rooke his crowne from his 
head ; the ſame yeare entring vpon the gouerment of Perſia, 
548 yeares after the death of Alexander the great : from whi 
time Artaxerxes and his poſteritie raigned in Perſia, for the ſpace 
of 3 1 4 yeares;in which {pace there ſucceeded 2 8 kinges,vis.

The reſt being only for the common ſorr,or particular vies.” For 
although there were diuers Sicles, Minacs, and Talents, amongſt 
themſclues;yet the common weight(whether it was of Sicle, Mi- 
na,or Talent) was vſually that which they termed the Talent-of 
the Temple ; andthat had a iuſt correſpondencte rothe Greci- 
an Talent, both in weight and in worth : and this not onely'a- 
mongft them, but alſo by relation from them to the Italians, and 
that nation obtaining an vniueiſall Monarchie, made it common 
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Of the Money and Gold mentioned in the Scripture.

Hey had alſo other weights which they vſcd, paſſing vnder 
ſeuerall denominations and differing val..e; as Keſeph, a Sil.

TheSicle 
ofgold,r.Cron.21.25.which is there alſocalled Nummus, bath 
which being ſo called, ſeeme to fignifiea Didrachma of gold, 
And theſe two were properly belonging to the Iewes, The other 
that follow were not proper to them, but the Iews received them 
from other nations ; as the Stater, Drachmon,and Adarcon, 

The Staters werean ancient piece of gold, common amongſt 
the Perſians, Grecians, Romans,and other great gouernments,and 
were diſtinguiſhed by the ſuperſcriptions of the kings or coun. 
tries where they were made or coyned : as the Stater, Philippici, 
Darici, Alexandrei, Romani,&c,They were pure fine old on, 
of which were as much in value asa double Ducat, others asg 
Hungarian Ducats,and ſome as Portagues. 

The Drachmon (of which you may read Ezra $.27.8c.) is1 
Perſian coine, as it ſcemes, for the Grecian interpreters call it 
4«xwn,Which isas much more as the Atticke Drachma, and inout 
money is worth'7 $.6 d. 

Adarcon alſo ſecmeth ro be a Per(1an coine, and doth implie 
the name of a Prince, or Daricum ſignifies the gold of the Perl 
ans : For Darius the ſonne of Hyſtaſþis then raigned when theſt 
Nummus of gold,thus called.,were dedicated to the building of 
the Temple: and this man for the moſt part coined ſingular 
gold, as Heredizus ſaith , wherefore they were cither called Dari 
ci,becauſe it was coined by the Perfian kings ; or cle, as Platard 
obſcrueth,becauſe the image of Darius ſtood vponone part ofit, 
And was worthof our money 75s. 6d. 

Thus you may pcrceive what diuerſitics of weights were V 
ſed amongſt the Iewes,being crept in amongſt them, partly be 
cauſe of their captiuitie, and partly becuilh of their commerce 
and trade with othernations.lt is therefore worthie obſervation, 
thatif atany time you read of any weight of money, brafle, of 
the like,in the holic ſcripture,to conſider of what ſort of weight 
Itis, viz. whether a weight of the Iewes, or ſome forreine 
ſtrange weight : If of the Iewes,whether it be a common Sicle, 
the kings Scile,or the Sicle of the Temple.

tion of our Lord Teſus Chriſt, A littleafterabour the beginnj 
of April,amme Mundi 3967,ſhe went from Nazareth in reals 
ouerthe hills to TIeruſalem, which was faxtie and fonre mil 
the houſe of Zacharias, where ſhe ſaluted her coſen Elizabe, 
LMcT. 

Fromthence ſhe returned backe againe to Nazareth, which 
was 64 miles. 

And when the command came out from 4Augn/izs That allth 
world ſhould beetaxed, then 7oſeph and Marie went fromNay. 
reth ro Bethlehem, which was 72 miles. And being there, the 
time of Maries dliuerance drew neerc, and loc, ſhee boreths 
ſonne of the living God, our Lord and SauiourTeſus Chriſt,ty, 
the ſecond. 

From Bethlchem, _ and Marie brought the child Ieſust 
Teruſalem, and preſented him inthe Temple, which was 6 mike 
Lnke 2 

And whenthey hadaccompliſhed all things according tothe 
law, they returned backe againe to Nazareth, atowne inGalils, 
which way64 miles. 

From Nazareth they went backe againe to Bethlehem, which 
was 72 miles: thitherthe wiſe men comming out of the Eall 
brought the child Ieſus, Gold Frankinſence, and Mirrh, Md-2 

From Bethlehem (the ſame night that Hered cauſed all them- 
fants of two yeares old and vnder to bee ſlaine ) Joſeph and Mat 


fed with the child Iefus to Hermopolis, a citic in Xgipt, whid S 
was 296 miles, Mait.2.7020menus ktb.6, 


From thence they reramed backe againe with the child Jews 
vnto Nazareth,which was 368 miles: for they were greatly 
fraidleaſt Archilaws(who ſucceeded his father Herodin the goue 
ment of the [ewes ) would {ecke the childs life Mat8.2, 

From Nazareth 7o/eph and Marie came cueric ycareto 
lem, which was 54 miles, tothe feaſt of the Paſſoucr:and ſom 
nic miles backe againe,which for ten yeares continuance came 
:280 miles, {ih 
When Chriſt was twelug yeares of age, and at the beguws 
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the thirteenth, he went with his parents from Nazareth to the 
Þ &:ft of the Paſſeouer,which was 64 miles, Lak.2. | 
And when thedaics of the feaſt of the Paſſouer were accom- 
| pliſhed,they returned home againe, Butthe child Ieſus ſtaicd at 
ſeruſalem, and his parents knew it not, for they thought hee had 
| beene among the companie . Wherefore when t cy had tra- 
© elled a daies journey (that is, twentic miles) they miſled their 
ſonne. 
WY After they ſearcht through the companie, but could not finde 
him : wherfore they returned backto Jeruſalem being 20 miles, 
where on the third day afrerthey found himinthe te nple,fitting- 
zmong the Doctors, anddiſpuring with them. Sothenext three 
daies, hee returned backe againe with his parents to Nazareth, 
which was 64 miles,and was obedient vnto them, Luk.2. 

After, Joſeph and Marie went euerie yearc during the life of 70- 
(ph;vp troTeruſalem to the Paſſeouer,and withour all doubt took 

ſus along with them . Thus they continued for the ſpace of 
three yeares, about which time 7oſephdyed,Chriſt being then 16 
yeares of age ; which three yeres travel] from Nazereth to Icru- 
(alem and backe againe,commeth tro 384 miles. 

From that time forward he continued with his mother, till he 
was 31 yearcs of age,which was the firſt yeare of his miniſterie. 
Marie 11s mother being then 45 yercs old, was inuitcd to a marti- 
wein Cana,acitie of Galile,which ſtood cight miles from Gali- 
letowards the Northweſt, /oh.2, Here our Sauior Chiiſt wrought 
bus firſt miracle,by changing water intowine, 

From Cana in Galile ſhe went with our Saujovr to Caperna- 
um,a citieof Galile,a little beforethe feaſt of the Paſchal Lamb, 
lf hich was 20 miles. | 
From Capernaum ſhe returned backe to Nazareth, which was 
Kcounted 1 2 miles. 

Inthe 32 yeare of the age of our Sauiour Chriſt, which was 
ati ſecond of his miniſterie, Marie went from Nazareth backe 
mſ"cto Capernaum,whete our Sauiour Chriſt caſt forth adiuel 
 _. 2 .Mark.z .which was 12 miles. 
| From thence ſhe returned backe againe to Nazareth, which 
astwelue miles : forin this towne ſhe dwelt, whiles Ieſus tra- 
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uelled from place to place teaching and preaching the warg gf 
God,Mark.s. 

And although ſhe ofrentimes went from Nazareth with hin 
ro many placcs,continuing ſtill in his companie ; yer then ſpeg. 
ally, when he was to ſuſtaine the wrath of God,and puniſhmeny 
for the ſinne of man, which was in the 34 yeare of his age, | 
which ycare ſhec would not forſake him till his death : for ſhe | 
went from Galiic to Ieruſalem with him,which was 64 mil 
great iourney for one of herage(being then 48 yeres old.) Ang | 
when our ſauiour was crucified, ſhee ſtood cloſe by the croſſe 
with a heauic and penſtue countenance, bewailing the death of 
her ſonne. Then was the Propheſte of old $7 accomplilhed, 
And a {word ſhall pierce through thy {oule. Bur after,by his gloriqus 
reſurrcction and aſcenſion,ſhe was reuiued and comforted, From 
the paſſton of Chriſt tothe death of the bleſſed virgin Mariegwas 
12 yeres : All which time ſhe lived with 702m the Euangeliftin 
Jerulalem,and then being 59 yeares of age dyed, and was buried 
(according tothe opinion of Nicephorws and others)in the garden

fes 4 flouriſhing plant or graffe, according to that of ſay ca. 11. But 
there ſhall come a rod for . of the ſlocke of 1ſhai,and a graffe ſhal grow out 
of his root, and the ſpirit of the Lord ſhal re{t pou him, The inhabitants 
of this town at this day ſhew certaine monuments and reliques of 
what had happened in precedent ages:as,two chiurches,onebuilt 
there where the Angel Gabrie/ſaluted the bleſſed Virgin, and ſhe 
conceiued by the ſpirit: In which there ſtands three alters hewen 
our of arocke: and the other built (as they ſay)where the houſe of 
Iiſeph & Marie itood, becauſe there our ſauior Chriſt was brought 
wp. Alſo they ſhew a well where the child Ieſus drew water and 
miniſtred to his mother, They alſo ſhew the vaſt ruines of the (1-

Etweene Nazareth and Icrufalem, there ſtandeth many high 
luls, as mount Gilboa, whereon king Saw killed himſelfe , 
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curſings were pronounced, Deut.27., and mount Ephraim, vpor 
which Ehud kild Eglon king of the Moabites. 1udg.1 3. Ouer this 
mountaine,being ve1y great and ſteepe, Marie trauelled whenſs 
went to viſit her cofin Elizabeth. 


Of Bethlehem. 


F {pay were twocities called by this name, the one Bethlem 
Iuda,the other Bethlehem Epbfara, where our ſfautour Chrif 
w:5 borne, and ſignifies fraitfull, or the honſe of bread : It ſtood y 
on a hill ſome fix miles from Teruſalem towards the South, Th 
inhabitants take vypon them to ſhew the place where our ſaviour 
Chr it was borne, which ſtood vpon the Faſt 11+» of thecitie, 
clolc by the wall thereof , where, as Fuſebius {1teth, Hellen the 
mother of Conſtantine the Great, cauſed to bee built a faire and 
ſtately Church,three hundred and twentic yeares afterthenati- 
uiticof Chriſt. Th's Church wos dedicated to faint Mark, and 
remaineth to this day, being had in grcat honour both am 

the Chriſtians,and the Turkes and Sarazins. This Churchis ſuch 
a ſtately building, that it is thought toexceede all the Churches 
of Chriſtendome, for beautie and curious workemanſhip : Its 
two hundreth twentie and cight foot long, and eightie ſeuen 
foote wide, being built all of Marble of divers colours, and 
couercd with leade : There are init foure rowes of Marblepll 
lars, wonderfull to looke vpon,not onely in regard of rhcir num: 
ber,bur of their greatneſle,for there is hftic pillars in cuery roy. 
The body of this church,the pillars from the botrome to thetop, 
the wals, and eneric part of it, is beautified with liuely pictures, 
adorned with diucrs colours,ftluer,gold,and curious workemat 
ſhip ; ſo as it is wonderful to behold. The pavem er of it is of mar 
ble, pollithed, and of diners colours, ſo cunningly fer in workts, 
and with {uch varictic,that it is very delightful to ſuch as looken 
it. There is painted onthe pillars and wils almoſt all the ſtories 
of the olde Teſtiment, till the birth of our Lord and {4u1ou! 
Telus Chriſt, with ſuch excellent cunning , and ſo luc ly, that 
it is ro be admircd, Inthe quire of this Church there is, fop 
ewo altars, one clolc by the Chappell of faint Kathe ine, at the 


-Eaſt end thcreof ; not tar diſtant from whichthe y ſhew the place 
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Quire there ſtandeth another Alter, where they ſay the wiſe men 
lett their Dromedaries, and prepared theirgifts to preſent ynto 
our Sauitour, when they worſhipped him. Vpon the South fide of 
this Quire towards the Eaſt, they deſcend by ten ſtone ſteps into 
the Chappell ofthe Vatiwitie of Chrift, richly beautified and curi- 
ouſly wrought, paued with poliſhed Marble. This Chappell is 
got verie great, but wonderfull faire and ſumptuous . Whenthe 
Holy land was ouerun by the Gentiles, this (as manie other pla- 
ces were in that countrey)was all polluted with filth 8 dyrt,that 
they had mucha doe to make it cleane agreat whileatter, Vpon 
the place where they ſaid our Lady the blefled Virgin Marie, 
brought forth our Sauiour into the world, there is placeda Table 
of white Marble, after the maner of an Alter : about ſome foure 
foot from this they ſhew the place where the Manger ſtood, a 
part of it yet remaining, cut out of a rock, not of Marble but of 
other ſtone, as manie other Mangers are in that countrey. Cloſe 
by that there is an Alter, where they ſay the wiſe men preſented 
their gifts to our Sauiour Chriſt, and worſhipped him. At the en- 
trance into the Church there ſtandetha goodly building, which 
in times paſt ſeemed to haue beenc ſome Archbiſhops See, but 
no vis called Saint Maries Church, Vponthe North fide they de- 
ſcend by certaine ſtepps into the Chappell of Saint Jerom, who 
lay a long time buried there, till his bones were remoued thence 
to Saint Mares in Rome, 

oout a mile trom Bethlchem Southward, ſtood the Tower 
of Eder, being a watch tower of the Bethlem tes, and fo called 
becauſe there reſorted thirher manie flockes of ſheepe : for A- 
DE R (ignifieth « Heard . Round about this Tower were faire 
and fruitfull paſtures, ro which manie ſhcept:cards reſorted to 
teed their flocks ; to ſome of which ſhecpheards the Angels told 
theglad tidings of the birth of our Sautour, and that he was laid 
In a Manger in Bethlehem. For which cauſe, in aftertimes there 
was 2 C hurch builr juſt in the place where the Tower ſtood ; and 
ind int /eroms time called by the name of Angeles ad Paſtores : 
the lame, Zwher affirmeth, and thar it is yet ſtanding. lacob ſome- 
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where our Sauiour was circumciſed : and inthe middle of the 
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time dwelt inthisplace, and buried his wife Rachel thereaboyg, 
The monument thar he ſet ypon hergraue remaineth tothis day 

which was twelue ſtones pitchtan cnd , ſtanding about a quarter 
of a mile from this place,vpon the right hand as they goe to ery. 
ſ:lem : of which graue, all the countrey thereabouts is called by 
thename of Rachel, 


of the way betweene Indes and Egypt. 


BEcweecn Egyptand Iudea lycth Arabia Petrza : a land for the 
moſt part barren and vnfruitfull, full of ſands, rockes, and 
mountaines,diſtitute of water, and ſubie to many dangers : be. 
ing in the Sommer ſolſtice ſcorched with extream1-te of hear.the 
Sunne being then perpendiculer ouerthem ( according to Mug. 
ſter) inthe day time z and intthenighr, troubled with extreame 
windes, which blowing the fand with great violence, it caſtethit 
vpon ercat heapesand mountaines, by which; duſt both beaſtsand 
ſometimes men arc ſuffocatedand {laine. 

Moreouer there dwelles in this defarr, a rude and dangerous 
people, called Saracens ; who take their beginning t;om 1/hmuel, 
andare therefore alſo called Iſhmaelires, being g1uen tofcruelie 
and maliciouſneſle. They get their living for the moſt part, b 
theft and violence : and as //hmael was an cxccllent Archer # 
they allo are veric cunning in ſhooting and hunting , vſing to 
this day their auntient euil cuſtome of robbing and ſpoyling all 
that paſſe that way ; inſomuch as Merchants are conſtrained to 
goe in greate companies, leſt they ſhould be indangered by them, 
and by reaſon of the windes and ſands are conſtrained to guide 
their 1ournecy by the Compaſle, as mcn doe that faile vponthe 
ſea, Thorough this wildernefle did 19ſeph and Mary paſſe, when 
they went with the childe Icfus out of Tudea into Egypt ; where 
they were in dangerot thecues, ſubiet ro be ſmort ered by the 
ſands, conſtrained to trauell ouer high rockes and mountains, 
and toreſt in feare becauſe of Lions, Bearcs, and other beaſts 
which greatly abound in that place. Beſides, diuers other dif- 
commodities were incident vatothem, as want of mearte, —_— 
an 
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and other neceſſaries, there being little water to bee found there, 
inſomuch as had not the Lord by an expreſſe command charged 
him ina dreame to goe downe into Agypt, Joſeph durſt hardly 
haue aduentured vpon ſodifficult and dangerous a journey . But 
the Lord ſo mercifully prouided for him, that he both went and 
rerurned ſafe. Thus may we ſce to what dangers theſe good peo- 
ple were expoſed, and what miſcrie they ſuſtained from the be- 
ginning,becauſe of their ſonne Chriſt Teſus. 


Of Hermopilis. 


H Ermopilis was called the towne of Mercarie,diſtant from Te- 
ruſalem 304 miles towards the Southweſt. It was one of the 
chiefe cities in Egypt,as 4pianws writeth. Nicephoris and Jozeme- 
nw affirme {16-5 .c4.22 .that Toſephand Marie came and liued in this 
towne, where they continuedall the dayes of Herod that cruell 
king. But om aith thatthy liued in the land of Goſen,where 
the Patriarch /acoband his poſteritie lived : which agreeth well 
with the words of ſaint Matthew cap.2.and Hoſea 11. Ont of Egypt 
hawe I called my Sonne. This land of Goſen lay two hundred miles 
from Ieruſalem towards the Southweſt . The inhabitants of Al- 
cayre in Agipt,take ypon them to ſhew the place where 7o/epb 8& 
Marie dwelt when they went downe into that countrie, but how 
true that is I cannot tell,becauſe there is no author for it. 


Of Canahin Galle. 
His was a Citie diſtant from Ieruſalem 68 miles towards the 


North ; of which you may reade more in the Trauels of our 
Sauiour Chriſt,

RSS He Magi were certaine wiſe men of Perſi1, ſocal- 
[Ky led from Meditation ; being derincd of HaGan, 
BD. that is,he hath meditated: and taken in the third con. 
Z iugation, it ſignifics, to finde , or ſearch out a thing 
Y, they being ſuch as gaue theinſclucs'to the know. 
ledge of hard things, and to find out the ſecrets 
and myſteries of naturc. But according to Yarin's, they were nat 
onely Philoſophers, but Prieſts alſo. And Plate vpon Alcibiades 
ſaith, Magia eft deoris obſeruantia ſine cults diuinrs, that 1s, Magick 
preſcriberh the due obſeruance and diuine worſhip of the gods, 
Strabo ſaith(Geogra. ib, 6.) That the Magi were ſuch amongſt the 
Perſians, as thoſe whome the Indians call Gymnoſophiſts andA- 
cademians , the Babylonians, Chaldzans, and the Hebrewes, 
ne ve or Prieſts which taught the people diuine knowledge, 
And when the ten Tribes were carried into captiuitic by Salm- 
#4a//er Empcrour of the Aſſirians (into Aſſtria, Media, and Perſia) 
there is no queſtion but they tooke with them into the Eaſt the 
holy bookes and volumes of the Law, and of the prophets, wher- 
by without doubt manic of the people and Philoſophers of the 
aſt came to haucataſte of the true knowledge and worſhipof 
God. Alſothe Prophet Daniel was brought vp in all the artesof 
the Chaldzans, whoſe writings and propheſies were not onely 
writtcn and publiſhed amongſt the Babylonians, bur alſo hadin 
great account and citimation amongſt the Magi : ſo that they 
diligently perufing thoſe bookes, came not onely ro the know- 
ledge of God , but alſo without doubt to the knowledge of out 
Sa'1our Telus Chriſt, whome they called the Starre of Tacob : from 
whence may be concluded, That the wi'e min that came toſee 
our Sauiour Chriſt, wire rather of Suſa in Perſia, than of Zabam 
A: hiopi.

The Trauels of the wiſe men of the Baſt, 
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erfia, tO Teruſalem, which was 920 miles, ſaying IVhere & he that 
« borne king of the ewes, for we hane ſeene his Starrein the Eaſt, and are 
tmeto worſhip him. This hapned inthe moneth of Tahuarie in the 
cond ycare afrer the birth of our Sautor: for Herodin the ſeuen- 
ieth yeare of his age, cauſed all the 1nale children of the Bethle- 
mites of two ycares old and vnder ( according to the time that he 
ws r01d of the wiſe men) to be put to the ſword. 

From Ieruſalem they went to Bethlehem, which was 6 miles ; 
where, vpon the ſtxt of Ianuarie, they offered their Preſents that 
they brought out of Perſ1a,to our Sauiour,vis.Gold, as to aking,; 
Frankincenlſe, astoa Prieſt ; and Mirrheas to a mortall man, Aar. 
1, Solet vs offer vnato Chriſt our Sauiour, the Gold of taith and 
heauenly dodtrine z the Frankincenſe of carneſt prayers , and the 
Mirrhe of patience in the mid(t of calamitie. 

Afterwards,the wiſe men (as they had bin warned in a dreame) 
returned another way to Suſa in Perſta, which was 920 miles. So 


their Trauels were 1846 miles, 
Of S»uſa you may reade before inthe Trauels ofthe Old Te- 


ſtzmenr. 
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Of the Starre that appeared to the wiſe men in the Eaſt, 


Ince this Starre appeared in the lower region of theayre(as it 
is apparant it did) from thence it may be concluded, That it 
neither was any of the fixed ſtarres, planets, or a Comet; be- 
cauſe they commonly arc ſcene in the vpper region ofthe ayre : 
but rather, according to the opinion of ſome, it was an Anacl of

tmewile men intheir way as they went tothe rown of Bethlem : 
and fo by littel and littel deſcending from the fublimitie ofthe 
ayrc, poinred out vnto them the veric houſe where they might 
hnd Mayrythe mother of our Lord, and the child Ieſus .

of the Lord repreſenting the forme of aStar. Orelleas Chi ſh; 
ftome laies,a certaine miraculous new Starre, which according 
the opinion of Avguſtine,was goucrned by an Angel of the Log 
and for the greatnes of the body, and varietic of the aſpedts,yy 
nor ſcene firſt in the land of Iudea,burt in Perſia, a countrey inths 
Eaſt, where the Magi dwelt : and accompanied them thence jy 
Tudea. Andalthough for a ſhort ſpace it left them inthe 1 
yet when they came inthe way to Bethlem, it appeared tothen 
againe.Matth.2.As Nicephorus and Chriſoſlome obſerue, this Stary 
appeared ypon theday of the conception of Chriſt,being the 
day of March, about which time the Archangell Gabriel ſpoke 
with the Virgin Marie Luke 1. And was ſcene fora whole y 

t weekes,thar is,rill the fixth of Ianuaric in the ene the 

ccond yere after the natiuitie of Chriſt. It wanted cleuen week 
of twoycares, And therefore Herod cauſed all the male children 
of the Bethlehemites,of two yeares old and vnder,to be flaing. 
cording tothe time declared vnto him by the wiſe men, Awta,/ 
W heretfore this new Star did firſt foreſhew the birth of Chriſt 
that bright ſhining Star and eternall light of glorie, accordingto 
the prophelic of Bills Mum.2 2.Secondly,the light of Gods word 
and gol pell,2.Pet.1. Thirdly, godly and faithfull miniſtersand 
teachers , who by their dodrineand godly lifeand conuerſatia 
ſhould ſer before their auditors and ſuchas obſerue their ations 
the way to Chriſt and cternall happineſſe, Daniel the laſt.

In which yeare Facherias, rhe father of 
why Baptiſt, was ſlaine in the vpper court berweene the Alter 
nd the Temple,forſaying thatour Sauiour Chriſt wasborneand 
That Mary his mother was a virgin, Mat.2 3. Wherefue Elizabeth 
thewife of Zacharizs,fearing the crueltic of Herodand of the Pha- 
riſes, about that time when the young infanrs of the Bethlele- 
mites were {laine, ſhe fled from Teruſalem ro Adumin, as Nicepho- 
ww haith, which was ſcituated in the wildernes between Tericho 
1nd Ieruſalem, where ſhe priuatly brought vp her ſonne, which 
was 32 miles. 

Iathe 29 yeare of the nativitie of Chriſt, and 'vpon the 24 day 
of lunc; 0b» the Baptiſt being then zo yeares of age,by the com- 
mandemeont of che Lord tooke vpon him the miniſtric : for it was 
not lawfull for any to enter into that function before they were 
thirtie yaares of age, Numbers 10. Wherefore vpon the eight and 
wenticth day of Scptember, it being then the feaft of rhe Ta- 
bemacler, and about the middle of the laſt weeke ſpoken of by 
Daniel, Hee went from Adumin to Bethabara, where hce tooke 
yon him the Miniſterie of the New Teſtement : Hanna the 
chiefe Pricſt being then newly cntred into that office, Luke 2. 
(which was about fourc m'les) and within a ſhort time after, that 
s, ypon the ſeuenth day of October, being then the feaſt of 
Expiation , otr Lord and Sauiour leius Chriſt was baptized, 
p hce was fully thirtie.ycares of age, Luke 3 . Mathew 3 .. 
Wy.1. 

IS Inthe yeare following, which was the oneand thirtith yeare ' 
ofthe natiuitie of Chriſt, a lnle before the feaſt of Eaſter, the 
iynedrion of Teruſalem, ſent meſſengers vnto 7s, hee then 
remaining at Bethabara, to know whether hee was the Chriſt 
Ir Elias, or ſome other Prophet, John the firſt. Vpon the cigh- 
enth day of September, the ſame yeare John entred ypon the. 
cond yeare of his Miniſterie: About which time Caiaphas began 
denter vpon the office of high Prieſt. and the Sadduccs and 
ad Phariſcs to perſecute 10h Baptiſt, Wherefore hee depar- 
ttrom Bethabara, and went to Ainon, a citic in Galile, which

After that 1oþn had preached publiquely and freely , by q, 
ſpace of a whole yeare and two moneths ; about the monerh 
December, and the end of the firſt yeare ofthe Miniſtrie ofgy 
Sauiour , by the commandement of Herod, he was taken angle 
priſoner from Anon to the Tower of Macheruntes, whichyy 
23 miles ; where he remained vatill his death. Soall his Traugh 


were 38 miles. 


Of the townes and places to which he traueled. 


Of Adumim. 


Dumim, or Adummim (as it is in /2/-ua cap. 1 5.) waSa Tomy 
twelue miles from Iervſalem towards the Eaſt, ſcituatedin 
the Wilderneſle that is betwcene Ieruſalem and Ierichozfoal. 
led becauſe of the multitude of robberies and murthers thatwere 
done in that place: for D a i, ſignifieth 5/ood. Here thepoore 
man that Chrift mentioneth Luk. 10. tell amongſt theeues; and 
here Etahcontinued when he was fed by the Rauens, anddranke 
the water of the river Cherith, 1. Kine. 17. which was anotable 
typeof 7hnthe Baptiſt, who liued in a caue in this place. This 
caue ſtood cloſe by the Garden of Engedi,where in formertimes 
the Academieand Schole of the Prophets Eliah and Eliſbews 
kept : here the Eſſeis( which wasa Set amongſt the Iewes )allo 
continued, who led a Monaſticall kind of life , and gaue them- 
ſclues wholly to prayers and good workes ; vnder whoſedilc- 
pline and inſtruction John was brought vp . Matheſius wiſely obs 
ſerues, that of all other the Efſeies would neuer oppoſe Chrilt, 
but were a people that liued chaſtly and honeſtly accordingto 
the cuſtome of the Nazarites, with all diligence reading the 
Scriptures, and auoiding idlenefſle as agreat temptation of the di 
uell, giuing themſelues principally to the ſtudie of Philick, Af 
ter this ſort was 7ohn brought vp, and led his lite. 


Of Bethabars. 


# | His was a towne {cituated ypon the Eaſt ſide of the riuer Tor- 
Can, 16 miles from Ieruſalem towards the Eaſt, where there 
was cither a bridge or a Ferry to paſſe ouer Iordan: from moe 
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The Traueli of Tohn Baptiſt 


this place was called Bethabarazbeing derived of BA tT Hye honſes 
and ABARAH,\4 paſſage: whexefore ata certainetime, there be« 
ing aſſembled in this place a great concourſe ahd congregation of 
people, 7obn did firſtenter ypon'the min iſterieof the New Teſta» 
ment,and raught the/peoplethe doctrine: of repentance and: bap- 
tiſme.Here Eas the Thisbite;who was a type of abathe Baptilt, 
was taken vp into heauenin a fieriecharior. Herelohn ſpoke with 
the meſſengers that came to inquire, Whether he was the Chrilt 
ornot ; to whom he anſwered, That thee was neither Elias nor a 
Prophet of the Old Teſtament, burthe voice of a great crier in 
the wildernefle, 1oh.4.4ſ.40.: And inthe fame place wherethe 
Prieſts ſtood with the Arke of the couenantwhiles /e/oudand the 
children of Iſrael paſſed ouer Tordon, /ohn baptized Chriſt, the 
true Arke of the couenant of the Throne of-grace,7eſh,3 -4+Mait, 
4 Luk. 3.Heb.g. TEh "+I

x fs towne ſtood yponthe Weſt fide of the riuer of Tordon, 
42 miles from Teruſalem Northward, a little on this fide of 
theſea of Tiberias,neere rhe mourh of theriuer Iabochwhere ir 
falleth into Tordan, in which place was great aboundance of wa- 
ters. Hereallo /oh» ſometimes baptized,/oh.3 , it being rwomiles 
from Salem where 1acob in times paſt dwelr,Gen.313.Ot the mee- 
ting rogether of the watcrs this townewas called. Anonyof A1N 
which ſignifies ap eye,and a' fountaine that ſpringeth as u were from an

Acherus was a towne of Perxa, beyond Tordan;z'2 o miles 

from Ilerufalem'towards the Eaſt ;Fciruited ina high moun- 
taine : being deriued of MACHERAH that 1s; 4 ſword. T his! was 
one of the chiefc caſtles of Herod Antipas;who obtained the chiefe 
command inthe citie of Icruſalemy Plim.tib.;5.c:16, :inthas-place 
lobn Baptiſt was beheaded, as /oſeph.[1ith;{tb. amiiq:18:619\ And 
although his Diſciplcs buried his bodie thereabours,yet longat- 
terthe Chriſtians remoued his bones & reliques to Sebaſten,thar: 


s,Samaria, where they werethe ſecond time buricd with great 
honour: 


God might reuenge the bloud of his Saints,ar ſuch timeas Tem, 
ſalem and the Holy land was left deſolate, Lucius Baſſms (a noble 
Roman)cametothis citie and beſieged it , during which fiege, 
Ba//#s tooke a certaine young man which was a Prince of 
Iewescalled Eleazer, and cauſed a Crofle to be ſet 'p on purpoſe 
ro haue crucified him: but they which were beſieged in the tomn 
ſeeing the pittitull lamentations this young man made, promiſed 
Baſſis,if he would ſparc his life to yeeld vpthe towne,whichhe 
did; ſo the caſtle being taken,the gates of the city were (etopen, 
But the Romans fell rothe flaughrer without mercic, and putto 
the ſword 1709 perſons, beſides there were a great multitude of 
women and children carried thence into captiuitic, as Joſephu 
(l5b.de Bello. Ind. 7.cap.2 5 .Jaftirmeth. | 

There were many goodly wells, and ſtately buidings within 
this citie: thereis cut our in the Caſtle a Rue tree of an admirabe 
greatneflſe, And in the value vpon the North fide of the citie, 
the root Baaras is found, preſenting both in colour and figure a 


flame.There are alſo found many hore Bathes and fountaines of 


wholeſome waters.But abouethe reſt 7o/ephus maketh mentionof 


once ina caue, where two ſtreames iſſucth, as it were out of two 
dugs; the one hote,theother cold: which two waters being min» 
pled together, arc very wholeſome and cure many diſeaſes, but 
principally the ſhrinking of theſinews. And this ſhall ſufhcecon- 


cernmng the trauels of bx the Baptiſt, 
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The Trauels of our-Lord and Sauiour- Chriſtin his 
infanſie.

WE Rom Bethlehem the child Teſus was brot ght - 
to Ieruſalem,andtherepreſented intherem- 
ple,ammomun:3 967, which was 6 miles. 7 / 
df From Ierufalem 1oſeph and Marie (when 
IA they had accompl;ſhedallthings in the tem- 
ple of the Lordzcaricd the child Teſus to Na- 
zareth in Galileqyhich was 64miles. 

From thence Joſeph and Marie broughr Teſus backe againe to 
Bethichem,which was 72 miles. 

Vpon the ſecondday of Ianuarie, in theſccondyeare after the 
h:tiuitie of Chriſt;the wiſe men of Perſia broughr gifts and wor- 
ſhipped him. A little after, that is, about the Ides of Ianuaric, 
iuſt the night before the commaund came from Herodto kill the 
inocent children , Joſeph and Marie wentwith the childe Teſus 
through the mountains and defarts of Iudza, into Egypt to Her- 
mopolis,in the land of Goſen ,which was reckoned from Beth- 
lehem 296 miles. | 
: From Hermopolis in Egypt (after the death of Herod) Teſus 
was brought backe againe by his parents to Nazareth in Iudea, 
which was aboue 368 miles. 

When Ieſus was 12 yeares of age,hee went with his parents 
trom Nazareth to Ieruſalem,to the feaſt of the Paſſeouer,which 
was 64 miles, 

And when his parents had loſt him, and found him againe in 
the Temple among thelearned, then heecontintied in obedience 
vnto them, and went with them from Teruſalem to Nazareth, 

Which was 64 miles.So his travels were 93 4 miles. | 

Concerning the townes and places mentioned in his Travels,

From Ilordan, Ieſus was led by the ſpirit into the wildernelſe 
to be tempred of thediuell,andthere faſted fortie dayes and for. 
- tienights:ar the end of which time,the diuellcamevnto himand 
temptcd him, How this wilderneſle was called, the Euangeli 
dothnot ſpecifie : but it istobe thought that it was the deſartof 
Arabia Petrga,& that onr Sauiour Chriſt faſted vpon the mouns 
taine of Sinai, where Moſes and Elah faſted fortic daics andfor- 
tienights,Exod.24:r.Reg.19. Forthis Deſart extendeth itſellt 
fromthe borders of Agypt and the Red ſea, to Tordan, whit 
Toby baptized ; and from thence by the countrie of Ttachonitis 
rothe mountaine of Libanus. Therfore our Sauiour Chriſt might 
that preſent ſeuenth day of Oftober whercon hee was baptized, 
come into this wilderneſſc, and by little and little goe thence 
to mount Sinai, which-was 136 miles.” For there was no place 
more fit for Sachan to tempt our Sauiour in, then where the 
was dcli ered, which is the power of ſinne : for although't 
Sonne of God was without finne,yet he took vpon him the fines 
of all the world, Zeait. 16. 10.1. 1ſa.5.7. Sothen our Sauld 
Chriſt (according to: his ſupputarion) continued 'in the Delatt 
from the ſeuenth day of October to the ſixteenth of Novembeh 
which was fortic daics and fortic nights,  fEpiphanius lib. 1. Tomw.1 
Hereſy r.(aith, that our Sauiour Chriſt wasbaptized yponhe

= herefore vpon the ſeuenteenth day of November, our $a- 

viour Chriſt hungred, Matth.4.Aark. 1 . Lak. 4.and then the diuell 
with an extraordinary boldnefſe came vnto himand carried him 
£-0m mount Sinai with grear violence through t ANTE, and ſer 
him vpon the top of a pinacle of the Temple in Tery ,which 
was 120 miles : this pinacle was fo exceeding high, as you may 
reade in the deſcription of Ieruſalem, that whoſoever looked 
downe from it into rhe valley of Cedron, their eyes dazled, and 
it ſeemed as though there had becne clonds inthe botromof the 
valley ; for it was fixe hundred foot from the bottom to the top. 
From this place the diuel bad our Sauiour Chriſt throw himſelfe 
downe &c.Matth.4, 

From the pinacle of the Temple the diuell tooke our Sauiour 
Chriſt, and ſer him « jor a high mounraine : but what bill it was, 
or how it was called, the holy Euangclift doth nor ſet downe. 
The inhabitants of the Holy land thinke it was the hill that ſtood 
berweene Bethel and Ai, vpon which hill in times paſt Ubrabitm 
dwelr,Ge. 1 3 : but that hill is nor verie high,and there are manie 
higher hills in che Holy land ; wherefore it is to be thought that « 
he was carried vpon the top of that high mountaine Nebo,which 
was alſo called Piſgah, and ſtood rwentie foure miles from Teru- 
falem towards the Eaſt , where God ſhewed vnto Aoſes all the 
Holy Land beyond Iordan, Dew.34. And in this place as God had 
ſhewed Moſes, ſo the diucll ſhewed our Sauiour the kingdoms of 
the world, and the glorie of them, ſaying, All theſe will I giue 
thee &c. It is to be thought that all theſe ſharpe temprarions of 
the diuell were done in one day; 4.907 0 

This hill Piſgah is diftant from Berhabara eight miles, where 
lopm the Baptiſt baptized,and bare witnefſe of our Saviour Chriſt 
Jon 1. Now after the diuell had left him, and the Angels had 
comforted him,he came thence vnto /ohn,which was eight miles, 
and Jobs ſaid vnto his Diſciples, Behold, thus 'if the Lawbe of God 
which taketh away the finnes of the world, John 1, So'theſe Travels 
were 140 miles.

Of Cana in Galile >. 


T.! is waSa Citic in the lower Galile, where our bleſſed Saujour 
Chriſt turned water into wine, being diſtant from leruſq- 
lem threeſcore and eight miles rowards the North. The place 
where our Sauiour wrought this miracle is tobe ſeene vnrill ths 
day ; bur it is within the ground, and you muſt diſcend bycer- 
raine ſteps before you can cone ar it, becauſe (as it ſcemes) there 
haue been manie Churches and buildings ſet vpon it ; which be- 
ing ſundrie times ouerthrowne, the ruines of them haue raiſed 
the earth in ſuch ſort, that the auncient place is as it were hidden 
and laid vnder the earth, as likewiſe is the place of the Annuntia- 
tion, of the Natiuitie of our Sauiour Chriſt, and manic other 
where he wrought miracles; to which they doe diſcend downe 
ynderthe earth by ſteps. Vpon the North ſide of this rown ſtood 
around hill, and ypon the South a goodly plaine ; being called 
Cana in Galile, to put adiſtintion berweene it atid another tom, 
called after the ſame name, which-ftood ypoii the borders ( 
Tyrus and Sydon, inthe Tribe of Aſct; in which the Cananiti

Canah was ſo called, becauſe round about itgrew Reeds, and 
there were manie mooriſh and wateriſh grounds, whereot the 
towne tooke the name: for C A N A H ſignifies 4 Reed; which 1s 
afir type of the Church : for as our Sauiour Chriſt, at this rowne 
(which ſtood in a-mooriſh and reedie place) graced a marriage 
with an extraordinarie miracle; ſo likewiſe wil he grace the mar- 
rage of his Church, (though troubled with miſcrics and afflicti- 
ons in this world, toſſed to and fro like a wauering Reed) with 
the glorious preſence of his gracious countenance, and in the 
world ro come crowne it with eternall glorie. 
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of Capernanm. 


5 Wim citie was ſo called from the pleaſant and comfortable 
(ciruation of it, In the Hebrew Text i Matthew calls it. Caphar- 
nacwn, that is, the towne of comfort , being deriuedof No CHAM, 
which ſignifies conſolation. In this rowne our Sauiour dwelt af- 
ter he had left Nazareth, and in it wrought manie miracles ; as 


Luke 5.7-.1t ſtood 
nthe land of Geneſereth, vpon the Weſt and North fide of Jor- 
dan,in an angle of land joining tothe Seaof Galile, fixe and fftic 
miles from Ieruſalem towards the Norch, in the Tribe of Ifſa- 
char: and, as is thought by ſome, iuſt in the midſt of the twelue 
Tribes..Matt.g.calleth it the citie of our Sauiour, Andthat: Chriſt 
was no ſtranger but an inhabitant of this citie, it is'mgnifeſt, Me. 
17;zwhere Chriſt(when he gaue tribute tothe Magiſtrates of this 
Citie) asked Peter, ſaying, Of whom doe the kings of the carth take 1t1- 
be or poll many ? Peter ſaid of fprangers.; then quoth by, the children 
#6. frees Ter wepertheleſſe (5. From whence may bee gatheres, 
that hep was an-inhabitant, not a ſtranger in Capernaum.. Tt had 
onthe Northfide of it,the three Tribes, NepthalumgAſer, and 
dabylong-vpon the South, Beniamin, Iuda, Dan, and, NW ; 
Tpon abc Weſt, lachar, Ephraim, and the halfe Tribe 6 Mia- 


Ec 3 _naſles; 
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the healing of the ſicke, the caſting out of diuels, and ſuch like, of _ 
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of the Genriles,which was within 4.4 miles of it)as toTeruſalem; 
from whence may be verified that ſaying of Eſay cap. $.9, The land 
of Zebulon and Nepthalim, neere the way of the Sea beyond Tordan, and 
Gabile of the Gentiles; a Re which fit im darkene(ſe and in the ſha, 
of death, ſaw a great light. This towne is therefore iuſtly called, th 
citie of comfort and conſolation, ſince our Sauiour Chriſt dwelr _ 
C who with his doQrine and preaching refreſhed and comft 

all ſuchas were afflited with the burthen of their ſinnes. Butthe 
great men that were inhabitants of this citie, had more reſped 
to their priuate profir, then ro the dodtrine and miracles that 
Chriſt wrought amongſt them : from whence it came topalle, 
that they did as it werenegleR and contemne that good which 
God had offered vnto them ; which made our Saviour ſay, 
thos Capernaum, which ſeemeſt to be exalted Ip onto beanen, 
caſt downe into hell : for if the miracles had bin done in Sodom and Gv 
morah which haue bin done in thee, they bad continaed wntill this yy, 
Yerily, werily 1 ſay onto you, it ſhall be eaſier for Sodom and Gomordh in 
the day of iudoement than for thee, Matth.1 1. For there was no ſuch 
benefit offered to anie citic, neither ſuch honours and dignities, 
as were to Capermaum, our Sauiour himſelfe dwelling there: 
wherefore, for their ingratitude and impietic, this citic hath dÞ 
uers times bin waſted and deſtroyed, as well by the Romanes 8 
other nations ; ſo that at this day this glorious citie is become {0 
deſolate, that thete is ſcarce cight houſes ſtanding, and they alſo 
like ſmall Qheds. N, 


Of Sichar. 
IN ancienttime this town was called Sichem,of which yon may 
* reade more both inthe Travels of Jacob and Abimulec, After, 
it came to be calted Sichar, according to the opinion of Za 
vpon Geneles, becauſe the inhabitants of that countrey w 
ucn to pleafure and yoluptuouſneſſe, thegreateſt part of their 
lighe bcing in drinking and quaffing : for Sichar being de 
S$SCHACHA «Conifer fn 
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drunke, or mordinately-t6 m_ 


yeare of bis Miniſtrie. 
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Tribe of Manaſſes : ſo that our Sauiour Chriſt dwelt in the migf 
of the twelue tribes of Iſrael. Furthermore it was a goodly max. 
ket town, and had as well relation to Tyrus & Sydon(two towns 
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low ſweet and pleaſant wine, of which therewas great plentie in 
that towne, made of the iuice of apples, the fruit of Palme trees, 
and honey,which may very well reſemble Hipocras, or Metheg- 
lin, as ſome aurhors haue it. And although by the incurſion of 
the Romanes it was vtterly waſtcd and left deſolate, yet in ſuc- 
ceeding times it was rebuilt, and called Nicapolis, that is, anew 
towne. It is {cituated verie pleaſantly, and aboundeth with all 
manner of delights, but it is vnfortified, neyther. can it by: anie 
meanes be fortified : neyther haue the inhabitants anie helpe if 
they be oppreſſed by the enemie but to flie, for iris ſcituated in 
the middle ofa valley, betwecne two high mountaines, ſo thar a 
man may fling a ſtone from the top of one of them into the citic, 
About two Bowes ſhoot without the South gate of this towne, is 
to be ſeene the fountain or Well of /acob, ypon the brim of which 
our Sauiour Chriſt ſare when he was wearte, as we may reade in 
the fourth of 7ohn. This Well-ſtandeth iuſt in the way as Pil- 
grims trauell ro Ieryſalem . -Vpon the right hand , aboue thjs 
Well,therc ſtandeth amountain of an exceeding height,deuided 
intorwo topps, the one of them being called Gerizim, the other 
Heball. In mount Gerizim, the Patriarch Joſhua built an Altar, 
and the people ſtanding vpon mount Heball, hee cauſed the 
whole booke of Deuteronomiec to be read oucr, with the blef- 
ings and curſings, ſo that all thepcople might heare them : for 
thus wee reade in 19/5. 3, The one halfe of rhe people ſtood cloſe 
by mount Gerizim; and the other by mount Heball &c.Dext.27, 
Thele two great Mountaines began ypon-the right fide of the 
| _ Sichar, and extended themſclues inlength co the Citie of. 
| ertcno, | : | 
-Vpon theleft {ide ofthis Well is tobe ſeene the ruins of a great 
towne, which is thought to be the old Sichem ; and by the re- 
liques that rema'ne there, it may be iudged to haue beene awe- 
negoodly citie: for there are yet to be {eene certaine broken pil- 
krs of Marble, as alſo large and ſpacious buildings, which in 
times puſt without queſtion haue beene goodlythings, and ſtan- 
deth wonderfull pleaſantly ; the ſojle round abourit being veric 
fertile” and fruirfull, oh»ly there is, want, of water. This towne 
lyeh ſome rwoBowesdboor Fore Sichati,a9d ey 
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of that place iudge this Sichar ro be Thebez,where Abimalech yi. 
ed, Iu4g.9. Not farre from Jacobs Well, is tobe ſeene that piece 
of ground which 1acob gaue to Jeſeph, more then the reſt of hig 
brethren, Gen.48. It is a long valley, verie fruitfull and pleaſant, 
where there lies buried in a certaine faire garde), the bones of 4. 
cob and loſeph, which were brought out of Egypr, Jeſb.24 : there. 
liques of which ſepulchre are yetto be ſeene. Mount Garizimgy 
Gerizim, is ſocalled from the cutting downe of trees : for Ga. 
RAZ ſignifies rocut Jowne, Vpon this Mountaine is to be ſeene 
(even to this day) the place where the Temple ſtood that was 
built by Sanballath, dedicated to 1upiter Olimpius, in contempt of 
the Temple of Teruſalem. The chiefe Prieſt of this Temple was 
one Manaſſes, a fugitine of the ftocke of Zeui. This Manaſſes was 
brother ro /addus, chicfe Prieſt of Ieruſalem, of whom you 
reade Nehems.1 3. But ſome two hundred yeares after the 
foundation, John Hircanus high Prieſt of Icruſalem vrtterly de- 
ſoyedir tothe ground. 


The Travels of our Saviour Chriſt in the ſetond yeate 
of bis MiniSterie ; which was the rwo and 
thirtieth yeare of bis age. 


N the moneth of Tanuarie, Chriſt wentfrom Ca 
| na in Galile to Nazareth,which was eight: miles. 


| Here, vpon the Sabboth day he went into the 
Sinagogue and began toteach, inſomuch asthe 
| inhabitants were aſtoniſhed ar his doQtrine : but 
—== the citizens being ingrateful, he went to Capet- 
naum, a citie which he had choſen todwell in beforeall others, 
Luke 4. Matth.q : which was 12 miles, or thereabouts. 
In the moneth of Februarie hee compaſſed about all Galile, 
preaching the Goſpel of the kingdome ot God, healing the flick, 
and thoſe that were diſeaſed amongſt the people, Match.q« In 
this viſitation our Sauiour went to Czſarea Philippi, which was 
diſtant from -Capernaum fortic cight miles towards the North. 
Here Aanhoav was called, as hee was at the receipt of Cuſtomey 
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Matthew was called about this time, the circumſtances of the 
times doe make euident for a little after the ſecond Patſeouer 
of our Sauiour Chriſt, the ſame Matthew was choſerr to bean A- 

oltle, Lake 5,6.Matth.ig, Mark.2. In the moneth of Marchthe in- 
Lbirancs of the townes which Chriſt vifited in Gahle, broughr 
ynto him manie that were poſſeſſed of diuels, and afflicted with 
other diſeaſes,all which he healed:inſomuch that there followed 
him a great companie out of Galile and Decapolis, and from le- 
ruſalem,& Iudea,and of all the countries beyond Iordan, Mate.4. 
Thus hauing finiſhed this viſitation, as it may be thought, he re- 
turned backe aga ne to Capernaum where he dwelt, as I haue 
ſhewed before, which was 48 miles , for Czſarca Philippi ſtood 
ſo farre from Capernaum. y

He alſo went into Capernaum and healed the Centuri. £ tl 
ans ſeruant, Matt.8. Luk.7. Afterward Chriſt in the fame moneth I h: 
of April; when che man whom he healed of his leprofte had pubs I r: 
liſhed that miracle, hee went from Capernaum into the deſart ſt 
which lay ncere vato Bechfaida ; for there was a certaine deſarr, 
Aarke 1. Luke 7. In the moneth of May our Sautour went out 
of Galile towards Irruſalem, to keepthe feaſt of Penticoſt ; ſo he 
came rothegates of the city Naim,which ſtood on the border of 
Samaria, and was diſtant from Capernaum 16 miles : here heres 
called the widowes ſonne to life, Zuk.7. And after he went to Ie 
rulalem,which was 48 miles, that he might celebrate the feaſt of 
Penticoft, according tothe law of God,Exod.a 3. Thrice exery yeare 
ſhall earry male child appeare before the £81d thy God. This feaſt fell 
this yeare vpori the 15 day of May, for it behoued our Saviour, 
according to thelaw,togo euery yere to Icrulalem torheſerhree 
principall feaſts; That is, ofthe Paſſeouer, Peaticoſt, and ofthe 
Tabernacles! Alitcle after the feaft,of Penricolt, :ohwBaprilſt (bes 
ing then in' priſon) -hauing certaine intelligence of the miracle 
that our Sauiourrvrought vpon the widdowes ſonne at the gates 
of Naim. Andof other wonderfull miracles that he aid art Ieru- 
falemand inother places in Iudca; fent.rwo of his diſciples from 
the caſtle of Macharuntes;\to aske him the queſtion, Whether 
he was the Meffia or no 7 ſo when they came vnto him, and deli- 
nered their meſſage : At that time hee cured many!of their fick- 
nefle and plagues, and cuillſpirits, and'to- many blind men hee 
gaie ſight _— And Teſus aid vato then, Gre your 1waies and 
cel lohn what things you haue ſeene and heard, that the blindſee,"tht 
halt goe, the leapers are clenſed, the deafe heart, the dead ave raiſed, and 
the paore receiue the goſpell ; And bleſſed.is hee that [b1ll wot bee nffended 
mm wee; Matthew 2 1:6 Lake 7 Ft his Sermon: ig wasit tee 
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our Teſus Chriſt went with 
the twelue abour fiftie and fixe miles out! of Itdex' into Galile; 
and there in diuers cities and townes hee began ro and 
teach the kingdome of God. At this time there were digers wo- 
men followed him, whom he: had healed of euill ſpirits, and 'of 
their infirmities, but principally Aerie Magdalen, out of whom he 
had caſt ſeuen diuels ; and 9a» thewife of Chazs, HerodsProcu- 
rator, and S»/arns: all which miniſtred ynto him of their fub- 
ſtance, Luke $, ho 

Now when hee had trauelled from place to place ſome cer- 
taine time, andvifited many cities and townes thereabour, here- 
turned backe againe to the citie of Capernaum, where it is ſaid 
that our Sautour Chriſt dwele, and there diſpoſſeſt the 'man of 
adiuell, thagwas bothblind, lame, and dumbe,Matth. r 2.Mark.z. 
Luke 1 1. And going thence tothe ſea, he reciced cight parables, 
Matth.1 3. Mark,4.Luk.8. In the eueningofthe ſame day, he went 
ſix miles, into the countrie of the Gaderens, Mark. 4.Zoke 8, The 
next day betimes in the morning he went out of the ſhip inro the 
countrie of the Gadatens, and healed two that were poſſeſſed of 
diucls, Matth.2 . Marke 5 . Lake $8. 

Out of theſe two he caſt a legion of diuels, and ſuffered them 
toenter intoa heard of ſwine, which they carried headlong into 
the ſea ; preſently our Sauiour Chriſt went thence fix miles, into 
the land of Geneſereth, where there were agreat multitude vpon 
the ſea ſhore, not far from the citie of Capernaum, that expeted 
his comming, Marke 5. Luke 8. within a few daies afrer, about the 
beginning of the moneth of Tune, hee entred into Capernaum, 
and there healed rhe man that lay licke vpon his bed ofa dead 
pallie, Matth. 9.Marke 2. Luke 5.after hee went to ſea, and taught 
the-multitude that came to him, Marke 2. 

From Capernaum he went toCzſarea Philippi; whichwwis 48 
miles, where being inuitcd to a banquet by Aaukew, hee cate a- 
mong Publicans and finners, and confuted the Phariſes and Johns 
diſcipls.Inthe ſamecity he reſtored the daughter of /ara« tolife, 
Matt.g.Mar.2.Zuk.5 .andas he went thence, he reſtored twomen 
rg 
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co theix ſight, and caſt out a diuell, Matth.g. 
Abour the end of the moneth of [uly, our Sauiour Chriſt went 
from Czſarca Philippito Nazareth, which was 36 miles; where 
becauſe of the ingratitude, and contempt of the citizens, hee dig 
no great miracles, Mare.6.Matth.1 3. 

In the moneth of Auguſt our Sauiour Chriſt went from Nazz. 
reth rowards Ieruſalem to the feaſt of the Tabernacles, and as hp 
went viſited the rownes and citics neere adioyning. Now when 
he ſaw thar they wanted reachers,it beingat this time the ſecond 
Harueſt, he ſaid vnto his Diſciples, Lge the Harmeſt i great, but the 
labourers are few tc: and he ſent his diſciples out into the harueſt, 
Matth.9. L«.9. 

Of this ſecond Haruefſt you may reade Exod.2 3. where God 
commaunded the people thar they ſhould oblcrue the feaſt of 
the Tabernaclcs, when in the end of the yeare they had gathered 
in all the fruits of the fields. Alſo in the 2 3 of Lewigews it is thus 
wrirten, From the fifteenth day of the ſenenteenth moneth , when yu 
haxe gathered all the fruits of your land, you ſhall celevr ate wniy the 4p 
your God ſeuen dayes, (vc, 

From Galile our Sauiour Chriſt came to Teruſfalein, which 
was 54 miles : where from the twentieth to the ſeuen and twen- 
tieth day of September hee celebrated the feaſt of the Taber-

His citie 1s ſcituated-norfar from the footof he ztrodnthine r; 

-Amilibanus, 104 miles from Terufalem towards the North, 8 
cloſc by rhe two Wells of Iordan, Ior and Dan': pon the Faſt 
fide of thes Citie thoſe rwolſtreames meete-and tnaktrhe river 
londaag bYiwo fot of 0390512 20134 ol 2 bus . AAS, $M QI” 
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philip che Tetrarch of Traconitis called this citic after his own 
name, Philippus; and in honour of the Roman Cefars, hee ad- 
ded the name of Czſaria : Tiberias at this time being Emperour 
of Rome, In times paſt it was called Laiſch, or Lais, which figni- 
fies 4 raucning and roaring lion. But the tribe of Dan hauing con- 
quered it, and rebuilt it againe, they called it Dan , andthe inha- 
bitants ofthe Holy Land, Lachem Dan, as you may read in the 
trauels of che Danires. But this towne(as it is reported by ſuch as . 
haue trauclled into the holy Land, and by rhe authoritic of Ys- 
lateran) notwithſtanding theſe names, is often called after the 
name of Belenas : Here (as Euſcbius, Jozom:nus and Nicephorus ſay 
in the r Eccleſtaſticall Hiſtories) the woman that was diſeaſed 
with the bloudie iſſue, was healed, by touching the hem of our 
Sauiours garment : which woman in token of thankfulnes for ſo 
reat a bench, and in memory of ſucha notable miracle, creed 
1n this citie (a little withour the gates of her houſe) a ſtone pillar, 
on which ſhe cauſed to be fer the image of Chrift,made of braſle, 
and behind thar, ſtood the image of this woman (which had bin 
diſeaſed 12 yearcs with the bloudy iſſue) bowing her ſelfe at the 
feer of our Lord, and touching the hem of his garment, They al- 
ſo ſay, that there grew certaine hearbs abour this pillar, whereby 
miracles were wrought, thirtie yeares after it was {et vp. But 1«- 
khan the Apoſtara hauing intelligence of theſe things,cauſed thoſe 
images to be broken downe, and erected his owne in the ſame 
place. Bur ſoone after there hapned ſuch an excceding thunder, 
that fire falling from heauen ſtroke this image(thus ſer vp by this 
crucll ryrant) vpon the breaſt, and caſt the head and the necke 
thereof with great violence vpon the carth. Theſe things happe- 
ned in Czlarca Phillippi. Vpon the borders of Czſarea Phi- 
lippi, our Sauiour Chriſt asked his diſciples, ſaying, #hom doe 
men ſay that I am? Matth.6. leſephus ſaieth, 4nuq.bb.2 0. cap.6. 4- 
grippa king of the Iewes did much inlarge Czſarea Philipp, in 
the honour of Nero, and called it after his name, Neronia: bur it: 


retained not that name long. 
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PErz: or Peraia, was the vttermoſt part of the Holy land, in 
which werethe Tribes Gadand Rcuben : ſeperated from the 
reſt of Iudea by the riuer Iordan, & vnder the ſubicQion andgo. 
uernement of Herod Antipus. It was 16 miles from Teruſalem to. 
wards the Eaſt : and was called of PER AN, which fignifieth be. 
yond, or pon the other ſide, Plin.lib.q.. cap. 1. In the caſtle of Machs

; nano Sea lay 44 miles from Teruſalem,towards the North:re. 
preſenting vpon the bankes in figure, a Harpe, from whence 
it wis called KINN#RETH, that 1s, the Sea of the Harpe, Num. 35, 
for K1NNOR fignifics a Haype, Towards the North 1s extended 
it ſelfe into ſome breadth, but towards the South it drew intog 
ſtraight Angle; and was called the {ca of Galile, becauſe it bor. 
dered vpon Galile. It was alſo called the Lake of Geneſereth,be, 
cauſe of the pleaſantneſle and fruittulneſſe of the ſoyle whichlay 
vpon the North fide ot it. I is called (/0þ.6.) the Sea of Tiberi 

from the citic of Tiberias which ſtood vpon the ſhore of it. 'L 
was but foure mile and a little more broad, but in length from the 
North to the South it was twelue miles. Vpon the Eaſt ſide it had 
the towne Chorazin,and vpon the, Weſt Capernaum. And (a 
Toſephws ſaith)the water of this Sca was very ſweet and pleaſant; 
fron whence it came to paſſe, that fiſhes did greatly abound init, 
and there were many fiſhes that liued thereabouts only by fiſh- 
ing in that Sea. There were many other citics befides thoſe two 
before mentioned, that ſtood vpon this Sea, as Bethſaida, Mig- 
dala, Tiberias,and Tricza; theſe ſtood vpon the Welt : vpont

Of the holy Mountaine weere Capernaum in Galle. 


A Bout a mile from Capernaum towards the Southwelt, is to 
bee ſeene an exceeding high hill, ſtanding vpon the ſhore of 


the ſea of Galile, bewtified with many hearbs and flowers of di- 
uers 
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vers kinds,being very fruitfull and pleafant, extending it ſelfe in 
length almoſt two bowes ſhoot, and in breadthone. From this 
hill one might haue ſeene the whole ſea of Galile, the countries 
of Itura and Trachonitis, cuen tomount Libanus, alſo the'moun- 
taines Sanirand Hermon, and a great part of the vpperand lower 
Galile. Here alſo the inhabitants of the holie Land ſhew a cer- 
taine ſtone, vpon which they ſay our Sauiour Chriſt did vſually 
fit when he preached to the people, which ſtone the Chriſtians 
call the rable:here was that ſermon madeof the eight Beatitudes 
Malt.5,6,7.Luke 6. Here were the tweluc Apoſtles choſen, Zuke 
6. Marke 3, Andour Sauiour Chriſt deſcending from this moun- 
taine, in the ſuburbs of the citie of Capernaum healed a man that 
was intected with leprofie. 

About thirtie paces from the foote of this hill, there riſeth a 
fountaine which is compaſſed about witha wall, andis thought 
to be a veine of Nilus, becauſe they find in it ſuch kind of fiſhes, 
the like whereof are not to bee found in any other place bur in 
Nilus. 7oſephas calleth this ſpring Capernaum, and likewiſe all 
the plaine (which is very pleaſant and fruitfull for the ſpace of a 
mile, even vnto Tordan) after the ſame name, becauſe it is ſubiect 
to the iuriſdiftion of that citie. About twentie paces from this

| His was 2countrie bordering vpon the Northweſt fide of | "+ 

the ſea of Galile, from whence this ſea was called, The lake Y __ . 
of Geneſarcth, Luke 5. This land was very pleaſant and fruitfull, - 
as if it had beene a Princes Garden, bringing forth faire Apples, nl 
Po.ncgranats, Palmes, Olives, Vines, and diuers other kinds of ( 
pleaſant fruits, faire and goodly to the cic : and therefore not IF , 
without cauſe, was it called the Garden of a Prince; being de- | Jo 
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rived of Ga Nnwhich fignifies agarden; and Sv &'Priact;Tt'is di- 
tant from Ierbfalem Pie and fftic miles towards the North, as 
you may reade Matth.6. 14. The chiefe ciries of this countrey 
were Capernaum and Bethſaida z of which cities though infor- 
mertimes they were verie faireand large,therearcatthis day not 
ſcarce eight houſes to be ſeene. 
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The Trauels of our Sauiour Chriſt inthe third yeare of 
his Miniſtrie, which was the three and thirtieth 
yeare of by age. 


FRom Ieruſalem our Sauiour Chriſt returned, ſomeſixe 
(] and fiftiemiles, into Galile, andin the beginning of 
this yeare wintered inthat place : ſo that(as it may be 
gathered out of the Euangeliſts) hee continued there 
the moſt part of Ianuarie and Februaric, and now the Spring ap- 
proching,z little after the death of Saint 19h» the Baptiſt(who,as 
tis thought,was put todeath betweenethe midſt of Wintcrand 
the Spring,not long betore the feaſt of the Paſſeouer , ſothat hee 
lived twoycares and a halfe in his Miniſtrie) hee wrought manie 
notable miracles,not farre from the citie of Bethſaida, The ſame 
time the feaſt of the Paſleouer drawing neere ( which was the 
third Paſſeover of his Miniſtrie)he went thence ouer Iordan,and 
lo beyond the ſea of Tiberias, Matth. 1 4. Mark.6.Luke 9. At this 
time the Apoſtles of Chriſt being diſperſed through all Galle 
and Iudea, teaching the Goſpell of the kingdome of heauen,hea- 
ing of the miſerable death of /o4n the Baptiſt, about thebegin- 
ning of the moneth of Aprill, returned withall poſſible ſpeed out 
of eucrie part to our Sauiour Chriſt,that ſo they mighr be ſecure 
wainft the tyranie of Herod, Mat. 1 4. Mark.6.Luc.g. Allo the Di- 
ſciples of 1þn came ynto him and told him of his deathand buri- 
all, Matth, I 4. = 

Our Sauiour Chtiſt thereforehaning by this meanes certaine 
intelligence as hee was betweene Bethſaida and Tiberias , of the 


death of S. 7obu Baptiſt,in the mouth of April he went into a my 
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and paſſed about fourc miles to the further fide ofthe ſea of Gali. 
Ic, where, in a certain defart, hee fed fiue thouſand men with fiue 
barley loaues and two filhes, /ob.6. 

From thence he returned back againeto the ſea, and fo to Ca. 
pernaum, which was foure miles:here he made that long ſermon 
of the ſpirituall cating of his fleſh, Mat. 1 4. Lac.9.10h.6. 

From thence he went to Ieruſalem,which was 56 miles,tothe 
feaſt of the Paſſouer, being the third Paſſouer of his M niſtrie, 

"Thethird Vpon the thirteenth day of April being Sundzy, accordingtg 

Patſcouerof the Eccleſiaſticall computation, Chriſt ( as God comanded ) ce. 

_ ———_ Icbrated the third Paſlover of his Miniſtric for the ſpace of eight 
daycs in the citic of Icrulalem, that 1s, till the twentieth day of 
the ſame moneth. 

Afeer the feaſt of the Paſſover, the Iewes tooke councell how 
they might puthim todeath, /0h.7.wherefore about the end of A. 
a+ he depar:ed thence & went 56 miles into the land of Galile, 

Inthe month of May,after the controuerfic that happened con- 
cerning the tradition of the Elders(becauſe oft!:e fulacics & con- 
tentions of the Scribes and Phariſes ) he departed thence intothe 
borders of Tyrus and Sydon, which was 56 miles, aatth, 1 5.and 
there entred into a houſe, and would faine hauc been priuate; but 
there was a certaine woman that wasa Grecian of Syropheeailla 
came vntohim and intreated his aid, Marc.7. 

But our Sauiour hauing adetermenation to depart from this 
place, this woman was very importunate that hee would. diſpol- 
leſle her daughter of adiuell ; which (becauſe of herimportuni- 
cic) he did, Mat.15, And after he went thence into the countrie 
of Trachonitis beyond Iordan, going through the borders of De- 
capolis, and comming tothe Galilean ſea, and in the way he hea- 
lcd one that was both blind and dumbe, Marc.7. and there aſcen- 
ding vpintoa mountaine he cured many that were blind and lame 
and the third day after, fed fourethouſand with ſeuen loaues and 
a ev fiſhes, Mat. 1 5 So this iournie was 64. miles. 

Afterward in the ſame moneth of May, he went intoa ſhipand 
paſſed thence into rhe parts of Dalmaria,and vponthe borders of 
Magdala, which was fourc miles, where he prpounded the ſigne 
ot the Plopiet /oxu4h to the Phariſes and Saduces, Mat 1 5 (7 1 " 

rom 
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From thence he ſailed to Bethſaida,which was fourc miles,and 
by the way hee admoniſhed his Diſciples to take heed of the lea- 
ven of the Sadduces and Phariſes, Mas. 1 6. and as he was entring 
into a towne,he cured a blind man of this ſight, Marc.8. 

About the end of the month of May, Chriſt went to Teruſalem 
which was 56 miles , where , vponthe ſecond day of Tune, hee 
kevt the feaſt of Penticoſt, according as God had commauuded, 
Exod.23. 
 Thefeaft of Penticoſt, being ended,hee returned from Teruſa- 
lem into the countrey of Galileto Capernaum , were hee dwelt, 
which was 56 miles. 

In the ſame moneth of Tune, he went the ſecond time vnto the 
borders of the Gentiles,where Peter in the name of all the Diſci- 
ples ypon the confines of Czſarea Philppi, made thatnorable 
confeſſion, ſay ing, Thow ars Chriſt the ſonne of the lining God , Luke 9. 
Capernaum is diſtant from Czſarea Philippi 48 miles. 

Sixe Or(as Luke ſaith)eight dayes afrer, our Sauiour in the mo- 
neth of Tune went to the mountaine Thabor, w*® ſtood 48 miles 
from Ceſarca Philippi towards the Southweſt, where hee was 
rafnSfigured ; and the next day after hee cured the Lumatick, and 
caſt out a diuell, Mat.7. Mar. 9g. 

In the month of Tuly Chriſt walked into Galile,and there con- 
firmed his doQtrine with manie wonderfull miracles, which did 
oreatly amaze his Diſciples ; where he putthem in minde of rhe 
crofſe and of his death, Mat. 1 7.Lnc.9. 

From thence he returned into Capernaum,whictrwas ro miles \, 
from mount Thabor : at this time Petey wentto the Lake of Ge- 
ereth, and there caught a fiſh,in whoſe mouth he found a Stater, 
which was worth ijj.s.vj.d.in our money. Matth.17.Herealſo our 
auiour Chriſt made along Sermon,wherein he reprehended the 
pride and arrogancie of his Diſciples, and withall raught the do- 
Qrine of the remiſſion of ſins, Mat. Lac. 9.1 2. | 

Inthe moneth of Auguſt he hada full determination to make 
tourney through Samaria into Iudea, and ſo by little and little 
(vititing the Churches as he went) to go to Teruſalem rothe feaſt 
dt the Tabernacles, 7o.7.; but when he came to Samaria, which 
#asten miles from Capernaum ; the Samaritans would not re- 
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ceiue him, becauſe he madeas though he would goc to.leruſalem, 
wheretore he turned aſide into Galile, Zuc.g.Andas he was there 
viſiting the Churches, there cameacertaine man vnto him, ſay. 
ing, [will follow thee whither ſaeuer thompoeſt : but Chriſt aunſwered 
him, ſaying, The Foxes haue holes, and the fowles of the heauens haue 
neſts . but the ſonne of man hath not whereto bide h1s head, Matthew $ 
Andrto another Iefus {aid, follow thow me: but he anfwered, Let me 
firſt ove and Burie my father, There was a nother alſo that would 
haue followed Chriſt, but he would firſt goc rake his leaueofhis 
friends, Lnc.g. }5 bo 

In :he month of September,about the time of the ſecond Har. 
nelt, which was next before the feaſt ofthe Tabernacles,Zutaz, 
Chrift began his lalt viſttation. throughout all che tand'of Tudeg, 
at which time he {cnt toreh ſeuentic of his Diſciples intro Galile, 
copreparethe way , and {odi{peried labourers into his harueſt, 
ſrying.The harnueſt is great, but the labourers are few, Luc.1p, This 
fcech leemeth to be taken from the preſent condirion of the 
time : for it was now harveſt rimc,it being alitle before the Ver- 
nall cquinoCtiall, | 

About the beginning ef October, when the feaſt of the'Ta- 
bernacles drew necre, the Diſciples and thoſe that were ofthe 
kinred of our Saviour according to the fleſh, wentvp to thefealt, 
but he.remained in Galile z notwithſtanding, a litle after hewent 
priuily-vp : now betweene Galile and Ternfalem were accounted 
{1xeand fhtriemiles, J0h.7, Vpon the ninth day of October was 
this teaſt celebrated in Ieruſalem : and beingnow halfe paſt, our 
52u19ur Chriſt taught publiquelic in the:Temple, 7oh.7.' Vpon 
the-fifreenth day of October ,/ it beingthe laſt day of the feaſt of 
the Tabernacles,and the ſaboth day,he taught the ſecond:rime 
pupliquely in the Temple, &1o continued preaching and doing 
muyaclcs.in, leruſalem yntill rhe feaſt of the Dedicarion, which 
was kept about the Midle of winters Matgyu! tt tots 10201 


Inthe month 0f Nouember he preached dayliein the Temple 

& atnightwent tothemount of Oltues, where hce reſted, which 
was adgue haltea mile trom Teruſalem , and euerie morning re- 
tnracd backe tothe Ten me Avthis ttmetherecamewnto him 
Eertamnghdcripzs ang Phariles, who brought Tag" had 
' ecnc 
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heene lately taken in adultrie, and faid vnto him, Maſter, what 
hall wee doe with this woman &c ? And heanſwered, Hee among 
ju that is without ſine, throw the firft fone ather , lohn 8. Abour 
this time alſo were the ſermons concerning the power of the 
Sonne of God,anda great diſputation between our Sauiour and 
the Iewes.19h.8. for which cauſe they would haue ſtoned him. In 
the moneth of December Chriſt wintered in Ieruſalem.and reci- 
zedthe parable of the ſheepe, 19h. 1 0. : alſo ypon the Saboth day 
1litle before the feaſt ofthe Dedication he healed a man that was 
borne blind, 2oh.9. | 

Inthis feaſt of the ewes ( being angrie becauſe he had healed 
the blinde man vpon.the Saboth day ) compaſſed our Sauiour a- 
boutas he was in Solomons Porch : and when they heard our Sa- 
uiour confeſſe openly that he was the Sonne of God, they began 
togrow intoa furie, and for verie anger would haue ſtoned him 
todearh, Wherefore our rae err went thence beyoud 
lordan, and continued there the reffof the Winter, 7h. 1 0. But 
beforc hee went from ITeruſalem, there were returned vnto him 
certaine of the ſeuentie Deſciples,whicha litlebefore(in the mo- 
neth of September) he had ſentabroad , and thereat that time he 
recited the fimilirude of the man whodeſcending from Ieruſa- 
lem to Iericho fell amongſt theeues. This ſimilitude ſeemeth to 
detaken from the preſent occaſion , becauſe our Sauiour Chriſt 
poing from Ieruſalem beyond Iordan, was to palle thorough 
o wildernefles juſt in the way as they goe thence to Iericho,

At the ſame time he went from Ieruſalem to Bethania, which 
naSalmoſt two miles, and there viſited Mary and Martha, where 
Wrths miniſtred vnto him ; but Adary fltting at his feet gaue di- 
lgent heed to his doQtrine, Zac; 10. 

At this time hee tooke his leaue of theſe two ſiſters, and went 
thence to Bethabara beyond Iordan, where 7obn baptized, which 
ns 16 miles, it being now aboutthe midſt of Winter, Chriſt at 
dis time being about 33 yeares ofage. ' | 

| Tamnot ignorant thatthereare manic which referre that long 
ournic of our Saniour Chriſt when hee went to viſite all Tudea,

And becauſe of the a- 
boundance- of Fiſhes that were.in the ſea of Galile, Peter and 
Andrew became Fhers,and in that vocation pat their living, till 
our Lord and Sauiour Chriſt made them fiſhers of men, Matth.4. 
Lake 5. Beforethe birth of Chriſtthis was bur a ſmall rowne, and 
without doubt was fo called from hunting ; becauſe cloſe by it 
ond a wilderneſle that did greatly abound with wilde beafts.

name of Tuliades,inhonour of the ſaicd 7alie ; this towne reedifi- 
ed and enlarged by Philip , was called againe , inthe time of our 
bleſſed Lord and Sauiour Chriſt, after the auntienrt name Beth- 
faida, and ſo continueth to this day .

Before the birth 
of Chriſt it was called Kinnereth, that is,the citie of the Harpeafter 
which name the Lake of Tibcrias,or Sea of Galile is called, Ng, 
1 4+ But Herod the Tetrach of Galile, at whoſe commaund Jahy 
the Baptiſt was beheaded,did beautihe this citic with manie faire 
buildings,and compaſled it about with ſtrong walls, and after Ti- 
berias Ceſarsname calledit Tiberias. Hee alſo gathered thithet 
manie inhabitants; "and indowed 1t with manie large priuiledges. 
For although this place before the reftoring of the citie was very 
filthic and impure, by reaſon of the dead bodie both of men and 
beaſts which lay in that place ; from whence it bapned that the 
lewes ſhunned this place,as vtterly valawful.and durſtnot dwell 
there : yet notwith(tanding Herod with fingular induſtry and dtlt- 
gcnce remoued all that filchineſle, and in that veric place built vp 
this citic,both faireand ſpacious : partly with gifts, partly with 
taire ſpeeches alluring manie Tewes to inhabite therein , Mane 
poore people alſo buile themſelues houſes attheir owne charge, 
and thoſe that had no children 2aue way vnto thelibertie of the 
cirie ; beſides, manie rich and noble men were conſtrained tore- 
mouec thceir'whole familics, and rtodwell in this citie : ſo thatin 
ſhort time it became veric well peopled,according to Loſephu ib. 

An'tq.18.ca.4405 Egifip.lib.z.cap.3. | a 
Not aboue two aulcs from Tibcrias towards the South , ” 
the 
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the ſhore of the ſea of Galile ſtood Tarachxa, a town wherein 79- 
ſephus dwelt. now it hapned that the citizens of Tiberias, vpon 
ſome diſcontent, and as it wasthought at the Inſtigation of one 
Clitus, fell into rebellion ; of which 19/ephws hauing certaine in» 
telligence, he cauſedall.the gates of Tarachza to be ſhut, leſt any 
man going thence, ſhould diſcloſe his intentions, oranic com- 
ming from Tiberias ſhould moue that citie alſo to rebellion ; and 
then priuily ſent out a commaund to aſſembleall the ſhips and 
other veſſels that were vpon the ſea or lake, euenitothe number 
of 2 3 » ſhips; all which he cauſed tobe manned onely with foure 
men a piece, and ofa ſudden ſayled towards Tiberius. But when 
he came within view of the cirie,ſo thatthe citizens from the wal 
might diſcerne the ſhips he left the body of the nauy a good way 
remote from Tiberias, and tooke onely one ſhippe manned-with 
ſeuen men,and went cloſe tothe citie of Tiberias as it ſeemed, to 
have had a parley with the citizens : but they ſeeing ſuch a mul- 
titude of ſhips,and the bold reſolution of 7oſephws,ſuppoling that 
they had been ſufficiently manned , and conteined a great armie, 
were greatly affraid ; inſomuch that they caft away thetrarmes, 
and came out of thecitic with humble petitions to Joſephus, in- 
treating him to ſpare the citie,and to take pitic of the inhabitants. | 
Notwithſtanding hee vtrerly refuſed to ſhew them ante mercie, 
malcſſe they would deliuer ynto him the Rulerof the citie, whictt 
they did : ſo hee {etled the affaires of thartowne, and tooke the 
Ruler chereof with him to Tarachza, where he. commuted him 
to priſon, 

Butafter, it being certainly found out that one Clitus was-the 
principall author of this rebellion, he ſent Lewys one of: his guard 
with commaund to apprehend him,and to cut off bath his hands, 
Of which puniſhment Clizws being: ccrtainely,.informed,, - with 
teares and prayers humbly beſought this. Zeezu that hee would 
parc one ot his hands, and hee would willingly-looſe:the other ; 
which with much ado was graunted him, vpon conditionthat he 
hould cur off. hisawne-hand : ſo:hee:tooke, his ſword and cut off 
us left hand ; which being done, 1o/ephis returned the eaptiues to 
Tiberias,and received the inhabitants againeinto fauounand cuer 
iter ceteinedit in gbedience, DI 9:4 mY 
wv, Veſpaſion 


his expedition againſtTeruſalem, as it appeareth in Joſephus libr, 
de Bello, Tuda. 1 7.cap. 16. Butthe inhabitants fearing his greax. 
neſle, willingly ſubmitted themſelues ro his power, and opened 
vnto himthe gates, going forth of the citie tomeete him.with 
reathumilitic, giuing him and his whole armie entertainment 
into thecitic, receiving him with muſicke aud ſongs, and with 
great acclamations and ſhoutes,calling him their ſawiour and pro. 
teor: which kind of curtelies,the Emperor tooke very louingly; 
and in token of thankfulnefle for this kindneſſe, he commanded 
his ſouldiers(after they had broken downa great partof the wall 
vpon the South ſide, that they ſhouldabſtaine from all manner of 
rapine and violence ; {othat hee continued there peaciblie, and 
went away peaceably, 
This citie to this day ( as Borchardas the monke ſaith) is a faire 
towne,ſcituated to the longitude, vpon theſhore of the ſaidk 
there being vpon the South ſide many wholeſome bathes 
ſprings. And there areto be ſcene alſo many great ruins of decay- 
ed buildings . The land alſo roundabout ir is very pleaſant and 
fertile, abounding with Palme trees, Vines, Oliues,and Figs.This 
citic in auncienttime was ſcituated in the Tribe of Ifſachar, 


Of Tyr 4 or For. 


His was the chiefe towne of Phoenitia , diſtant from Ietuſa- 
lem one hundred miles,towardsthe North, It was firſt buil- 

ded by the citizens of Sidon (becauſe of a {edition that happened 
in that citie) 245 yearcs before the temple of Solomom,as loſephm 
faith, iuſt in theplace, where at this day the ruines of ancient 
Tyreare to be ſeene, But aftcr it began to grow famous, which 
was about ſuch time as Troy was deſtroyed , king Angenor remo- 
ued it tea rocke which ſtood in the heart of the Mediterranean 
ſea,compaſſed about therewith like an Iſland , Ezek. 26. andbe- 
ſtowed greatcoft in fortifying & building it, It ſtood round,com- 
po ſed with ſtrong wals,beautificd with 000! buildings,& fair- 
y iciruated,for the intertainement of ſhips ; for which purpole, 
on cuerie tide there were many ſafe haucys and harbot$1 de. It 
| was 
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was but a ſmall towne, almoſt three miles about, and ewo miles 
wide : yet the greateſt mart tovrne inthoſe parts, for Merchants 
reſorted thither from all the three parts of the world ( Europe, 
Afia, and Africa) as well for the vetering as buying commodi- 
ties ;and was made {o muchthe more famous, becauſe of the ſci- 
tvarion and ſtrength. Ir ſtood diſtant trom rhe land of Phaenicia 
almoſt two miles , vvon which continent they had obtained a 
portion of land for the maintenance of the citte, containing 
19900 paſles in compaſle. The citizens al{o being greatly inri- 
ched, becaule of their trathque, built vp many faire ciries'& rowns 
in more remote parts,which they added to their juriſdifion, as 
Lepr's, V tica, and Carthaze, fcituared in Africa. They alſo built 
Cades, which at this day 1s call. d Caliz, as Plnylaicth, lib, 5 .cap, 
19. bcing ſcituated ina very faire Ifland in the Medeterranjan 
ſea, not far from Hercules pillars ; infomuch as the citizens ofthis 
towne, hauing thus inlarged their command, and increaſed their 
ſubſtance; In euery place they called themſelues Princes,ond took 
ypon them to weare ſcarlet and purple, which colours in that 

laceaboueall other colours, were moſt artificially dyed : And 
bv ſe of theraritie of them, tranſported thence into manic 
countries more remote . But becauſe of their extreame arro- 
eancicand pride, it was twice conquered and ruinated : Firſt by 
Nabnchadonoſar , Enapcrour of Babylon : and then by Alexander 
the Great, as it appcareth in Quint.Curtiws [ib,4. inthe lite of CAH- 
lexander. 

Now the occaſion that Alexander made warre vpon this ct- 
tie, wasbecauſe the citizens vpon a time ſending vato him cer- 
taine Embaſſadours with a crowne of gold, intokenof friend- 
ſhip, and to congratulate his proſperitic (which heeacceptcd ve+ 
rie kindly and gaue them royall entertainement,as to his friends) 
amongſt other things , hee 101d them that hee would come vn- 
totheir citie, and doe (acrifiſe vatotheir god Hercnles ( for the 
kipgs ofthe Macedonians are perſyaded that they proccede from 
the ofspring of that god, and. beſide hee was comaunded. by an 
Oracle ſo to doe)Bur the Embaſſadors of Tyre anſwered,tharche 
Temple of Hercules ſtood withour the citic| in Pagtzrong-where 
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aunctent Tyze ſtogd ; ſo that the king might cablic came thither

to doe ſacrifice. But Alexander hearing theſe words, could not 
containe himſelfe, but in great uy anſwered, And doe you 
proude citizens put ſuch truſt in the ſtrength and ſcituation of 
your citic, that you thinke 1 am notable tocome to it with m 
2rmic by land 2 You ſhall well perceiue within this ſhorte ſpace, 
that you are { cituated vpon the continent, and that I will enter je 
and ſack it. With theſe terrible words the Embaſladors depar. 
ted ; and ſhortly after Alexander followed them witha great and 
mighticarmie. 

But when it was knowne that Alexander had vndertaken the 
ſacking of this citie, there were many that thonght ir almoſt im. 
polsible for him to accompliſh his deſignes , firſt, becauſe of the 
inconſtancie of the windes, and the vehemencie of the water, 
wherebyall ſuch matter as they caſt into the ſea to1oine It to the 
continent would be driuen away by the violence of the water, 
Againe, thecitie was compaſſed about with ſuch exceeding high 
walls, and fortified with ſuch ſtrong towers, that it wasnot poſſh 
ble forhim tobring any Engines to batter them, or faſten anie 
ſcaling ladders to aſcendthem vnleſle it were by ſhips. Twice 
Alexander attempred by flinging into the Sea mightie trees of Li- 
banus, and heapes of theruins of auncient Tyre, to haue madea 
bridge.toit,orclſe iojone it to the continent, inſomuchas the Ty» 
rians mocked the Macidonians, ſaying, What, can your king 4- 
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texander conquer Neptune the god of the ſea 7 For the violence of 


the ſea was ſo extreame that it carried away all things with it, and 
oftentimes broke the ſhips that were ioined together to make a. 
bridge,and drowned the ſouldicrs that beſieged 8& fought againſt 
the citic. During this ſiege, acitizen of Tyrus dreamt tharttheir 
Idoll Apolls would depart trom them , wherevpon rhey bound 
the Image of Apollo with a chaine of gold vnto the pillar where- 
on hee ſtood, that he mightnot leaue them, There hapned alſoa 
horrible oftent amongft the Macidonians : for acertaine ſouldier 
breaking bread there fell from ir ſome few drops of bloud ; at 
the hearing of which accident, Alexander was greatly amazed, 
yntill he wasreſolued by one Ariftander a very skilfull Prophet, 
Thar if it iſſued from ofthe out-ſide of the bread, it had betoke- 
acd a heutecuent tothe Macidonians ; but in regard that it = 
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forthwith conquer the towne hee had ſo long beſieged : And ſo 
it happened ; for when Alexanger,had belteged the citic for the 
ſpace of ſeuen monthes, with greatdifticulty hee wanit : but be- 
fore hee could win it, he was conſtrained to vica great multitude 
of (hips, and faſten them together with yron-bonds, vpon which 
placing many engins of batrerie, and other offenſtuc inſtruments, 
what with the mouing of rhe ſhips, and the extreame violence of 
the batterie, they ouercame the citig., TÞis exploit LAlexander 
performed when he was 25 ycarcs of age, and about 302 yeares 
before Chriſt, | 

Therewas one thing that Alexander did during his fiege that 
was memorable : far,betore any. ot his ſouldiers, would attempt 
toaſcend the walls, he went in perſon, with his crawne vpon his 
head, andin princely armour, and ſcaled a high tower ofthe ci- 
tie, where he expreſt an extraordinarie reſolution ; and by reaſon 
of his courage, did great hurt to the enemic, who perceuing him 
tobe the king, reſorted tqthat place in great heapes, and ſhot at 
him with all cheir might ; but hee manfully detcnded himſelte, 
and compelled the enemic to flie, inthis aſſault there were 6000 
of the inhabitants {laine >and atterhee had centred the walles,and 
lackt the citric, he cauſed 2000 to be ticd to croſſes and throwne 
into the:ſea. from whence it may be gathered, That:God by this 
young Prince did'accompliſh this great worke, that the prophe- 
lies of the Prophets 1/4.23.1erom.43.and Ezekiel 25.26, might bc 
fulfilled, 

Afterward, Alexander (as Plinie and Straboobſeructh) cauſed 
the ſea tobe filled vp,thas.icmight be no more an I{land, and ioi- 
ned it tothe continent : vpon which place he cauſed Tyrus to be 
rebuilded, and compaſſed jt about with a wall fine and rwentie 
toot thick, ſtrenthened with twelue towers, that it might be ſufh- 
ciently fortihed, to:ovppole the incurſion of any encmie z ſothat 
it-continuedlafe a long timoafrer,and inthe time,of our ſaviour 
Chriſt was a fairecitic, though ithcuerarraind ro the former dig- 
nitieand powerthat it had before Alexander conquered ir. The 
auncient Citic'of Tyre was diſtant troa. this, citic, about foure 
miles towards the Sbuth. Joann 1 
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Our Sauiour Chriſt being in the borders of Tyrus and Sidon, 
helpt a woman of Canaan , whoſe daughter had beene cruelly 
tormented with adiuell, Afatth, 15. In the time of Dioclefian the 
Emperour , there were manie Martyrs put to death inthis citie; 
Andatthis time it is called by the name of El porta del Far, that 
is,the hauen of Zur : as it was inthe old Teſtament called by the 
name of Zor.In the yeare 1 100, when the holy Land was mthe 
hands of the Chriſtians,there was an Archbiſhop of Tyre, vnder 
whoſe gouernement were the Biſhops of Prolomais,Sydon, and 
Beryrtie &c. The holie man Orgen lyeth buried in thiscitie,inthe 
church of the holy Sepulchre, which is commpaſled about , and 
fortified with a mightieſtrong wall. Therealſo lies buried the 
Emperor Fredericke tarbaroſſs, who A.D.11 90, after he had done 
many valiant aQts , and fought many great barrels for the chriſt 
ans againſt the Turkes and Sarazens, being ouercome by Saphads 
nw the Sultans ſonne,and put ro flight , was drowned in the riuer 
Suro,tothe great griefe of hisarmie : Buthee left behind himy 
ſamous report. Pope Alexander the thrid (being a great encmieto 
this Emperor) in ſaint Markes church,in the citie of Venice,when 
this Prince ſubmitted himſelfe to his holineſle, ſer his foot 
hisnecke,repeating theſe words : Thow ſpalt treadpon the Aſpe and 
pon the Bazdlwke (7c. Enſebius in his Eccletiaſticall Hiſtorie ſaith, 
that there are yet ſtanding in Tyre certaine Marble pillars, ando- 
ther pretious ſtones of a wonderfull greatneſſe, that it amazeth 
ſuch as behold them : neere to which, there haue beene manie 
Chriſtians and Pilgrims put todeath by the Sarazens. Thereare 
allofoure wells of wholeſome and pleaſant water, ſtanding not 
far from it, of which wells you may reade before.

His alſo wasacitic of Phcenicia, ſcituateddpon the ſhore of Yd 
the Mediterranean ſea, thirtic fixe miles from Ieruſalem to- 
wardsthe North; and ſixteene from Tyrus . Intimes paſt it was 
aſgned tothetribe of Aſhur, and lay vpon'the bordersof the 
Philiſtines,ncere romount Libanus . Being called Sidon or Zi- 


don,of iden the ſonne of Canaan , who firſt built it, Gey,10. And 
| es 
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pnifies s hunter. It was a noble mart town,wherein much Satin 
was made, which kind of ſtuffe was very pretious amongſtthe 
lewes : and it is ſaid, that 7o/eph of Aramathia wrapped the body 
of our Saviour. in white ſatin: For in Matthew 17 it is/ called 
Ladin,which in Engliſhis fatin. And as at this day vhe fineſtglaſſc 
smadeat Venice, ſothe fineſt glafſe in thoſe times was made 
x Sarepta, a citie that belonged to the Sidonians :abour which 
there ſtood many mines, of which ir is called Sarepta, as you may 
reade before, 

This towne in times paſt was one of the chiteſt cities of Phce- 
nitia; Bur becaule of the extraordinarie pride ot the citizens, God 
flicted them with diuers puniſhments , and brought in Ocho 
ting of :he Prftans, who: beſieged it and by treaſon wan ir, and 
burr it to the ground, as Di-dorws ficulus lib.t6, ſaieth. The 
citizens whereof, were driuen to ſuch ſtraightes by the enemy, 
that there periſhed inthe fier aboue fortie thouſand men, With- 
nawhile after Darius (laſt Emperour ofthe Perſians) rebuilt it, 
but made it nothing ſo burifull, neither fortified 1t in like manner 

'$it was before;heordained one Strato to be king thereof, a man 
roud and arogant, After, about three hundred and two yeares 
fore thenatiuitic of Chriſt, Alexander being then but 24 yeares 
otage, hauing ouercame Darixs that mighry Emperour of the 
Perſians, at Iffa a citie of Cilicia, ina oruclland ſharpe war : Hee 
lent Hepheſt ion, one of his Princes, to the Sidonians with au- 
thoritic to depoſe Serate, and to let the citizens vnderſtand that 
they ſhould choſe him for their king , whom they thought molt 
worthy ofthat honor,as Quizt.Curti, ſhewethy/ib.4., Ar this time 
there was a certaine young man amongſt the followers of He- 
Mefiion, ln whole behalfe he moucdthe citizens that he might be 
their king ; but they refuſed, ſaying, it was not their cuſtometo 
uſe any to rule ouer them, bur ſuch as-was of the kings ſtock 
nd progenic, Hepheſtion hearing this aunſwer, greatly admired 
h2ir reſolution and modeſty, efpecially when they. refuſed to 
xcept him to be their king, whom others had ſoughtto obtaine 
with fier and {word , ſaying : Truly there is more required to 
fule and gounrhe a kingdome, then to getit z but yet name one 
rato me of royall diſcent, whom you would willingly receive _ 
e 
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be your king. 'So they named vnto him :4b4olomine, who had 
beene knowne to haue beene of the kings ſtocke, by manie dig 
ſcents ; but becauſe of his ponertie hee was conſtraned todyelf 
in the ſuburbs of rhe Citie in a litle cottage, and had litle elſe but 
2 Garden to lite ypon. This man howſocuecr poore,and becauſg 
of that, of many contemned ; yct hee was knowne to bec honeſt 
and of an vprighr life, following with all diligence his VOcation, 
withour any regard of other buſineſſes ; infomuchas hee was yts 
terly ignorant ofall there ſtirres and combuſtions which hadſg 
lately vexed Aſia. As he was now in his garden digging andl;. 
bouring, purging it of weedes, and planting hearbes, Hephefliay 
with the reſt of the citizens came vnto him, and brought himthe 
robes and habiliments of a king. The poore Gardener ſtoodg. 
mazed to ſee ſuch a company of gallants come vnto him :but 
Aepheſtion told him, That the occation of their comming wastg 
makean exchange with him of thoſe royall ornamentes whictihe 
bad in his hands, for thoſe poore and foule garments which hee 
wore; therefore gocand waſh thy ſclfe and returne. So hee did, 
where imedia:ly rhey pur vpon him thoſe royall roabes, and 
ſ1Jured him as their Soucraigne, Atrer theſe things were finiſhed, 
quoth Zepheſtion,now remember in what cſtatethouart, nomore 
a Gardner buta King ; and therefore take vnto thee the mindand 
reſolution of a king, rhat ſo thou mayeſt rule and gouerne this 
Citie as a man worthy of that honor;and remember, that although 
the liues and goods of thy ſubiects are at thy command, vetly 
them thou walt choſen, ncither be forgerfull of him that wasthe 
auther of thy honor. 

No ſooner was he enthroniſed in the kingdom, but fame (who 
1s more {peedie then a thouſand Poſts ) had diſperſed this newes 
through all the neighboring cities : ſome being thereby moued 
ro admiration, and quickned in their ſtudics ; others ſtirred vpt0 
indignation and enute, Thoſe that were mightie and friendst0 
Alexander, contemned and difpiſcd his humilitie and pouertie; 
and no ſooner were they come 1n to his preſence, but they began 
to accuſe him for his ignorance : whercfore Alexander comman- 
ded thar heeſhould come before him, where, after hee had well 


vewed his lincaments and proportion of his perſon, and en 
n 
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not perceiue itany whit repugnant to the fame of his birth, hee 
demanded of him how it was p_ that hee ſhould indure his 
ouertie with patience. To which hee anſwered, I pray the gods 
[may continue the gouermente of this kingdome with the like 
mind : for theſe hands were ſufficient for mee toline by : and as 
[had nothing ſo I wanted nothing. At which anſwere, Alexan- 
krthe greate was ſo well pleaſed, that hee not only gauchim all 
the Princely Iewels and Ornament$ of the firſt king , called Stra- 
#, but alſo a _ part of the bootie which hee tooke from the 
Emperour of Perf1a,and addedto his commaund all the neigh- 
bouring countries round about . This hiſtorie haue I incerated 
that therby we might perceiue the mightic power of God in all 
his workes ; that can exaltthe poore, contented with his eſtate , 
out of the very duſt,and can pull the mightie from their Throns , 
ſothe cuill carpe and care in this world togather riches , for the 
yertuous to inherite. Butto returneto Sydon : This citiedid 
ſomuch increaſe, and grew ſo famous in ſucceeding ages, that 
itwas the chiefe towne ( Tyrus onely excepted) in all Phoeni- 
ca, ioyning ypon the Weſt rothe Mhditerrancan ſea , exten- 
ding it ſelfe towards the North and South, Iying in a plaine vn- 
der Antilibanus, which mountaine lay ſum two miles off it, 
ypon the Eaſt, It oftentimes , becauſe of the prideof the inhabi- 
ants, felt the wrath and puniſhing hand of God, as well by the 
nuaſion of enemies , as ickeneſſe and dearth, according to the 
predictions of the Prophets 1/ay 28, andEzek.2 8. vntill at laſt in 
lucceeding ages it was vtterly diſtroyed : the ruines of which 
citieremaine to this day, and make euident that it wasa faireand 
ſpacious tOwne. 
F There isto be ſeene yet tothis day a citie built out of the ru- 
© nes of the former I though nothing ſo largeas it) very ſtrong, 
ad mightily fortified , ſo that it ſeemerh almoſt inuencible, if it

In this towne the Syrophzniſhan dwelt , that beſought Y tl 
our ſaviour Chriſt to heale her daughter that was poſſeſſed of a ia 
diuell, Afat.15.AMarc,7,It was called Cana,to pur a difference be- ua, 
tween it and, another Canaſcituated in Galile the lower : In I* 4 
whichcitie our ſauiour Chriſt turned water into wine.

T His citie was ſocalled from the ſtony hardnefſe of the moun- 
taines of Gilead, which compaſle it in vpon the Eaſt fide : In 
hich Prouince, the tribe of Gad, and the halfe tribe of Manaſ- 
{& inhabited, It was inauntient times called Bafan, In whichog 
hat mightic gyant-had a great command : But Moy/es ouercame 
jim, and gaue the land to the tribe of Gad, and the halfe tribe of 
Manaſſes. In Chriſts rimethe Tetrach and gounenour of it was 
thilp, who was ſonne to Herod the great, and brotherto Herod 
inipes, Tetrachin Galileand Perza ; which Herod tooke to wife 
grodia, whom his brother Philip had formerly married, the ſaid

Of Derapolis. 


His countrie is ſo called of ten cities that were ſcituated int. 
It tood beyond Tordonand the Sea of Galile,as may be ga- 
thered out of the ſeuenth chapter of Marke , which opinion Mat- 
ver afirmeth in his fifreenth chapter : ſo that it is manifeſt that 
that countrey which in times paſt was called Gilead, was after- 
ward knowne and called by the name of Decapolis, becauſe of 
merenne Cities which ſtood'there. As Chorazin, which our 
Muiour Chriſt curſed, Matthew 1 1. Gamala, where Aerippa king 
the Iewes was hurt in his right hand, 7of. de bel. lib, Ind.4..c4.1. 
uliades, builtvp by Herod CAntipas, in honor of the Empereſle 
alia. Gadara, where our Sauiour Teſts Chriſt caſt out the Legion 
if diuels and ſuffered them to enter into the heard of ſwine, 
Matthew 8. Marke 5. Aſteroth, which was the chiefecitie of that 
tountrie, in the time of Og king of Baſan , 7o/. 12. heere alſo 
hatholie man 746 ſometimes had his dwelling .

6 | His was a Citic (cituated ypon the Weſt {ide of the Galilea 
ſca,twoand fiftie miles from Ieruſalem towatds the North: 
in which countrey, Marie, who of this towne was allo called 
dalen) was bornce , At this day this citic 1s called by the nameof 
Caſtle Magdala : in which place they ſhew the houſe of Marie 
Magdelen. Vpon the Weſt and North ſideof the citie,therelieth 
a great and ſpatious Plain, preſerucd only for paſture, which Ayr, 
cap.$. calleth Dalmanutha,that is, drawne ary, or 4 poore and med 
habitation :being deriued of DAL 4 L,which (ignifieth he hathmade 
arie , and MA © Na houſe,or dwelling place. It may bee a notable. | 
gvrc of the Chriſtian church,which in this world may rightly be 
{aid tohauea poore habitation;but yet isa right Magdala, thatis, 
a ſtrong and impregnable Tower, againſt which the gates of hell 
ſhall not be abled to preuaile, Mat. 1 6. Vpon the borders of Mag- 
dalaand Dalmanutha,the Pharifes & Sadduces tempting of our 
bleſſed Sauiovr Chriſt, demaunded of him a ligne fom bent 
Mu.15+16.Marc.$,This citic belonged to the Tribe of Ifſachar. 


Of Thabor. 


Mow Thabor was a round and high hill , vpon which our 
bleſſed Saviour Chriſt was transfigured , ſcituated vpon the 
borders of the Tribes of Ifſacharand Zebulon, fiftie twomiles 


from the citie Icruſalem towards the North,and extending it ſelf 
towar 
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towards the South tothe river Kiſon. Here Deborah and Barack 
diſcomfited the Hoſt of ye king of the Canaanites, and put 
them to flight, 1#dg.4. Of this mountaine you may reade P/.$9. 
Hoſea 5 .lerem 4.5 . There was alſoa towne called after the ſame 
name ſcituatedar the foote of this mountaine,where Jibaand Jl- 
won kings of the Medianites put todeath the brothers of Gideos, 
Isde. 8. It was a verie fruitfull and pleaſant place. Concerning 
the ſignification of the name, you may read before. Bgefippme 
ſaith, that this mountaine is almoſt foure miles in hight, and that 
ypon the tope thereof there is a round Plaine almoſt three miles 
oucr, in which there growes great plentie of trees of anadmira- 
ble pleaſantneſſe and ſweetneſſe, amongſt which trees there are 
maniebirds which ſing veriepleaſantly,to the great delight of all 
ſuch as heare them ; and the ayre vpon the top of it is verie pure 
andpleaſant. | 
Itis the receiued opinion, that ypon the top of this mountaine . 
our Sauiour Chriſt in the preſence of Peter, James, and lohn, was 
transfigured and hee ſpoke with the holy porphets Avo/er and E- 
lias, Matth. 1 7.Lxc.9 : which place at this day is compaſſed about 
with agreat wall, within which isa fayre andpleaſant Orchard, 
, watered with manie cleere and goodly Springs, but there isno 
man that dwels in it, (notwithſtanding there are manie*townes 
and inhabitants at the foote of the mountaine) neither doe they 
think any man worthie to dwell in it, they hold it in ſuch eſtima- 
tion, and reuerence it as the hill of God, There are to be {ſcene 
in it djuers great ruins of Pallaces, Towers,and Princely edifices, 
in which at this day there harborus manie Lions and other wilde 
beaſts. Tt is veric difficult toaſcend yp to the top of it, it is ſo ex- 
ceeding high: itis one of the principall hills in the holy land, not 
onely becauſe that Chriſt on it was transfigured, but becauſe ir is 
yerie fruitful, and plentifully aboundeth with Vines and other 
profitable plants and hearbs. Theayre thereof is wholſomeand 
pocd,and the dew vpon it riſing thick and ſweet, with indifferent 
raine;the trees high and faire, greene both Winter and Summer: 
at the foot of this mountaine, towards the South neere to Endor 
n the way that leaderh from Syria into Zgipt, is ſhewed the 
Place where (as it is ſaid ) Melchiſadech met with Abrahams, A

which was the ſecond day of the firſt month Abib, Zazarws died, 
But L4z4rm being dead and buried, then our Sauiour Chriſt 
wentfrom Bethabara towardes Tericho , which wasecight miles, 
Toh. rt 4. Lauc.$.and in the way aman came to him, and faied, Good 
Maſter, what ſhalt 1 doe that 1 mizht inherite eternal life ? Chriſt ſaied 
vnto him, Goe and ſell all that thou haſt, and gine it onto the poore, and 
thou ſhalt find treaſure in heanen, and then come and follow me : but 
(becauſe he was verierich ) he refuſed and went his way .

* Awonſtine, Serm.l60, was ſomuchthe more wonderfull, becauſe 
he appeared ynto them ſubſtantially aad efteCtualy, not as a Phay- 
taſma or ſhadow which vaniſheth away, and 1s without anie cor- 
poriall ſubſtance. 

In the ſame moneth of Aprill, our Sautour Chriſt appeareda- 
cainto Peter, Thomas, Nathaniel, the ſonnes of Jebedews, and other 
two Diſciple, as they were fithing vpon the ſhore of Tiberiss, 
which ſtood 56 miles from Ieruſalem towards the North, be- 
tiveene Bethſaida and Capernaum, 7oh.2 1. Theday of this appa- 
rition 15 not ſet downe. 

From the Sea of Tiberias necre to Capcrnaumand Bethſaida, 
to mount Thabor {cituated in Galile,is reckoned ten miles: there, 
about the end of the moneth of Aprill, our Sauiour Chriſt appea- 
red toaboue fiue hundred brethren at once, Where manie wor- 
{hipped him, and others doubted, Mat. 28. 1.Cor.15. In the mo- 
neth of May, our Sauiour Chriſt appeared to James the ſonneof 
Alpheus, for he had beene ſeenec betore of 1ames the ſonne of Jebe- 
aeus, both which were after crowned with martyrdome, in the 
citie of Ierufalem, the ſonne of Febedews vpon the fiue and twen- 
ticth day of Iuly, tenyeares after the reſurreRion : and the ſonne 
of Aiphews, vpon the feaſt day of the Paſſeouer was thrown from 
a pinnacle of the Temple, nine and twentie yeares after the re- 
{urretion of Chriſt, _ | | 

Vpon the fortierh day after his refurreRion, hee returned 56 
mites to Ieruſalem, where his diſciples were aſſembled together: 


and vpon the fourteenth day of May, inthe fight of all the __- t0\ 
05, 
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ſtles,with great triumph and ioy he aſcended vpinto heauen, and 
ſitteth at the right handof his father in diuine Maicſtic and glory 
Mark.ey Luke vit._AT;1.Pſal.28.Epheſ.1.1.Pet.z.Heb.1.So theſe 
Traucls of our Sauiour Chriſt were 319 miles . Burt if you rec- 
konall his Trauels, from the time of his infancietillthe day of 
his alcen{10n,they make 3093 miles. Beſides his generall viſttati- 
ons and tournies hithcrand thither, which were fo manie, that as 
John witneſleth in his laſt chaprer,they could not be diſcribed. 


Of the townes and places to which he trauelled.. 


Of lericho, 


His -citie ſtgod* very plcifantly-in the Tribe of Beniamen, 
ten miles from Icruſalem towards the Northeaſt. 1oſbua 0- 
uercame this town by ſounding of trumpets, /o/.6. Heb.1 1. it was 
rebuilt by Zrell , and was compaſſed about with ancw wall by 
Herod,that mightic king of the Iewes, who put the inocent chil- 
dren to death, and called itafter his mothers name, Ciprus, Jof .de 
bell. Ind.lb.1.cap.16. And although this citic was taken and vt- 
terly ouerthrowne the ſecond time by the Romanes.,at ſuch time 
as Yeſpatian and his ſonne Titzs waſted anddeftroyed Icrufalem 
and all the land of Tudea yet afterwards it yas reedified, . and in 
lJeromstime(which was 400 yeares after Chriſt) was a fairecitie, 
There was ſhewen the houſe of Fachems, and the Sycomer tree 
that he went vpon toſce Chriſt, Zuc.19 : but by realon of the of- 
ten de ſtructions and deuaſtations that hath fallen vponitr, there is 
not tobe ſecnc at this day aboue eight houſes intherowne ; and 
all the monuments and reliques of &% holy placcsare vtterly de- 
ſtroyed,the houſe of Jacheus nor the Sycomore tree is no more to 
bee ſcene in that place : onely the place is to be {ſecne- where our 
Sauiour reſtored the blind man to light, when becriedafter him, , 
Lord, thow ſonne of Dauid hawe mercie pox me, Luk. 18. Alloal- 
though this countrie thoroughout be veric truitfull andpleaſanr, 
yet isit nothing ſo fertile & pleaſant as it was when the chuldren 
of Itracldwclt there , for the roſes of Iericho are no-moreto be 
tound there, but rather in a village ſixtcene miles beyond Iordan 
towards the! Eaſt : aud although they ſtand fo far diſtant of, yer 
they-

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they retaine their auncient name, Betweene Icruſalem and Teri. 
cho, there is adeſart or wilderneſſe, which by the inhabitants of 
rhe Holy landis called Quarentena, where the man of which 
Chriſt ſpeaketh fel amongſt theeues, Zac. 1 0. There is 1n the ſame 
placeart this day great theeuing and manic robberies commire 

as Brittenbacchus ſaith. In this place alſo there is to be ſeene thei. 
uer Chereth,where the Rauens fed Elizs, r .Reg.17. Neecretole. 

richo alſo is found theriuer,the water wherof Ehſe«s made ſweet 

by flinging in of ſalt, wheras before it was bitter ; and it remain- 

eth vere pleaſant and ſweet to this day, 2.Reg.2. 


Of Ephraim. 


Ts citie is ſo called from the pleaſantneſſe and fruitfulneſſe 
of the ſoile, being deriued of PARAH, to frudfifre : it lyeth 
eight miles from Ieruſalem towards the Northeaſt, iuſt in the 
way as yougoe from thence to Iericho, inthe wilderneſle of 
Quarentena,cloſe by the riuer Cherith,in the Tribe of Beniamin, 
Here our ſauiour Chriſt, after he had raiſed Zazarmus from death 
tolife, hid himſelfe with his Deſciples, becauſe the Iews ſought 
to takeaway his life by deſceit. The Paſſouer following, hewas 
madea ſacrifice for the ſinne of man, Joh. 1 1. 


Of Bethania. 


T7 citie wasa Type of the Church, whichis alwayes ſubie@ 
tothe crofle, and expoſed to cuerie calamitie : and therefore 
iscalled Bethania, that 1s, the houſe of ſorrow and afflitton ; being 
deriued of BAITH, 4houſe; and ON1 afflidtion : according rothe 
Prophelic of our Sauiour,who foretold of the afflitions and tri- 
bulations which ſhould tall ypon his Church, Tow ſhall mourne but 
you ſhall not be comforted and your priefe ſpall b: turned into io. It 
was diſtantfrom Ieruſalem almoſt two miles towards the South ' 
calt. Borchardus the Monke obſcrueth, that cloſe by a Well, a- 
bout a ſtones caſt out of this towne, there is ſhewed the place 
where Martha met our S2uiour Chriſt when he came to Bethaniag 
and alitle after, called her ſiſter ro meete him, 70.1 1. Theres 
ſhewnealſo in this townc the houſe of Simon the leaper, where a 
certaine woman hauing an alablaſter boxe of pretious ointment 


pou 


Marths, to which our Sautour did oftentimes reſort, Zak. 1 0. 10h. 
11.57.12. and inthat place there is at this day a Church built in 
honour of thoſe two ſiſters, which were the ſiſters of Zazarw. 
There isalſo ſeene the &@pulchre out of which Lazarw was raiſed 
from death to life, 704.2 r:which ſtands cloſe by the ſaid Church, 
and ouer it is builta Chappell of marble, verie decent and come- 
ly. The Saracens hold this Chappell in great eſtimation. You 
cannot ſee the citie of Ieruſalem from Bethania, becauſe of the 
mount of Oliucs, but as ſooneas you aſcend alitle hill in the way 
as you goe thence to Teruſalem, you. may deſcerne mount Sion & 
a part of the citie: thea when you are diſcended from thar hil, the 
citie is againe hidden. Afrer that vpon the left ſide of the mount 
of Olies, ſome ſtones caft from Bethpage, you doe leaue a ſmall 
village ftanding vnder the mountaine of Offence, where Solomon 
in::mcs paſt committed [dolitrie. From this village the Aſſeand 
the Colt was brought vnto Chrift. Not farre from thence,vpon 
the South f1deas you goc vpon the mount of Oliues, you come 
yato the place where Chriſt mounted vpon the Aſſle, as we reade 
Matth.2 1. Andalittleafter you may ſee the wholecitie of Icru- 
falem,with Solomons Temple, and the Church of the holie ſepul- 
chre,with many other holy places. Thenas you diſcend from the 
top of the mount of Oliues,you may ſee theplace where the mul- 
titnde cryed, Hoſanna, bleſſed be he that commeth in the name of the Lord 
And iathis diſcenralſo our Sauiour Chriſt wept ouer Ieruſalem, 
ſaying,0 lernſalem, leruſalem, how often would 1 hane gathered thee un- 
der my wing as 4 Hen gathereth her Chickins, but thou wonldeft nos. 


Of Bethpage. 


Ethpage ſtandeth vpon the right hand of the way towards the 
Eaſt.,as you goe from Bethaniato Ieruſalem;andas ſaint /erow 
faith, was ſomtimes a habitation of the Prieſts, whichat their a 
pointed times went vp to leruſalem'to miniſterto the Lord; Tt 
was {ocalled becauſe of the C—_ of Figgs that grow uy

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for PaG1M ſignifies a Figge,Cam.2, Bethpage is a notable type of 
the Church, tor that ought likewiſe to be fruitfull, and to bri 
forth fivecte Figgs,that is,$00d workes,and manic other comfor. 
table vertues,that ſo men in their afflitions might be comforted; 
As it is thought, the Fig-rree that our Sauiour Chriſtcurſed be. 
cauſe if wanted truit,ſtood not farre fronfBethpage, Mat. 2 1 . May, 
1 1. Wherefore let ys take keed that we be nor like that fruitleſſ 
Fig-tree, coucred onely (like our forefathers Adam and Ewe) with 
leaue, and bearing no fruit, Gey.3 ; leſt ſo Gods curſe fall vpon Vs, 
and webe thruſt out of eternall happineſle, Matth. 3. 


Of the Caſtle from whence the Aſſe and th: Colt were browohs 
wpon which our Saniour rode to Teruſalem. 
His Caſtle (as Adamns Riſnerus ſaith ) was a Certaine Hold 
compaſſed about with ſtrong walls, and within bewtified 

withataire pallace, ſupported with goodly columnes : it ſtood 

not farre from the mount of Olives, inſt in the deuiding of the 

way as you goc from Bethaniato Ieruſalem, for there goes one 

way to the fountain gate, and another to the valley of Gehinnon. 

Inthe Hebrew text it is called TiRAH, as you may read in Mut- 

thew, which fignifieth not onely a Gaftle; but a firme and ſure bail- 

ding, with go31 decorum andorder :tor T © R fienifies 4 circalaror- 
dey. It is credible that this Hold wasa reſting place, and thatthe 
Afeand the Colt were tycd in the way, for this cauſe, that if by 
chaunce anie trauellers were wearie (by reaſon of the tediouſnes 
of their itourney)they might hire them for certaine hourcs tocar- 
riethem ouer the mount of Oliues, and ſo returne them backe a+ 
oaine. The Allegoricall meaning ofthis Ate and the Colt, ac- 
mm opinion of -manie learned men, ſignifies the peo» 
ple of the Iewes, who were burthened with Moſes lawes : andthe 
Aﬀes Colt fignifes the reft of the Gentiles,which were not char» 
ged with the burthen of Xvoſes law, but ryed onely ro the law of 
nature. So we alfo like trauellers and ſtrangers in this miſerable 
world, aretyed to the afflitions and calamities thereof, ſtanding 
nrwo wayes, expecting the death of the bodie, and libertic 
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the ſoule ; then our Sauionr Chriſt commeth in peace and loo- * 
ſeth this bond of death(as the Apoſtle ſaith, Row. 7. )and bring- 

eth vs to that heauenly Ieruſalem, cternall ioy, according to that 


of Saint Pasl in the firſt ofthe Philippians, 1deſireto be leoſed, aud 
to be withour Lord Teſw« Chriſt. 


Of the Mount of Olixes. 


A Bout halfea mile and a furlong from Teruſalem towards the 
Eaſt, ſtood the mount of Oliues , verie fruitfull and pleaſant, 
bringing forth Oliues, Palmes, Figgs, Goſlumpine, and manie o- 
ther notable fruits ; but principally Palmes and Oliues, of which 
the mountainctaketh the name. It is ſaid in Pb, lb. 1 6.ca.19. that 
theſe Oliue and Palme trees do neuer looſe their leaues, andare 
orcene both Winter and Summer. Saint A#guftixe calleth it, The 
mountzine of ynRiou, becauſe of the fertilitic 8& pleaſantneſſe of 
it: alſo, The mountaine of health, becauſe it bringeth forth Oyles 
and manie other plants neceſſarie for phyſicke : alſo, The moun- 
taine of light , firſt, becauſe it lyeth vpon the Eaſt, ſo that the 
Sunne ſkineth in the morning verie pleaſantly vpon it, and in the 
euening when it ſetteth, the beames thereof refleing vpon the 
Temple of Ieruſalem, caſteth abewtifull light tothis mount: ſe- 
condly, becauſe it bringeth forth Oyle, which is the nouriſhment 
and life of light : thirdly, becauſe it was bewtified withthe grati- 
ous preſence of ourbleſſed Lord and Sauior Chriſt, which is the 
day-ſtarand light of the Church, riſing vp on high to enlighten 
all thoſe which ſhal be called vnto eternall happineſlce. For which 
cauſe it typically repreſenteththe Church, which is the light of 
the world, wherein are found manie Chriſtians that bring forth 
pleaſant fruit, (good workes) relicuing the neceſſity of ſuchas are 
in want, comforting the afflicted, and patiently ſupporting the ca- 
lamity and miſerie of this world, that ſothey might triumphant- 
ly reioycewith Chriſt in that heauenly citic of Ieruſalem. 

What things '7charies hath ſpoken of this: mount in his laſt 
chapter, isto be vnderſtood of the preaching of the Goſpell, and 
propagation of the Church OS the world . Saint _ 
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faith in his Epitaph vpon faint Paul, That / wn this hill the Iewes 
commonly burnt the red Cow, with the aſhes wherofthe people 
of God being ſprinckled, they were purified and fanRified ; of 
which you may reade Nam. 19.Heb.g 
Hellen the Empretle, mother to that go.ily Emperour Conſtay. 
tine the great,about the yearc of our Lord ; 3 2,cauſeda faire and 
beautifull Church tobe built vpon this mount, 1uſt inthe place 
whereour blcſſed Lord and Sauiour Chriſt aſcended vp into hez. 
ven. It was built round,all of white polliſhed Marble ; vpon the 
roppe thereof there is no roofe, but a winclow, euen as if Chriſt 
ſhould aſcend through ir, as Exſebixs ſaicth in the life of the Em. 
perour Conſtantine the great, liby.3. cap. 40. the ſamc Saint lerome 
| affirmeth in his booke de loci Hebraiexs . Heallo faith that thein. 
habitants of the Holy land, take vpon them to ſhew in this church,

wo was a village ſcituated atthe foote of the mount of O- 
lives, inapleaſantand fruitfull place . Neere vnto this vil- 
lage,as Saint Auguſtine obſcrueth,there were manie pleaſant gar- 
dens which gaue forth verie ſweete and deleRtable ſauors , vnto 
which plnce Chriſt and bis Diſciples did oftentimes reſort,as the 
Euangeliſt Lake (cap.2 2.) obſerueth . It was ſo called from the 
preſſing fourth of oyle, for GaTH or GETH , ſignifies a PreſſeJ, 
andSCHAAMEN, Oyle, Inthis place the heart of our Sauiour 
Chriſt was ſo preſt with affliction that he ſweat drops of blood: 
by which blood the finnes of our ſoules are waſhed away , and 
wee thatare wounded are made whole, as with a moſt precious 
balſome, 1/a.5 3. | | 
| Hellenthe Empreſſe,in an Orchard cloſe by this towne , ſervp 
2 faire and bautifull Church , ouer the ſepulchre of the Virgin 
Marie ; which ſhe called by the name of The mother of God, N# 
epb.lib.2.cap. 30. It is ſaied that this ſepulchre remaineth tothis 
day in this Church, made of white poliſhed marble, ſtanding a- 
bout eight and fortie ſteps vnder ground,being ſomething wider 
than the ſepulchre of Chriſt : in it there is twodoores, one togo 
in,another to goe out. But whether this be the right ſepulchre of 
thebleſſed Virgin, it cocerneth vs not, ſith it appartaineth not 
toour ſaluation, neither is mentioned in the holy ſcriptures : bur 
if anie man bee defirous ro be turther ſatisfied in ir, let him reade 
Nicephor us, who makes mention of that and her aſcention , both 
my opinion of like credite ; becauſe,I ſuppoſe,that Saint Zeke 
(who wrote the Aces of the Apoſtles, and liuedin thoſe times) 
would not haue omitted ſo memorable an ation. Butto returne 
tothe Garden of Gethſemene. About ſome fiftic paces towards 
the Eaſt of this ſepulckre of the bleſſed Virgin,cloſe by the foot 
of the mount of Oliues, ſtands acertaine chappel,juſt in theplace 
where ſometimes the towne of Gethſemene ſtood. Not far from 
this chapell, is ſhewen a certaine hollow place vnder a rocke, 
where the inhabitants ſay our Sauiour ſweate ven 148 of blood. 
They alſo ſhew a certaine ſtone whereon the Angels ſtood which 
comfortedour Sauiour . Diſcending thenceabout aſtones caſt, 
Hb 3 they 
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they ſhew vnto Pilgrimes a placecloſeby the caue inthe moune 
of Oliues,where Peter, James, and /ohn fate when Qur ſauiour was 
in his agonie. They alſo ſhew the place where Peter cut off My. 
chas care - There is to be ſeenc a memorableplace where 1uda 
betrayed our Sauiour with a kiſſe, when hee deliuered him tothe 
Iewes, Nat farreoff isto be ſcene the place where the Iewes fell 
backward when our Sautour asktthem, Whom ſecke yee ? Belides 
many other things (if Borchardus may be credited) as the impref. 
fionof his haire and head ypon a ſtone, and of his hnger, as if je 
had brene in waxe,vpon a rock : and in the place where he pray. 
ed, of his hands and knees , whichare ſo firme in ſtone thatt 
canaot bee defaced with anie inſtrument . But there haue beene 

manie in this place ſince thoſe times, which haue ſeene nonegf 

theſe things:from whence may be gathered, that they haue been 

idle deluſions vied by auncieat Monkes to get money from Pi. 

grimsand ſtrangers; & I hanc hereremembred them , that others | 
knowing theſe,may beware of the like fallacies and deceits, pur- 

polely inuented tor lucres ſake. | 7 

This garden of Gathſemene is credibly thought to haue beene 
planted informer times, by the kings, Dawid and Solomoy ; but in- 
creaſed & cnlargedby other ſucceeding Princes, that there, they 
might recreat themſelues,and receiue fome content by the fruits 
of the earth. But on the contrarie, That great king the annointed 
of the Lord,our bleſied Sauiour, in this place of pleaſure, this 
paradiſe of the [ewes , was conſtrained to vndergoe thatalmot 
ynſupportable paſſion, to make ys partakers of that heauchly.pa 
radife and place of pleaſure. 

Not farre from hence is to be ſeen the place where 1udes han- 
ged himſclfe:and alittle from that,the field of Akeldoma,which 
was bought with the thirtie Siluerlings for which 1uds berraied 
Chriſt, This field (by the appointment of the Empreile Helles) 
was'compaſled about with foure walles, in manner of a tower; 
vpoa the roppe whereof there are ſeuen diſtintdoores,like wit» 
dowes,by which the dead bodies of Chriſtiansare lct-downeaws 
tor : it15 fiftic foote wide and ſeuentic rwo long. It ſtanderhnot 
farre from the valley of Hinnon towards the Eaſt, and ypon-tbic

His brooke was ſo called becauſe of the blackeneſſe of the 
water, being derined of KAD AR, to waxeblacke. The moun- 
taine whence it firſt riſeth, ſtands not farre from Teruſalem 
towards the South , from whence it runneth thorough the valley 
of Iehoſophat(which valley being verie fat and fertile,changeth the 


colour of the water , and makes it looke blacke ) and ſo through 


leruſalem ; rhen paſſing towards the Eaſt ouera cliffe of mount 
Oliver, it fallerh intothe Lakeof Aſphaltictes, When there falls 
anieſtore of raine the channel is verie ful, but in Summer it is of- 
rentimes drie with the extremitic of heat, Ouer this brooke Da- 
vid pafled when he was hes ecuted by his ſonne Abſolon, 2 .Sam. 
16 ; and our Sauiour Chrift when hee dranke of the riuerin the 
way, that is, when he {uffred vpon the croſle for the finne of man, 
according to that ſaying of the Pſalmeſt, P/al.69, Saue me O God, 
becauſe the waters are entred euen into my ſouleD. 


of Mount Caluarie_; 


His mountaine, according tothe common opinion, was ſo 
called of dead mens $kuls , orthe skuls of ſuch who were 
putte death for ſome capitall offence. It ſtood vpon the 
Weſt fide of Teruſalem as you goe out atthe auncient gate, and is 
a part of mount Gihon. Atthis day it ſtandeth within the citieof 
Ieruſalem, together with the ſepulchre of our ſauiour : and vp- 
on it is builtafaire Church, which is ioined vnto' the Church of 
the holy ſepulchre, beingas itwere a Quire'ynto it + but it Min- 
deth ſomewhat lower. Itis built all of marble,and the inſide is all 
polliſhed and wrought verie cutiouſly. It is alſo paued with'the 
ſame ſtone. Within it, is ſcenea piece ofthepiller of ſtone! to 
which they fay Chriſt was'tyed whenhe was whipped: iti/which 
ſtone are to be ſcene certaine red' ſpecks, as if they badbin drops 
of blood , and theſe alſo(they ſay)were the blood of Chriſt when 
he was ſcurged : beſides manie other things, of which you may 
reade at thoboginning of this Treatiſe inthe deſcription'of Teru= 
lalem azitisat this day. 
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The deſcription of the holy Sepulchre_ 


He Sepulchre of Chriſt tood ypon the Welt ſide of Teruſys 

lem, cloſe by mount Golgatha, inthe garden of ſpud 

Arimathea : for it was the cuſtome of the Iewes to build 
their tombs or ſepulchres, in their Orchards and Gardens , and 
bewtificand adorne them with Lillies, Roles, and other flowe 
on purpoſe to put them in minde of their mortalitie, according yg 
that of Daxid, Pſal. 1 o 3. The dayes of man are like graſſe, as a flower, 
the field ſo flouriſbeth he : for the wind goeth owner it and tt is gone, ah 
place therof ſhal know it #»more. And for this cauſe the Iewes, but ef 
p ecially the kings, would be buried in their Gardens : ſo Joſeph,a 
good and 1uſt man, following this cuſtome, had hewed him our 
of a rocke a new monument, in which there had beenno man 
that ſo when he walked into the Garden to take the ayre, he 
might be put in mind of his mortalitie. In this monument our $2- 
vior Chriſt was buried : and from this place ypon the third day 
carly inthe morning, he roſe ; to the terror and aſtoniſhment of 
ſuch as watched the ſepulchre, From whence may be gathered, 
That as our firſt parents, Adam and Eve, treſpaſled againſt God, 
and loſt felicitie ina garden : ſo Chriſt the Sonneof Godin agar- 
den madeatisfaction forthar finne, reſtored 'vs againe to grace, 
and made vs capable of heauenly felicitie, This ſepulchre(as itis 
deſcribed by S.Jobn, when he went with S.Peter to ſee if thatno» 
table miracle of the reſurreRion was true ) was like a little chaps 
pell, the dore thereof being vpon the out ſide, and was but'one 
roome withoutany diuifion, ſo that a man might fee allthatwas 
within it : forhe ſaith, 70þ.2 0, That he did not Goe in, but Lookt 
in, and ſaw the linnen clothes where they lay wrapped vp : from: 
whence ww. be concluded that, that ſepulchre which isnow ex+ 
tant ( howlocuer perhaps it may ſtand in the ſame place )isnot 
the ſame ſepulchre where in our Sauiour Chriſt was buried:forit 
is deſcribed to be foure ſquare,to be ope at the top;to haue with- 
1n ] ttwo vaults (an inward and an outward,) and that you deſcend 
toit by ſtaires, as you may readat the beginning of this Treatiſe; 
which deſcription dath nor agree with that of $. ohms. Againe S, 
Joby {aith , that they roled agreat ſtone tothe dore ofthe ſepul- 


chre,

chre, did not lay it ypon the top of it. Alſo Exſebews and Nicephe- 
rw affirme, that the Pagans and other heathen people filled vp 
the ſepulchre of Chriſt with earth, and builr vpinthe place the 
Temple of Fenxe, and in it put her image, whereſhe was worſhi 
pedalong time after : yntill ſuch time as that godly Empereſſe 
Hellen cauſed that Temple to bee aboliſhed, and rhe ſepulchre 
clenſcd and purified. Afterwards, at her inſtigation , Conſlantine 
the Great ( who was her {onne) built vpinthe very ſame placea 
faire andgoodly Church in memorie of our Sauiour, and beſtow- 
ed great coſt both inthe workmanſhip, and in beautifying itwith 
old and filuer, This Temple (asit was before it was deſtroyed 
by the Sarazens) is ſaid tobee built all of white poliſhed marble 
and beautified with ſtones of divers colours, guilt with gold and 
filuer, couered on the outſide with lead to withſtand the ſtormes 
and ſhowers of raine that happened , but the inſide was guilt all 
with ſplendenr and refulgent gold, which caKtawondertull luſter 
ypon the beholders. On cither ſide of it were two walking gallc- 
ries, one aboue, which was cloſe ; and another below, which was 
open , extending themſelues the lenght of the ſanQuarie z all the 
roofe and valt being couered ouer with gold and artificial | 
the one being ſupported with pillars of Marble, the other with 
with poſts of wood plated with filuer . There were alſo three 
gates towards the Eaſt, very fitly and fairely deſpoſed, by which 
the multitude thar reſort thither go in and out : within theſe, 
there ſtood an arch, repreſenting after a ſort the Hemiſphzre of 
the Heauens, extended tothe top of the-ſancuarie like a circle, 
girded about with twelue pillars of equall bigneſle, Ing 
the twelue./Apoſtles, and ypon'the top of thisarch-were- pk 
cups of filuer, beautifully burniſhed, AU which the ſaid Emperor 
dedicated to God for amonument:. % 
- There were many other memorable things that did belong to 
this Temple, which wereadmirable tolook-on, all which as, you 
came vp the high ſtreer:frouvthe marker place, wererepreſented 
to your view;aſtatly (ight, the like wherof thoſeparts did not af- 
ford. This T@nple was builded by the Emperor 'Conff 
D.33 3. Venerable Bead;who was'a doter of Dininicy, 
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England 700 yeares after Chriſt , diſcxibeth the holy GP 
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after this manner : This ſepulchre ouer-head was 

round,and ſo high that a man could ſcarce touch it with his | 
ſtanding in that rocke which extendeth ir ſelte from mount Cal. 
uarie into the. Garden of 7eſeph of Arimathea : repreſenring i 
forme alittle chappell ; the entrance thereinto was towards the 
Eaſt. And further he addeth, that they which went into this 
vaile,found ypon the right hand towards the North,aſtone tomb 
which reſembled acofhn, {cituated in the patement , toyningts 
the wall ;, which ſtone coffin wasofamixt colour, that is, white 
and red, being ſeuen foot long,and three handfules high. This de. 
ſcription venerable Bead reciued from certaine Monkes , that 
went vpon deuotion to Icruſalem to viſite this ſepulchre : but 
{ince,it hath beene divers times deſtroyed and polluted by the 
Turkecs and other heathen people. From whence may be! gathe- 
red, that the (epulchre which is now ſtanding and ſhewed vato 
Pilgrimes, is ſome new deuice of Monkes to get money of ſtran» 
gers, and _—_— kind of blinde devotion in the hearts of igno- 
rant people : wherefore as the Angell ſaid, Marke 16, Letvsnat 


{ecke Chriſt anie longer amongſt the dead, or inthe graue, butin 


his holy Church, wherethe lively portraiture ofhis devine pre> 
ſence is ſet forth vnto vs ; that ſo we may be made partakers with 
him hereafterin that place of eternall glorie. Concerning there 
due of this deſcription you may ſec ir before. 


Of Emmaus. 


E Gin: citie or caſtle of Emmaus, is diſtant from Teruſalemal- 
moſt eight miles towards the Northweſt, It ſignifies theme- 
ther of fortitude , being deriued of EM, a mother ; and VtzZ,; which 
the Hebrewes call Fortiutde. It ſtood where three ſeuerall wayes 
were, that ſo it might ferue fora diretion to paſſengers, From 
whence Melanion ſaith that it wasa notable rype of the Church, 
which is our true mother, ſhewing vs the way vnto eternall life: 
and althongh ir be bur little, and rhe number init few ,;yevitis 
ſtrong. As this caſtle, though it were ſmall, yer it is almoſt inum- 
ible ;'& for thar cauſe called the mother of ſtrength, gp the Church 
is called, The mother of the righteous, againſt which the gates of hell 
ſhall not be able to preuaile. 16. 39536 22169 000M hs 
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Inthe time of 1#das Aacchabeus( though it was then a ſhall ci- 
tie) it was numbred amongſt thegreateſtciries of Iuda, becauſe 
of the ſcituation and ſtrength of it . Torhis place our Sautour 
tauclled from Ieruſalem the ſame day that heroſe from the dead 
Luke 2.4: 

In x time of the Romans warres in Iudea,this city was won- 
derfully defaced and ruinatedby the ſouldiers of Ziberins Maxi- 
mus (who was chiefe Captaine in this countrey,in the abſence of 
Tits Veſpaſion, ) but yernor vtterly aboliſhed ; for about a.hun+ 
dred and hiftic yeares after, Heliogabolus Emperour of Rome cau- 
ſed irto bee rebuilded,and called by the name of Nicopol:s,thar 
is,the citie of wvitforie. Not farre from Emmaus there was an Inne, 


ora place to which ſtrangers might reſort,and there three wayes 


met, two went of eyther fide the towne,and one through it :in 
this place the rwo Diſciples conſtrained; our bleſſed Sauiourto 
ſtay with them, becaule it was then-abour Sunne-fet. Neere vn- 
to this Inne Nicephorws and Jozemenus ſay ( in their eccleſtaſticall 
hiſtorie ) there was a Spring or well of that admirable vertue, 
thatif either man or beaſt that- was infirme and- ſicke diddrinke 


af the water therof;they were immediately reſtored to their for. - 
mer health. The reaſon that theſe Authors haue-for it (becauſe 


they are impertinent) I willingly omit, 

But to.returne to the citic of Emmaus as it is now called Nico- 
has , being ſcituared eight miles-from Ieruſalet rowards the 

ortheaſt, in the way as you goe thence to; lopparthe countrie 
round about it being verie fertile andpleaſant, by reaſon of the ri- 
uers and ſprings wherewith it is watered, as Plizy ſaith 4ib.y.c.1 4, 
and much alteredfrom.that which it was in times paſt :. but be- 
cauſe you may-reade more of this citiein Pliny, as it is at this day, 
and in Nicephorws and Ewſebius, I leaue to ſpeake further of it. 
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1 'His Simon which carried the Croſſe of our Sauiour Chriſt,” 
was borne in Kir,a citic in Africa, ſcituated 16 miles from le- - 


ruſalem towards the Welt, Matth,2 7,Zuk2 3+ In which citic Tig-

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lath ÞBals//ar Emperor of the Aſſtirians planted many of the in, 
habirants of Damaſcus,afterhe had conquered chat citie, 2 . Xing, 
16.This citic and the countrey round about it,by reaſon of the. 
new inhabitants, by little and little changed the name:and whetr. 
- as in former times it was called Kir,in the time of our Sauiourie 
was commonly called Cyrene , and this man ( of thatcountrey) 
Simon of Cyrene, Atthis day it is a ſtrong and beautifull citie, ſci. 
tuated betweene Mareotides and Zeugirania:at firſt built by Bas 
tw,whom Callimachs the Poct claimeth to bee his progenirour, 
This Baitws was a mightie king in Africa, but was onethat had 
great impediment in his ſpeech, in ſo much that many think this 
word «11417: tO haue beene originally vied by him,and by nong 
other. Afterward (as is ſaid Tiglath Phulaſſer hauing obtained the 
iuriſdiction of this citie ,,planted the people of Damaſcus inits 
and they obtaining-ſome power there, continued tilla long time 
after Chriſt,and imbraced the religionot the Iewes, built vp Sy- 
nagogues,and diſperſed that law in many parts of thoſe quarters, 
There were ſome of this country that ER that holie Martir 
Stephen,and were conſenting to his death. There were many lear- 
ned menin it, as drag the Mathematician , Callinach with 
the Poet(both which were had in great eſtimation among rhe A» 
gy ptians, . Carweaaes allo the Accademean, Cronws, Apolloniueand 
 Hegeſas the Philoſopher ( of whom Cicers ſpeaketh in the firlt 
booke of his Tuſculans) and Eratefthenes the Hiſtorian , whows 
ſonneof Agaclis . Sadluft faith, that this citic in his time wasf0 
mightic,that it maintained war againſt the Carthagenians forthe 
bounds and limits of their fields and grounds, along time ; and 
Jofnebb.y9. That they maintained war againſt twonations, the 
Pheenes, and the Xgyprians : In which watres they gaue prime, 
th king of the tians,ſuch a mightieouerthrowe, that there 
were verie few of his armic that returned into his countrey with 
him, as Herodoe. affirmeth 5.4. There were alſo many greatPrin- 
ces that ruled in this citie,of which becauſe you may reade in dis 
uers other authors morcat large, I omit to ſpeake of them, _ _

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Of Ioſeph of Arimathea. 
of Ioſeph of Arimathea who buried Chriſt. 
His 7oſepb , which cauſed our Sauiour Chriſt ts bee buried in 
his garden,was arichman , vpright and iuſt inall hisaQions, 
aSenator of Teruſalem, and one that expeRted the kingdome of 
God , borneat Arimathea a Citie of the Tewes, Lake 2 3. This ci- 
tie was ſomerime called Ramathaim Sophim, and ſometime Ra- 
mah , becauſe it was ſcituated ina high place. And in times paſt

Acthis day ir iscalled Ramalea, bring nothing ſofaire as it was, 


bur like a countrey towne, the houles being careleſlely dil] perſed 


here andthere , lying without walles or bulwarkesto defend it :/ 


notwithſtanding theanncient ruines of the formerccitie is ro bee 
ſeene euenatthis day. There is alſo a great Inneor reſting place 
for ſtrangers, having within it manie roomes for cthereceipt of 
paſſengers,and a well of verie ſweet water. This houſe was firſt 
purchaſed at the charge of Phillip Duke of Burgundie, and by 
him committed to the proteRion of: the Monkes of mount Sion, 
by whom it is at this day made an hoſpitall , wherein Pilgrimes 
travellers and ſtrangers are intertained,and finde'much rehefe. In 
 aninward orchard belonging to this hoſpital, there isa faire plor 
of ground thar bringeth forth great aboundance of Aloes, of 
which there is often mention in the holie Scriptures, but chicfe- 
ly in the fiueand fortieth Pſalme , where it is ſaied, TH garments 
of: Alves and Cafſis , when thou commeſt out of thy Inorie pallaces 
where they hawe made thee glad. 

Nichodemus a prince of the Iewes, together with 7oſeph of Ari-

thered in India, Arabia, and the holy Land, a certaine hearbe of 
an extraordinary ſweet ſmell, with leaues broad, fat, and iucie, 
which being preſt yeeldeth more Alves then hony;from whence 
ehis mctaphoricall Prouerbe was vſcd,, 2uod plus moleſitie quan 
oiupatis gronit that it is more troubleſome than profitable, You 
may rcadealſo in Plawtus, that the life of man taſtcrh moreof 
Aloes than hony.

From thence he went to Ioppa, which was three miles : here 
he raiſed Tabitha from death, A&.g. 

In the ſeuenth yeare after the reſerre&tion of Chriſt, Peter went 
from Ioppaand came to Czſarea Strato, whicw was fx and thir- 
tiemiles : where he preached the Goſpell to Gornelizs the Cen- 
turion, and baptized him and his whole family, A&s, I o Clement 
Recoen, lib g. 

From Czſarea he returncd to Teruſalem , which was 32 miles; 
where being accuſed forgoing tothe Gentiles, he excuſeth him- 
ſelfe, AdFs.1 t. 

In the eleuenth yeare after the reſerreRion of Chriſt, he was 
caſt into priſon,and ſer at libartic by an Angell of God, A. 12. 
50 he went ſecretly from Icruſalem« as it was thought ) intothe 
deſeart, or to ſome other vnknowne place : ypon the ſecond day 
of Auguſt in the ſame yeare, Herod Azrippaking of the Iewes was 


ſtrucke by an Anhell of Godat Czfare, and he was deuoured of.

After, Herod Agrippa being dcad and buried, Peter returned to- 


leruſalem, wheare he was in Councell withthe reſt of the Apo- 
ſtles, about. ſixteene yeares after the reſurreion of Chriſt , and 
tourceene after the conuertion of Paul,Gal.2.46.15.Scc alſo Bede 
vpon the-Adts of the Apoſtles. | ' 

In the {cuenteenth yeare after the reſerreRtion of Chriſt, Petey 
went from Ieruſclem and came to Antiochia in Syria, which 
lourney was 280 miles : there Pay! reliſted him, Gal.2; - 

From Antiochia he went to Babylon in Egyprt,where he wrote 
his firſt Epiſtle : this journcy,was$20! miles: Soall his Trauels 
which are mentioncd in the ſcripture were 95 5 miles, - 
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Allegations of the Author ro prone that Peter 
45 newer at Rome _-, 


Ve that Peter was twentie flue yeares ſeuen moneths and fine 
| Jdaycs Biſhopand chiefe Prieſt at Rome, cannot be proued by 
the teſtimonie of the ſcripture, and is vtterly repugnant tg 
theſupputation and true accompt of the times. Firſt,becauſeitis 
mani by that which hath beene ſaid, that he continued atle. 
ruſalem and in Iudcaduring the time that Tiberiws , Calienls, and 
Claudia were Emperours of Rome . And ſhortly after the mar. 
tyrdome of Stexen, hee and John were ſent into Samaria, thatthe 
Samaritans mightalſoreceiue the gift of the holy Ghoſt, 48, 
$. Pawl alſo inthe third yeareafter his conuerſ10n, came to lent 
ſfalem,and there ſpoke with Petey, and remaine« with him fifteene 
dayes, AF.g.Gal.1. Fourtcene dayes after the conuerſion of Pal, 
Peter was at the Apoſtolicall Councell held in Icruſalem , and 
there, with /ames and Johy gaue the right hand of f:llowſhippeto 
Paul and Barnabas, that they ſhould goe and preach the Goſpel! 
vato the Gentiles ; and that hee and the reſt would goe vntothe 
Iewcs and thoſe that were circumciſed.Ga/.2.Inthe time of Claw 
dius Ceſar, Peter was committed topriſon by Herod Aeripprin 
TIeruſalem, and miraculouſly delivered by the Angell of God, 
Ads 10.In theninth yeare of Claudius C aſar, Peter was at Antio- 
.chiz in Syria, where Paul refiſted him to his face, Gal.2.All theſe 
things manifeſtly proue that the Apoſtle Peter was not at Rome 
at ſuch time as anie of theſe three,wiz.Tiberine Calipanla, and Clan- 
9 were Emperors ; but either in Ieruſalem,or elſe at Antiochia 
in Syria, 

Secondly, it may exaRtly bee madeeuident out of the holic 
{captures , that Peter was not at Rone in the time of Nero. For 
1n the ſecond yercof Mers,Pael wrote his Epiſtle to the Romans, 
and ſent it fiom Corinth by the hand of Phebe : 'in which Epiſtle 
hee ſaluteth all his friends which he had in that citic, by names 
by the concluſion of the Epiſtle more plaigely appeareth ; but 
thecis nomention of the Apoſtle Pecer, who (if at that m_ Br 

op 
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ſhop of that place,) ſurely ſhould not haue beene omitted. Alſo 
in 7 fift yeare of Nero, Paal being then in priſon at Rome, wrote 
his Epiſtles to the Galathians, Epheſians, Philippians, Colloſſi- 
ans, and to Philemon, and in the concluſion of theſe Epiſtles hee 
expreſly nominateth all his friends that he had in Rome, but yet 
hee maketh no mention of Peter. And when hee was the ſecond 
time in priſon vnder Nero, in the laſt yeare of the raigne ofthis 
Emperour,he wrote from Rome his ſecond Epiſtle to Timorhie, 
being alitle before his death,at the end of which Epiſt. he plainly 
ſhewes that he had no companion there but Zake, 2.7im.4. From 
whence it is manifeſt, that Petey during all the Pilgrimage and life 
of Pant, was neucrat Rome, how then could it poſſibly be, that 
Peter (ſhould be Biſhop of Rome for the ſpace of almoſt twentie 
and (1xe yeares * Truely there are manie leamed men, and they 
alſo of great indgement, which doc hold this opinion falſe, and 
viterly repugnant to the holy Scripture, neither can be proued 
by anie good authors or hiſtories. But if Peter were euer at Rome, 
hee came thither after the laſt impriſonment of Paul, and a few 
dayes before his martyrdome : becauſe(as Onuphrixe faith in Com- 
ment. faſtor. 16.2. Enſebius alſo lib.2. cap.22. and Tertullian contra 
Marcion.) that Petey and Pawl, in the fiue and thirtieth yeare after 
the reſurre&ion of Chriſt, and vpon the third day of the Kalends 
of Iuly(C. Fonteins C apitenine, and C. Iulius Rufus being then Con- 
luls of Rome) were crowned with the wreathe of martyrdome, 
and with thcir blood ſealed the truth of the Goſpel.But there are 
others that are of opinion, That Perey neuer came at Rome, but 
that he was crucified at Teruſalem by the commaund of king 4- 
&77pe ; others ſay,at Babylon. Bur becauſe it is a thing doubtfull, 
and not greatly materiall,[ leaue it to the Readers conſideration.

Of Samaria. 
BEcaulſe I haue before briefly intreated of the beginning and 
*— foundation of this cirie, I ſhall not need here again to repeate 
t. will now therefore ſhew the end of it, which'was principally 


cauſed by the obſtinacie of the inhabitants, who refuſing the do- 
It arine 
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Qrine and propheſic of Elias and Eliſeus, imbraced and followed 
ſtrange gods,and offered incenſe vnto Idols ; whereby the wrath 
of God was kindled againſt them, inſomuch that hee left this 
goodly citic as a prey to the Gentiles and forraine nations, that 
carried the people therof into captiuitie, whercof fora long time 
they remained in great miſeric. | 
After this firſt deſolation, becauſe the countrey round about 
this citic was verie fertile and pleaſant, —_— with ſprings, 
riuers,vines,oliue gardens,mountains, fruitful valleis, faire cities, 
and ſtrong caſtles and towns ; Herod Aſcalonites (that great king of 
\the Iewes, who put to death the innocent children) reedihedir 
ſet yp many goodly buildings beautified with marble pillers an 
pleaſant walks : and alſo in the circuit of the kings houſe, and vn. 
der the buildings of the nobilitic in the common Market place, 
the houſes and vaults were ſupported with marble pillers, accor- 
ding tothe maner of the Iewes, The Pallace(called the K.houſe) 
ſtood in the midlt of the citie, yponthe top of the mountain : and 
roundabout it there werediuers other buildings ſer vp, but much 
lower, cuenabour the diſcent of the mountaine, yet ſo ſcituated, 
that the inhabitants might ſee our of their houſes the count 
round about, Then cloſe to the Pallace in the vpper part of thect- 
tie, he cauſed a Temple to be built in honour of Awguſis, Thus 
hauing hniſhed the intide,he compaſt it about with a mighty wal, 
and ypon that placed many turrets : and then to flatter Awguſiw, 
called it by the name cf Sebaſten, which amongſt the Grecians 
ſignifies Auguſtum (+ wvenerabilem principem. Now although this 
citie was veric glorious and ſpactous in thoſe times (for it was 
rhree miles about)yet at this day it is vtterly ruined & deſtroyed, 
inſomuch,thar there is nor a houſe ſtanding, two Churches onely 
excepted, which were built in honour of S. John Bapriſt : and the 
chiefe of theſe, which was the Cathedrall Church, the Saracens 
haue conuerted to their vſe, ſo that at this day Mahomet 1s wor- 
ſhipped in ir. In this ſtood the ſepulchre of $. ob Baptiſt, cut 
out in marble, like the ſepulchre of Chriſt, where (as /erom ſaith) 
he lieth buried betweene £44 and 0bediah the Prophets, 'This 
Church ſtands vpon the fide of the mountaine, inthe diſcent- 


The Saracens do principally reuerence'$.10bw Baptiſt next v- 
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ter Chriſt,and they affirme the Virgin Aayyto haue conceiued by 
the holy Spirit, and not by the ſeed of man that S. John was the 
orcateſt Prophet(except Chriſt)that cuer was : they alſo beleeue 
Chriſt to be the Sonne of God, but not to be equall with God 
et they preferre Mahomes before them both, becauſe they hold 
him to be a meſſenger ſent of God,not vntoall men, but only vn- 
ro the Saracens and Turkes, and their ſubicQs. X 

The other Church which ſtood in Samaria, was vypon the top 
of the mountain, where ſomtime the kings Pallace ſtood : in this 
Church in times paſt there dwelt certain Grecian Monks,which 
were Chriſtians, and entertained Chriſtian Pilgrimes with great 
humanitic, and furniſhed them with manie neceſſaries. 

But the citic of Samaria it ſelfe, hath bin ſo often ouerthrowne, 
and brought to ſuch extreame miſcrie, that almoſt all the ground 
where it ſtood is at this day conuerted intoan Oliue garden. So 
that as that wicked king 4hab turned the Vineyard of Naboth, 
which ſtood cloſe by his houſe, into an Oliue garden : God alſo 
in his (ingular juſtice, hath turned the Pallace of that king,and the 
whole citie wherein he dwelt(which was the ſtrength of his king- 
dome) into an Oliue garden. There are not ſo manie ruins found 
thorough all the land of Iudea (though there haue beene manie 
worthie cities deſtroyed) as arc inthis place at this day. The ſci- 
tuation of this citie was verie beautifull, for a man might haue 
ſcene from it to the ſea of Ioppaand Antipatris ; alſo to Czſarea 
Paleſtina, and through all the mountaine of Ephraim, to Rama- 
tha Sophim,and ſoto mount Carmell,and the citic of Ptolomais.

In this citie Peter healed «Aneas,which had been 
ſicke eight yeares of the Palfie. At this day there is nothing tobe 
ſeene but the Churchof Saint George, who was beheaded by Dis- 
elefian the Emperour, for the profeſſion of the Chriſtian faith. 
The Grzxcians call this towne Dioſpols, that is, 4 holy towne. And 
the Turkes account Saint George for a valiant knight, and holy

His citie was ſcituated vpon the ſhore of the Mediterranean' 

ſea,ſome 32 miles from leruſalem towards the NorthiIn an. 
cienrtimes ir was called the tower of Straro, which ar firſt way! 
built by Strato, who was king of Zidon. But time hauing decayed 
1great part of it, Herod CAſcalonita repaired it, be-utified it with 
white matble,and made it a goodly thing,then called it Czlareg, 
after the name of Au2uſtas Cefar. And thit Ships might lie'ap 
anchor there without danger, he caufed to be builded a faire Hy 
uen to oppole the violence of the ſea: this Hauen was ſo wonders 
fully contriued, and fer vp at ſuch agreat charge, that it was ad» 
mirable toilooke vpon, for hee laid the foundation of it twentie 
yards vader water, burying in the deepe, ſtones of an extravrdis 
narie greatnefſe,ſomcyhiftie foute long, eight foote thick, and tet 
foot broad, and manic of them more. The Haven it ſelfe, was 
beautified with faire buildings and goodly walkes , ſupported 
with marble pillers,and-mounted vpaloft; ſo that you might ſet 
the ſhips as they were vpon the fea,and made way to this _— 
The entrance into it was vpon the North, at the mouth'rhereol 
there ſtood three mightic Colloſſes vpon marble pillers. He alſo 
placed vpon the wall of the citic towards the Hauen, mightie to- 
wers; the chictcſt and faireſt of which, hee dedicated to Draſw 
Auguſtus (onne in law, and called it by thename of the Drufian' 
Tower. The buildings that joined to this haven, were all of white 
polliſhed marble, and the ſtreetcs of the cirie ſtood direQly a- 
gainſt it, alſo the Marketplace where they bought and ſold was 
not farre from it, Vpon a little hill cloſe by this Port, he cauſeda 
Church: ro be built in honour of LA#eaftis Ceſar *this Tor 
was 2a verie magnificent and ftately building, and init h6 cau 
the ſtatue of TH#2uſtws (curiouſly wrought, and caſt ivſt in thefi- 
gure of Iupiter Ol:mpius) to be erected, and worfthipped- it as his!

His was the Metropolitan citie of Jonia, ſcituated in Afia 
 minor,5 44.. miles from Teruſalemrowards the Northweſt, 
It was built, as Strabo obſerueth, by Andreclus the ſonne of 
Codrus king of Athens, in the time of David king of I{rac! , and 
becaufe of the beaurifull ſcituation and fertilitieofthe foile cal- 
led Epheſus : infuture ages growing into ſuch credite and eſtima- 
tion,thar it was mightely increaſed, and became one of the molt 
famous Mart Townes in allAfa : but it tood ſomething low,lo 
that the Sea brake in vponir, and drownedirt ; wherein many .of 
the Inhabitants periſhed. Neuerthtleſſe Zyſmachw' King of 
Thrace builtir vp againe in the placc where now it ſtanderh,and 
called it _A4finoes after his wiucs name ; but he being dead, ir

miles. He mide 7imuthic allo Biſhopof this Citty,to whomehe 
wrote two Epiſtles,the firſt was ſent him from Laodicia in Phrj. 
®ia,which was 2 80 myles, the ſecond from Rome,as I haue faid, 
By theſe Epiſtles 7imethie was greatly comforted, & taught them 
to his Diſciples and auditors,that ſo they might conſtantly con- 
tinue & perſcuere in the Chriſtian faith and religionto rhe end, 
Toconclude, 14hnthe Euaugeliſt came alfo to Epheſus,and wrote 
his poſpell-agaiaſt the Heretique Cerinthas, who denied Chr:ſttg 
be the true God ; for which cauſe God grieuoully ptmiſhed him, 
fo that he dyed as he was bathing himſelfe m the bath. ren ea: bb, 
5. £4þ; 3. Enfeb.lib. 3.cap.2 2. This was the firſt Churchto whom 
John wrot his Revelation; & there when he returned out of Path- 
mos, heraiſed his hoaſt Drs/ans from death to life. So when hee 
had governed the Churches in Aſta thirtie yeares,after the death 
of Paul hee dyed, when he was 9 1 ycares of age ; and was hondta- 
bly buried at Epheſus, not farre from the citty.

The riuer PaQolus which beginneth in Lydea runneth by this 
rowne of Smyraa. But the inhabitants thereof (becauſe of the 
golden vaines that are found therein)call it Cry ſorrhoas, Pliny, 
5c4Þ.29. A little after that there was ſuch an extreame plague 
happened in Rome, that they were conſtrained to carric.out the 
dead bodies incarts. Thus God turneth the aire and the carth to 
the confufton of thoſe that perſecute his Church. 


| Of Pergammus. 


His was another ofthe townes whereto Joby wrot his Reut- 
lation : It was a famous citie, and Metropolitan of Mya, 
ſcituated in Aſia the leſle,2 28 miles from Icrufalem towards the 
Northweſt. It ſtood vpon a high rocke,cloſe by the river Caicus, 
from whence it was called Pergamus.For in ancient times all fa- 
mous andnotable places were called among the Grzcians Pet- 
gama,as Swides and Serwins oblerueth. Sirabs ſaicth lib. 1 3.thatin 
the time of Ly/imachus the ſonne of Agathocles (who was one of 
the ſucceſſours to Alexander the great) it was but a Caſtle : In S 
which place, becauſe of the ſtrength of it, he vſually kept all us 
trea({ures, and thoſe things that were of account, and commitrec 
the cuſtodie of it to one Phileterus an Eunuch of Tyanus. Butthish 1 
man being accuſed to Lyfimachus, that hee weld haue forced dot. 
his wite 4rfinees, for feare of ſome furure puniſhment becauſe of who 


that offence, mouedthe inhabitants of that hold to rebellion. 
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the ſame time alſa there happened many commorians in Afa, 
whereby Zy/imachws was conſtrained to leaue this, and make op- 
poſition againſt Seleacus Nicanor, who had inuaded his domint- 
ons- Bur in this war Zy/imachus was {laine. And Philaterws hauing 
in his poſſeſſion great riches, that hee might inioy whar hee had, 
Was alrats obſeruant to him thar gat the viRorie, by which 
meanes he kept himſelfe and his riches for the ſpace of 20 yeares 
in that caſtle; and then dyed, and lefr all this wealth to Ewmencs 
his brothers ſonne, who inlarged his gouernment, and overcame 
Antiochus the ſonne of Sellucus. This man after he had raigned 
32 yeares dyed, and Attalus his ſonne ſucceeded him in the go- 
vernment, who, hauing conquered Galatia, made a league with 
the Romans, and by them was firſt called by the name of a king, 
Aﬀter him ſucceeded his ſonne Ewmeres the ſecond of that name, 
who aided the R'omans againſt Antioechus Mapnus king of Syria, 
for which ſeruice the Romans gaue him all the Dominions that 
Antiochus had on this ſide the Alpes. This man was the firſt that 
inlargcd the caſtle of Pergamus, and made it a goodly city, plan- 
ting round about it a:thicke wood or groue, and called it Nice- 
phorus. And after he had raigned forty and nine yeares,he dyed, 
and left his kingdoms to his ſonne Arralus called allo Philometer. 
This Attalus afterne had done many notable ations, dycd with- 
out any iſſue, when he had raigned five yeares, and left his king- 
dome ro the Romans, who'turncd it into a Province. 

There liued in this towne many learned men, as Gallen the 
Phiſttian, who was famous in therime of Trazane the Emperor, 
and (as the fame went) lined 1 40 yeares : of that rowne alſo was 
Apolodoras the Rhetoritian, wha was Schoolemaſter to Auguſtus 


Ce/ar, of which man the Apollodorcan ſe rooke their name, 


and Dyonifias Atticar his fcholler. Here Antipes was crowned with 
the wreath of Martyrdome. | 
_ To the Biſhop of this rowne John wror his Revelation, and 
in the ſecond chapter. thereof ſharply reprehends him, becaule 
he bore with the ſet of the Nicholaitansz which althoughit la- 
ſtednor long, yet it was very dangerous.; Euſcbias(aith, that Ni-

hand in it, bur lined and died honeſtly. 

The opinion that this Set held (as Eu/ebiws ſaith, lib. 3. cap.z3, 
and Irene lib.1.cap.27) was, that women were to be common! 
that it was lawfull to cate meate offred to Idols, that fornication 
and adulterie was no finne, beſide manie other wicked and per. 
uerſc opinions concerning the Dietie, which would be too ted. 
ous tO recite inthis place. You may reade more of this herefiein 
Euſebius and Tertullian. 

Of Thyatira. 


His was the fourth Church to which Thx wrote his Rene. 
lation , it was {cituated cloſe by the riuer Caicus, vponthe 
borders of Myſ1a and Lydia, 600 miles from Icruſalemto- 
wards the Northeaſt. Ir was a verie faire citie in Afta minor, yet 
ſubie to the Lydians. In this countrey Zydda was borne that 
dwclt at Philippa, & gaueentertainment to Pawl & Sylas, 42.16, 
Philippa was diſtant from this towne 400 miles. It was at firſt 
called (according to the teſtimonie of Stephen) Pelopea, and Se- 
miramis : but after, Seleucus Nicanor king of Syria, (making warte 
vpon Lyſimachus king of Thrace) comming to this rowne, had 
newes that his wife had brought him a daughter ; in honourot 
which report, he would needs haue the towne called Thugatei- | im t

GAine lobn alſo wrot his Revelation tothis city.It was ſcituated 
in Myſta a countrey in Aſia Minor, being 5 40 miles from Ie- 
ruſalem rowards the Northweſt, This city is ſo often troubled 
with Earthquakes,that the inhabitants are manie timesconſtrai- 
ned rodwell in the open fields . Vpon the Eaſt ſide thereof lyes 
yy and barren country, which ſeemeth to be burnt and ſcorche 
with heat,being 60 miles long and 48 miles broad , where there 
rrowes no tres,but thereare found great plentic of grapes,which 
being preſt mere very pleaſant wine,and may compare with the 
beſt of thoſe parts. The ſuperfices of the carth ſeemeth likeaſhes, 
mountany.ſtony,and blacke: many coniecture the cauſe thereof 
tobe by reaſon of the great thunders and lightning that they haue 
there ; bur chere are ſome which giue other reaſons forit. It was 
alled Philadelphia of 4tzole Philode/phiue who firlt built it. 


Of Laodicea. 


His was the ſeucnth aud laſt city that Tobydirected his Re- 

uclation to.It ſtood cloſe by the riuer Dycus in Caria,acoun- 
try in Aſa the leſſe, five hundred and twenty miles from Icruſa- 
lem towards the Northweſt ; andis likewiſe oftentimes troubled 
with Earthquakes, as Sardis Magneſia and Philadelphiaare. The 
reaſon of theſe often Earthquakes is thought tobe, becauſe there 
re vaultes and hollow caues vnder the carth, into which rhe 
2yre(in the time of heat) hauing free entrance , then cloſed vp a+ 
paine,ſo that it can find no paſſage our, it ſtriveth with continuall 
{notion to make way through the carth, by which meanes the 
(earth trembleth and ſhaketh : and looke how much the deeper 
{theſe vaults are vaderthe. carth, ſo much the more violent-are 
nc carthquakes; by which meanes citties are oftentimes vatetly 
Jouerthrowne and ruined, ſometimes the carth ſinketh and ponds:

- It wasat firſtcalled Dioſpolis , thatis, theciryof fapier ;then 
Rhoas;and laſtly it obrained the nameof Laodicea: And althoigh 
atthebeginning ic was but a ſmall citie, yetby reaſon of the fer. 
rilitie of the ſoile,and pleaſant ſcituation,it of a ſydden became 
faire citic,bcautificd with many faire and goodly houſes, wherein 
there dwelc many welthie citizens, fo that for their nobility and 
worthineſle it was accounted the moſt fatrious towne inall Afz, 
Here Hiero dwelt who divided his inheririceamong the cirizeng, 
and ouerandaboue hee gaue them two thouſand talents of gald; 
beſides ranic other gifts & gratuities toadorne and beautifiethe 
citie. Afcer him their lived Jexothe Orator, and Polemen his fon, 
who for his noble acts was firſt by 4utonio,and then by dug

WJ] tenth yeare afrerthe natiuitie of our Saviour ; 

| and was neere about the age of S. lobn the Euan- 
Ell gcliſt, as the circumſtances of the Hiſtories doe 
JI} declare. Afrer he grew to ſome bigneſle,he was 
- =— ſent by his Parents from thence to Ieruſalem, 
being 304 miles, where he had not bin long brought 7 with Ga- 
maliel (which ſignifies the recompence of God) AG 2, but he be. 
came the diſciple of Simon the iuſt, Luc.2. 4.5. 

This Paal was of the Tribe of Beniamin, Phil. 3. 2.Cor.1 x: and 
being yer but a yong man, he was one of thoſe that kept the gar- 


ments of the holy Martyr S.Stephes, who was ſtoned abour the: 


end of the foure and thirticth yeare after the nativitie of Chriſt, 
4@.1 ; at which time alſo $.Job» the Evangeliſt was but foure 
and twentie yeares of age. If therefore you would obſerue the 
age of the Apoſtle Paul in this following diſcourſe of his Tra- 
uels,dedu@ ten from the yeares after the natiuitie of our Sauiour 
Chriſt, and the remainder is his age. At his circumciſion he was 
called Saul, that is, 4 mortall man : but when he was made the A- 
poſtle of the Genriles,hee was called Paul, of which name there 
, | wasanoble familie in Rome, ſo called becauſe of the lownefle 
of their ſtature, and ſmalneſſe of their bodie ; as Carolus Sironiue 
obſcrueth. 

Inthe 35 yeare after the natiuitie of Chriſt Paul was an Inqui- 
ſitor for priuat herefic,and a cruell perſecutor of the Goſpel.

But when his aduerſaries that were at Teruſalem went about 
ſecretly to put him to death, hee went trom Teruſalem and was 
brought by the brethren to Czlarea Strato, which was z 2 miles, 
Ads 9. 

About the 38 yeare after the natiuitie of Chriſt he went thence 
intoSyriaro Tarlusa citie of Cilicia,which was 272 miles: here: 
hecontinucd ſome yeares teaching the Goſpe!l of Chriſt, Gal.1, 
2.C0r.11. 

In the 41 yeare aftcr thenatiuitie of Chriſt, and about the ſe» 
uenth yeare of his miniſtrie, hee was brought by Barnabas from 
Tarſus to Anrtiochia in Syria,which was 120 miles. Ar this time 
and in rhis towne all thoſe that belecued in Chriſt began to bee 
called Chriſtians, whereas before they were called Diſciples and 
brothers, Ads 11. Theſe things hapned in the eight yeare after 
the reſurr:&ion of Chriſt: about this time alſo Matthew wrote his 
Goſpell, and dgabus prophclied of the vniuerſall dearth that 
ſhould happen vader Clodiue, A711.

Of the townes and places to which he trauelled. 


Of Tarſms or Tharſus. 


His was the Metropolis of Cilicia, ſcituated vypon the riuer 

of Cydnus, which beginning ar Mount Taurus, runneth 
thence through this towne into the Mediterrancan ſea. It was 
firſt built by Perſews king of the Perfiaris, (whom the Poets faine 
to be the ſonne of 7upiter and Daxae) and called Tharſus, of the 
Hyacinth ſtone, which, as it ſeemeth, was found thereabonrs. 
It was diſtant from Teruſalem 304 miles towards the North;' 
mauncient times a goodly citic, but through the ininry of ttme 
and the inuaſion of the enemy, much impaired, and lay almoſt 
ruined yntill (as Strabs faith, hb. 1 4.) it was repaired By Sardana- 
poles thateffeminateking of the Afſyrians,of whom'Tally remem-,

From his time vntill the raigne of Darixs the laſt king'ofthe Per 
ſtans,it continued ingreatproſperitic, aud was become a maruei- 
lous ſtately citie;the inbabirants therof being growne.very weals 
thie : but then Alexender the great making ' warre *vpon that) 
Prince, amongſt others brought his armicagainſbthiscitie; bur 
the citizens heating of his notable exploits durſt not abide his 
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comming : therefore they fired the Citie, leaſt he ſhould make z 
pray of their riches, and fled : which when Alexander percei 

he gaue order to Parmenis with all poſſible ſpeed to quench the 
fire, and ſaue the Citie. In the meanetimethe King (being preſ 
with an extraordinarie thirſt, by reaſon of the extreame heatthy 
was in that-countrie,the duft,and his long tourney)put off his roj. 
all garments, an! caſt himſelte into the ruuer Cydnusy whichbe. 
ing acold water comming out of the-North, ſtroke the heatpre. 
ſently inward, and [o benummed his finnows, that had it not bin 
for the preſent helpe of his ſouldiers, and the extraordinarie dilj. 
gence andcare of Philip his Phyſician, hee had dyed immediatly, 
notwith({tanding, by the great prouidence of God, and the care. 
fulactle of his Pyftrian, he recouered of his dangerous [1cknefſe 
beyond the expetation of man zand after oucrcame Dariws ina 
ſhacpe andcru-1!l,warre, neeretoa place called I{T1, as you my 
reade before, ſce Plutarch in wita Alexand. and, Quirt. Curtix, 
From that time forward this Citie grew to be very famous, and 
daily increaſcd in ſtatelineſle and faire buildings.. And toadde 
more dignitie to it, there was a famous Academic, in whichwere 
many learned and rare Philoſophers, in ſo much, that: they. of 
Tharſus exceeded the Philoſophers of Athens and Alexandria 
for learning and mah? lan, though in decd for number of fſcho- 
Icrs and common reſort they exceeded Tharſus. 11h 
| Saint Paw{ was borne and brought vp in this Towne, and here 
learned the knowledge of the tongues, Philoſophie, and other 
good Arts, Heealſo peruſed the writings of Aratus, Epimeniaes, 
Menander, and other learned men, whole ſayings are here and 
there diſperſed chrough his Epiſtles. -From thenee he was ſent to 
leruſalem, where heliued, and was brought yp at theifeet of Ge- 
maliel,vho was Prouoſt of that; Academy : andafter;was conuer- 
ted robean Apoſtle of Chriſt Teſus, as appcareth A. 22. This 
Towne atthis day is ſubict tothe Empire: of rhe: Turkes, and 
called by thename of Teraſſa y being ne:ther ſo-famous norlo 
frire a citie, asin the time when the RK dmaneEmpire flouriſhed; 
for then, b:cauſe of the exrraordinarie vertue' of the cirizcns, It 
was indowed with the liberty: and freedome 'of Rome: / 
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of Damaſcus. 


'F His was a Metropolitan towne in Syria, diſtant from Teruſa- 
lem 160 miles towards the Northeaſt, being an autcient 
and faire Citie, and, before ſuch time as Antiochia was builr, the 
head of all that. Kinedome. It was ſcituated in afaire and fruit- 
full place, cloſe by the mountain Libanus, which bringeth forth 
Frankin{ence, Ceders,Cypreſſe,and many odoriferous and ſweet 
ſmelling lowers. There were many Kings that kept their Court 
in it,asS Hadad, Benhadad the firſt, Benhadad the ſecond, Haſacl, and 
others, who gricuouſly oppoſed the Kings of Iſraell in many 
ſharpe and cruell warres, as you may: reade'before, The land 
round about it abourideth with white and red Roſes, Pomegra- 
nats, Almonds, Figges, and other ſweet and pleaſant fruits. In 
that place the Alablaſter ſtone is fonnd,very faire and cleere. The 
aire, pleaſant and healthfull. The river called Chryforrhus, run- 
neth cloſe by it, in which there is found golden veines which 
canes perfeR gold. The houſes withourt,are not very curious; 
ut within, all of poliſhed Marble, and Alablaſter guilt with re- 
ſplendent gold, ſoartificially that it dazleth the beholders eyes:: 
There was a certaine Flcrentine who reualted from the Chri- 
ſtian faith, and obtained tobe chiefe goucrnor of this rowne, m 
which heereQed a ſtrong and berurifull Caſtle, which ſtood for 
the defenceot it. No mai can ſufficiently expreſle the beauty and 
elarie: of this city: there is great traffiquezand much reſforr:of 
people to ir, bur eſpecially of Turks; Sarazens, Mamelucks, and 
other kinds of Pagan people, whoare preferred before the Chri- 
ſtians in that gouernment:: and although there are many Chrilſti- 
ans in thatplace, yer they are conſtrained to indure great iniury 
by:thoſe Barbarians; becauſe they are hated euen to thedeath': 
and: if any,of them. chance to dye, they are buried in that place 
where Paw was conuerted. The inhabitants ſhew the placewhere 
Saint Pay! was let down ouer the wall ina basket alſo thehouſe 
of: Ananias, who cared the blindneſſe of: Paw, / befides many 
other __ that are memorable in that city, 'of which you-may 
read in Sebaſtian Munſter, Sebaſtian Erankus, Plin.lib.5. and many

Evangeliſt was borne here. This man was by profeſſion a 
Phyſirian, Colo{.4, and an inſeperable companton to Paul in all 
his Trauels:he was of the number of the ſeucntie Difciples, as E- 
piphezius obſerueth. Tertullian ſaith in his fourth booke againſt 
Marcion, that Lake receiued his Goſpell from the mouth of Paw : 
he lived till he was 84 yeares old, and then died, and lics buricd 
at Conſtantinople, as S. /erom ſaith z for his bones were remoued 
out of Achaia thither,

In the 46 yeareafter the nativitic of Chriſt,there being a great 
tumult raiſed in that countrey, leſt the inhabitants ſhould hate 
ſtone them, they fled thence to Lyſtra a citic of Lyaconia, where 
Paul healed the lame man, which was 28 miles. The inhabitants 
ſeeing this miracle worſhipped them for gods, and called Barys. 
bas, Inpiter,; and Paul, Mercurius , becauſe hee wrought the mira. 
cle. Butnot long after certaine Iewes comming from Antiochia 
and Iconia,atriued in Liſtri, by whoſe perſwaſton the people tg. 
ned Paul, and ſuppoſing him tobe Tc him our of the gj- 
tie : but when his diſciples came vnro him, he roſe vp and went 
into the towne, A&.1 4. | 

The next day they went to Derbe, acitie of Lycaonia, which 
was 4.3 miles. 

From thence they returned backe againe to Liſtra in the ſame 
yeare, which was 28 miles. 

From Iconia they came to Antiochia in Piſidia, which was 16 
miles: in this citie they comforted the Diſciples,exhorting them 
that they ſhould perſeuere in their faith, For cthorodgh mani ffii- 
ions wee muſt enter into the kingdome of heanen. They alſo eleted 
Elders in the Churches, ſo with faſting and prayers they com- 
mended them to the Lord in whom they belecued. 

In the 47 yeare after Chriſt, they went from Antiochia tho- 
rough all Piſidia, and came to Pergamus a citie in Pampa 
which was 1 32 miles:here they preached the word of the Lord, 
Als 14. 

From Pergamus in the following yeare they went downe t0 
the citie of Attalia,which was 26 miles.

their Capraine, inuaded lcaly : in which enterpriſe they wereſo 
tortunat that they conquered a great partof it, wherinthey plan- 


ted collonies;and, becauſe gftheir nfegencestotheirown country,

in proces of time gtew mightie ; and fromthat beginning the 
counttie where they inhabited was called Cecealpine- Gallia; ta- 
king that name partly of the place, partly of the people. Afﬀeer 
Brenns arid his armie making vſe of their fortunes, forraged all 
ltaly, and cameto Rome, which gy warrand fackt, all barthe 
Capitall, and that alſo was in Sreat dainger, vntill ſuchtimegs 
Camillus (avaliant Roman Capraine) taking aduantage of rheenes 
mies ſecuritie (whonow took more care how to ſatisfie their co. 
uetuouſnefſe than to defend what they had got) ofa ſuddenſ& 


vpon them; by which vnexpeRed inuaſton they were put tog . 


mauellous ſtraight, and the beſieged greatly incouraged , ſo that

they forced Brennw and his armie to retire, and to reſtore all the 

pillage that hee had got, andalſo to forſake the countrey .

much pillage and robbing vpon the Seas ; and thorough manie 
dangers came at length tothis [{le , landed their men,wan theci- 
tie,Rred agreat part of it,and put manic of theiinhabitints tothe 
{word : with this viRtorie,moſt of his armie which were morere- 
ligious than the reſt, would haue willingly left the countrey : but 
Brennas, who before times had been vicd to facriledge,and thoſe 
that were as couetous as himſelfe , thought it baſeneſſe through 
an opinion of holinefle to leaue ſogreat a bootie behind them as 
was contained in the Temple of pollo,(for thar place of all the 
Temples of the world in thoſe times wasnotorious for riches 
and treaſure, the manie and great gratuities and offerings of moſt 
Princes,which were both magnificent and rich;being hoarde(lvp 
in the ſecret caues of this Oracle) wherfore they attempred the 


aſſault, but with bad ſcceſſe, for the dinell raiſed ſich atempeſt, - 


with thundring , lightning , and other ſtrange and vncothaca-

wan it ; making his vaunts that hee conquered that citie\ inten 
dayes, which _Agamemnon could ſcarce doe m ten; yeares: to 

which one of the inhabitants of the citie anſwered, That then 
Troy had a Heer, bit now it hadnone. But for this, hecruelly 

waſted the citie. This deſtrution happened:in the fourefſcoreand 

fourth yeare before Chriſt. Thus it lay deſolate till Auguſtus C x- 
ſars time who cauſed it againe to be reedified, and beautified 

with many faire and goodly buildings ; becauſe the Romans,and 

eſpecially thoſenoble families of the 1» and Cxſars doederiue 

their progenie from the Troians : for which cauſe £Awafwe vied 

ſuch diligence inthe rebuilding of this citie, and beſtowed ſuch 
infinite coſt,that he muchexceeded A4lexander,and made itafaire 
andgondly citic. At this day it is called Ilium. But inthe place 

of old Troy therc is little to be ſeene,only a ſmall town;as Sirabo 

ſaith. ir is diſtant from Ieruſalem 760 miles Northweſtward,

His countrie is oppoſite vnto Conftantinople ; ſcituated in 

Aſia theleſl&, diſtant from Ieruſalem Northweſtward ; and 

ſo called of Bythinus the ſon of Tupitur & Thrax. 'it was ſom- 
times called Pontus, Bebrycia, & Mygdonia, as Stephanus laicth. 
In this countriethe Apoſtle Paul could not preach the goſpell of 
Chriſt when hee went into Macedoniaand Gracia, becauſe hee 
was hinderedby the ſpirit, 4.16. Theprincipallcities thereof 
were Calcidon, Heraclea, Nicea, Nicomedia, Apamea, Flauto- 
polis, Libiſſa (where Harniball lies buricd,) and Pruſanow called 
Byrſa, where intimes paſt the Emperours of Turkic kept their 
Courts,and were buried. The mother and Metropolis ofall cheſe 
Cities was Nicea, or rather Nicte, being diſtant from Teruſalem 
720 miles towards the Northweſt , ar the firſt called Antigonia, 
of Antigonw the ſonne of Philip king of Afia, who builr itafterthe 
death of Alexander the great. But Lifimechws called it Nirea af- 
ter his wiuesname,and at this day is called Niſfla.

moſt halfethecitic was throwne downe . Not long after, there: 
hapaed another earthquake which ytterly deſtroyed it:notwiths 
ſtanding; it was rebuilragaine , and in ita ſecond Councell held, 
whereinthe Niczn Creed was condemned.

werenot.ſo before God, for they were conuerted at the preach- 
ing of Johnand Paul : From whence he ſaith, Not many wiſe accer - 
ding to the fleſh, not many mightie, not many noble, But God bath choſen 
the fooliſh things of this world, that they might confute and oxerthrowe the 
wiſe, Cc.1*Corin.

Bur after,it was called Mopſonia,of Mop/as king of Theſlalic:and 
afrer, [onia,which nameir held fora while: and laſtly, Athens(de- 
dicatcd to Pallace , which goddeſſe the Gracians hold was borne 
of the braine of 1apityr )by which name jt was known a long time: 
for itwasa citic of learning, and the mother of all arts. Thereli- 
ued in this towne Solop, Socrates, Plato, Ariſtotle, Demoſthenes, and

him before this Dionyſius that ſo by his judgement he mightre. 
ceiue condigne puniſhment for his offence. But ſaint Paw! fo ell 
behaued himſelfe,and preached with ſuch admirable eloquence 
and learning,that henot onely contuted his enemies, but amongſt 
others conuecrted this Dionyſius Arropagitus , who afterwards was 
the firſt Biſhopof Arhens (as E/ebizs laieth libr 4.cap.2 3.) and 
went captiue with Paw! ro Rome, and from thence to Paris in 
France,where he was crowned with a wreath of Martyredame 
vnder Dionyſus the Emperour. Al

, It was a faireandgoodly citie, yerie commodiouſly built for 
it ſtood berweene the two (eas of Ionium and Agzum, fo.that 
there reſorted thither great multitudes of merchants from all 
places.. Cloſeby the citie there ſtood a ſteepe mountaine,which 
was aS it wereabulwarke for the defence thereof, being 5 60 feete 
high, and called Acrocorinthus, that is, #he glory and irength of the 
Corinthians. It was alſo compaſt about with ſtrong walls, and 
beautified with manic goodly buildings and temples, but aboue 
the reſt, the Temple of Yenws was had in great reputation, which 
(as Siraboſaith) ſtood vpon the top of the mountaine Acrocorin- 
thus, wherein there were aboue a thouſand maides proſtituted 
euerie yeare, This Temple was had in {ach great honour, and 
was ſo gloriouſly built, that aboue all the places of the world 
there was reſort ynto it, Cloſe by itſtood theauntient caſtle cal- 
ted Syſyphius, builr all of white marble, and a licle below that, 
the fountaine of Pyrenededicated tothe Mules. 

Thcre were manic mightic Princes that rulcd in this citic, as 
Alethes who was a king thereof at ſuch time as Samwell iudged I[- 
racll, which was 1 103 yeares before Chriſt , hee beſtow rent 
coſt ypon it, ſet vp mante faire and goody buildings,and ruled 0- 
uer itthirticand fue yeares, as Ewſebius {aieth. After him, there 
ſucceeded manie kings, by whoſe worthinefle. and proweſle it 
was ſo much inlarged, and made ſo famous,that it was little infe- 
r1ourto the citice of Rome : forat ſuch time as Embaſſadorswere 
ſent thence toentreat of ſome buſineſle concerning the ſtate, The 
Corinthians did not let to giue them manie reprochtull tearmes, 
as Strabo faieth lib.8, becauſe of which inſolencie the Romanes 
ſent Laciue Munwmus the conſull, into, Grzcia, who belieged Co- 
rinth, and within ſhorte time tooke it, and burnt it dowae to the 
ground, inthe yeare before Chriſt r 45, of which you may reade 
more in Florxs, and inthe ſecond Decad of LZymie.' It wasa mar- 
uclous rich towne, and abounded with gold, filuer, and coſt 
braſſe, alſo with plate, and curious pictures, : ſo that althoug 
Mummius conquered Corinth, yet Corinth conquered _— 
M m - or 
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for the citizens thereof were ſob2witched with the riches & glo2 
rie of this towne, that they forgat their auncient ſeueritie, and 
with violence followed their vices,as Saluft ſaith /ib. 1 .Sothatas 
before Corinth abounded with luxuric and divers other abhg. 
minable euils,as whoredome,aduttric, fornication, couetouſneg, 
idolarrie,rapine,and mnrther : fo Rome in tuture'ages became zz 
bad or worle than it. | 
Thus it continued walt from that time till 1aiis Ceſar was 
Empecrour of Rome,who hauing trauelled intothoſe parts of the 
world, and ſcene the'tnins of this citie,and the profitable ſcitng. 
tion for trafique, cauſed irto be rebuilded : after which timeir 
began t9grow greatand ſpatious, little inferiour to rhe former 
olorie,& no lefle corrupted with vices, hauing forgor the former 
miſeric which it ſuſtained by the hands of theRomanes , andſo 
continued'from'rhe yeare before /Chriſt 4 4, vntillthe yeare after 
Chrift 41;at whichtiine Paw/came thither and preached thegefe 
pell, by whoſe diuine doQtrine and godly life and conuerſation, 
they were conuerted from their euill courſes, and lived more ho- 
lily and honeſtly, as appeareth by thetwo Epiſttes of Sainr pad 
wrote from Philipposto theinhabitarits'of this towne, ' 
Bur after, they falling from theiv faith and forſaking their aun- 
cient integritie, the Lord puniſhed them wirha ſecond deſolati- 
on ; forat ſuch time as ,Amurath Emperour of the Turkesgrew 
to eminencie,and had conquered Theſſalonica, Boxtia, and At- 
tica,hee came into this Iſthmus; and madeall Peloponeſſus tribu- 
tarie to hin. Then after him Mahomer the ſecond (although the 
inhabitants of Corinth had fortified their citie-withthree walles, 
and made it ſo ſtrong that it was thought to be almoft inuincible) 
beſieged itand wan it , 4119 dominiil 45-8,-about ſixe yeares after 
Conflantinople was conquered by the Furkes .'

in the ſcholeof a certaine Tyrant, and did many miracles, as itap- 
peareth A&.109. | | 

From Epheſus ke came to Troada, which was 290, miles, 
where when he could not find 7izws, he grew penfiue in ſpirite, 2, 
Corintb.2. | , 

From Troad he ſailediinto Macidonia and came to Philippos, 
which was 232 miles : from hencehe wrot his Epiſtles rothe 
Corinthians, and ſent them to Corinth, which was 292 miles. 

In the ſame yeare aſſo Pasl-paſſing through Gretia (in cuerie 
place where he came preaching and viſiting the Churches, .{Y@. 
19.)at length cameto Corinthus, which was 480 miles. 

In the 57 yeare after the nativitie of Chriſt , when Paw had 
wintred amongſt the Corinthians, In the Spring (that hee maght 
auoid the deceits of the Tewes who went about to-take away his 
life) he went thence, and returned to Philippos, which was two 
hundred nintic and twomiles; where he celebrated the feaſt of 
Penticoſt, A#.2.

He lfle and towne of Mityleneis ſcituated in the lea 
624 miles from Ieruſalem towards the Northweſt. In times 
paſt called Lesbus, which obtained the whole iuriſdition 
and gouernment of Troada. It is in compaſle 13 6 miles, and con- 
taineth in length from the North to the South 5 6 miles; In it 
there is found much matter for making and calking of ſhips. There 
were manie goodly cities init, as Mitylene and Pirrha, which 
ſtood vpon the Welt part of it;alſo the Metropolitan called Lef- 
bos, Ereſſus,the hauen of Antiſſa, and Mithymna. Of Lesbusin 
times paſt this whole Iſle was called Lesbus, vntill the citie of 
Mitylene grew famous : was ſocalled of Aitylene the daughter 
of Macharws,as Diodoru ſaith [.4. and after that cities name it was + 
called Mitylene . There were manie othergoodly cities which 
ſtood in this Iſle, but they were cither conſumed by earthquakes 
ordrowned by the ſea . The land thereof wasveriepleaſantand 
fruitfull, bringing forth grapes whereof there wasaverie excel- 
lentand cleere wine made,which they of Conſtantinople princi- 
pally liked.

king the name,as ſome ſay,from the Maſtick tree which ſweateth 
out acertaine gum , of the Syrians called Chian, and by vs Ma- 
ſtick : this Maſtick is the beſt in thoſe parts of the world. Ephorw 
callerh it by the auncicntname Mtalia : but Cleobolus, Chia , ey- 
ther becauſe of the Nimphcalled Chion, orelſe becauſe of the 
whiteneſſe of the ſoile .

Itwas atfirſtcalled Ophy, then Sta» 
tilia, and after Telchin of the inhabitants thereot whichwere 
called Telchines, a people which, as ſome ſay, were withes, 0- 
thers ſay curious Artificers, and were the firſt that found out the 
making of brafſe and yron . Arlaſt it tooke thename of Rhodes 
from the principall citie that ſtood inir : for there were three ci- 
ties in it, that is Lyndus, Camirus, and Ialyſſus.

In former times it flouriſhed with 
learning and good arts , inſfomuch that the Romans for the moſt 
part ſent their children to be brought vpat Rhodes. The Ifleis 
verie fruitfull, and bringeth forth manie things neceſlarie forthe 
maintenance of life, but abouealla certaine red Wine which the 


Romanes did greatly delight in, and valued itata highprice. In 
this citic liued that motable Painter called Protogines which Apel.

Of Patara. 


PAtara was a Citic of Licia, ſo called of Pateras the builder 

thereof ,, who was the ſonne of _/polones or Lacones, as Sir 
boand Serxizs ſaith : ir was ſcituated vpon the South ſide of Aſia 
theleſſe, cloſe by the ſhore of the Mediterranean ſea, 408 miles 
from Teruſalem rowards the Northweſt.

From thence Pam ſailed cloſe by Cyprus, becauſe the winde

From Syracuſa they ſailed to Regium,which was 5 2 miles, 

From thence they went to Puteola, which was 164 miles. 

From Puteola they went to Apiforum , which was 12 miles, 
there certaine Chriſtians of Rome came to meet them,aboue 22 
miles,and receiued Pasl with great friendſhip. 

From Apiforum thy led him to Tribatera,whichis 6 miles,$& 
therehe met more Chriſtians. 

Fxom Tribatera he went to Romebeing 16 miles, where hee 
remained two yeares priſoner,and there wrote his Epiſtles to the 
Galathians,Epheſians, Philippians, Colloſſians,Philemon,andthe 
Hebrewes. Soall theſe Trauels were 2300 miles. n' 

And inthe whole,from his firſt beginning vntill his being pri- 4 
{oner in Rome were 10270 miles. v 

But being deliuered out of priſon, the laſt tenne yeares of his ;

life,he didnor onely preachthe Goſpel in Afiaand Creta,where 

he appointed his Diſciple Timothyto be a Biſhop, and in Macedo- 

nia, where (being in __— he wrote an Epiſtle to 7it«s, and 

ſent it vnto him aboue _u miles to the Ifland of Creta,burt alſo 

he preached the Goſpell, and ſpread the word of God abroadin 

the countrey of Spaine, Rem. 1 5. which is diſtant from Ieruſalem | 
2800 miles : and being the ſecond time impriſoned in Rome, he 
wrote his ſecond Epiſtle to Timoarhy, and ſent it aboue 996 miles 
ro Epheſus. Not long afterthis, hee was beheaded in Rome, in 
the place called Yia oFen/z.

Of Antipatris, 

He Towne of Attipatris is diſtant from Ieruſalem twelue 
miles rowardes the Northweft . In times paſt it was called 
Caphar Zalama,tharis, Ain ace. There Judas Mas- 
bhabews ouercame Nicanor, 1. Mace.7. Afterward Herod that liued 
iathetime of our Sauionr Chriſt , built this towne much fairer 
an 
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and called it, afterthe name of his father, Antipatris. Itſtood in 
a yerie pleaſant and fruitfull ſoile, having many faire trees & freſh 
waters abour it,/o/eph.lib.1 6.6.7. $.Paml was by night brought pri- 
ſoncr into this rowne, AdF.2 3.

His was a great towne, as Strabo.li.1 4.faith, and ſtood in Aſia 

minor,in the prouince of Licia,vpon the coaſt of the Mediter- 

rancan ſca,z 80 miles trom Teruſalem Northeaſtward. Saint Pax 
was in this rownc. | 
Of Gnidus. 


T His towne lyeth in Aſa minor, vpon the Mediterranean ſea, 

in the Penniſida called Doris, which by a narrow point ioy- 
ncth vnto the Prouince of Caria ; and 1s diſtant from Ieruſalem 
492 miles. In this rowne the goddeſſe Fenws had a great Temple 
whereit her Image was pl.ced, made by that cunning workman 
Praxtiles, of marble ſtone , and for that cauſe Horace calleth Venus 
Qucene of Gnido, Lib. 1.Carm. 04.30. 0 Venus Regtiia Gnyas Pa- 
phrg,, that is,Q Fenws Q1eenc of Gnidus and Paphos &c. 

Thercecame manie learned men out of this rownc, as Endoxuz 
Agatarchides,Þ aripateticus Theopompus,and orthcrs. 

This towne is yer ſtanding, and (as it is thought) 1ttooke the 
name of the Fiſh Gaidas wh'ch is taken ther i the ſeazwhich hſh 
is of ſo ſtrange anature, that if youtake ir in your hands, it ſtin- 
ecth like a Nettle. At this day this rowne harhanothcr name,and 
is called Cabo Chrio, as Comradus Geſnerws 11 his Onomaſtico 
writeth, | 

Of Creta, | 

| Hows Ifland of Crexa tooke thename (as $rabs ſaicth)from rhe 

people called Curctes that dwelt in this Ifland : thofe people 
vied tocut all thehairc off fromthe foreparts of rhcir heads,and 
therefore they would not endure or ſuffer anic man ro Ware his 
haire being in the warres;far. which cauſc inthe Gractan'tonguc 
tlicy were called Comretes, and'intimerhis name by corruption of 
{pcech was chaunged and they called Cretans'.. This Ifland ftan- 
. deth inthe Mediterranean fea, b&twoene Gracizaand Atrica,600 
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miles from Ieruſalem towards the Weſt. Ir is a great Ifland, be. 
ing 200 miles long, 48 miles broad, and in compaſlle 5 88 miles; 
it is verie fruitfull of Cypreſſctrees, Malmfſey, Sugar, and other 
ſpices. The Malmſey raketh the name from the towne of Malue. 
{14in Peloponeſlus, ſtanding vpon the point of Malta,rightouer 
againſt Creta or Candia ; andat this day the like Wine is madein 
Creta, andcalled by the ſame name, from whence it is common- 
ly brought vnto vs, though in times paſt it came out of this If 
I:zad of Chius. 

Among all the hills that are found in this Iſ11nd of Creta, the 
hill Ida is moſt ſpoken of, becauſe of the height: about it ſtandeth 
diuers townes and villages : ithath manic hills and woods , for 
che Iſland is veric fall of ſwect Cypreſle trees, infomuch that 
there are woods fil of them, Plizy writeth, that vpon a time there 
was ſuch an earthquake in this Iſland, that one of the hills remo- 
ued, our of wich there came a man being forty cubites high. In 
this Iſland there arc no venemous beaſts , but in times paſt it was 
inhabited by cruell people, of whom S. Paul complainerh in his 
firſt Epiſtle ro T##5 cap. 1. where he rehearſerh the ſaying of Epi- 
menides, which was atter this maner, The peaple of Creta are alwayes 
liers, enill beaſts and ſlow bellies. And to conclude, they reſemble 
ſome of the Friers among the Papiſts, for as they are idle people, 
and ſhaue rheir heads, ſo were the men of Creta. Titus (Pauls Di- 
ſciple) was a Biſhop in this Ifland, and S. Paul wrote an Epiſtle to 
them, and to Nicapolis, and ſcent it them aboue 320 miles. This 
Ifland intimepaſt was very rich and populous, for in it there was 
100townes; the chiefe of which were Gnoſlos, Cortyna, and 
Zydon, but Gnoſflos was the moſt principal and ancienteſt, wher- 
in king Ainos kept his Court : init the notable Geographer Strs- 

bo was borne. y 
This town of Gnofſos in times paſt was called Ceratur, of the 
river Cerata which pafſethby ir ; but now, it and all the Ifland is 
called Candia. The Veneiians cucrie three yeares appointed a 
new Duke to oo it. In this Ifland ſtood the townes of Sal- 
monaand Lafſica, ( by Plizy called Laſas, )and in the middle be- 
tween thoſe two townes was the hauen of Gutfurt, wherof Saint 
Lake maketh mention in the AQtgofthe Apoltits, upp as 
| [> 
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lay Southward in this Iſland, vpon che coaſt of the Mediterranc- 
an ſea : ſomewhat diſtant from them ſtood thezown of Aſſon,by 
Pliny called Aſuin, where they hoiſed our their boate and ſayed 
Northward , and becauſe they had a faire South winde, they 
thought toſaile to Phoenicia,ahauenin Creta,bur the wind com- 
ming about to the Eaſt,draue them-backe againeintothe ſea , by 
which meanes they were danger of their liues, 

This Iſland was brought vnder the ſubicfion of the Romanes 
66 yeares before the birth of Chriſt,and ſo for a long timeconti- 
nued., ynull the Sarazensentred therein, and tooke it from the 
Romans, 890 yeares afterthe birth of Chriſt .' After thar, inthe 
yearcof our Lord g79 , the Emperour of, Conſtantinople draue 
the Sarazens out of the Iſland,and kept it ; but inthe end the Ve- 
netians brough it vnder their ſubicRicn and (cigniory,in the yere 
of our Lord 1 202,and at this day it is called Candia, 


Of Cliu7a. 


Laudais an Iſle not far. from Creet, lying towards the'Sourh- 
welt inthe MediterrancanNea, 2 88 miles from Icrufalenr t0- 
wards the Welt ; at this day it is called Porto Gaba/o; here thelai- 
lers, the Apoſtle Pawland the reſt of the companie ; halcd oucr- 
board their Cock: boatand tyed it:rorheir Ship,and tel co tawing, 
leſt they ſhould haue beene ſunke into Syrtis , a dangerous gulpt 
pon thoſe ſeas, AF.27.. 
Of Syrits, 
6 His is a gulph of the ſcalying vponthe ſhore of Africa, in 
which the water is both troubleſomeandthe ſhore daunge- 
rous , becauſe of Quick-t: ands ; andin this there are two places 
moſt remakeable, called by the name of Syrtes , fromdrawing 
and attraQting ſhips vnto them , by which hey were greatly en- 
dangered': the owne was called che greater,the other Lefſe , the 
Preatcr 
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greater lay 1000 miles from Terufalem towards the Weſt, bur 
the other lay vnder the Ifle of Mylete towards the South, being 
diſtant from Teruſalem 1 320 miles towards the Wet : inthis 
place it was where Paul and his companions were in ſuch dan- 
ger, mentioned Ads 2 7. 


Of Mylete_. 


His land was ſo called fromthe great aboundance of hony 

that was found in it;bur at this day it is called Malta, fcitua- 

cd in the Medeterranian ſea, 1 349 miles from Terufalem 
towards the Weſt, Ir is verie pleaſant and fruitfull ; bringing 
torth great plentie of Wheatand Rye,flax, Comin, Cotton, Figs, 
Wine, Roſes, Violets, Time, Lauender,and many other ſweet and 
delightfull hearbs from whence Bees did gather grear plentie of 
hony. The Sunne is verie hot inthis Iſland, inſomuch as by the 
extreame feruor thereof, the inhabitants looſe there natural com- 
plexion,and looke of a tawnie colour. In Sommer euenings there 
falleth great plentie of dewes, whereby the earth is refreſhed,and 
the hearbs increaſed. There is neither froſt nor ſnow ſeene inir, 
for the Northerne winds (which with vs are the authors of cold 
and froſts) with them procure rainc,whichegreatly rcfreſherhand 
increaſeth the fruits of theearth; ſo that the paſtures and mea- 
dows become veric pleaſant and full of graſſe:and although it be 
but 28 miles long,and 60 miles about,notwithſtanding it 1s very 
populous; for in the eight pariſhes that ſtand in this Ifle, there is 
humbred abouc twentic thouſand men, The inhabitants are ve- 
ric honeſt, religious,and godly , and the women faire, chaſte, and 
modeſt, for they neuer come abroad but with their faces covered. 
The children that are borne in this countrie feare not any ſnakes, 
neither are hurte by any thing that is venemous, inſomuch that 
they wil take Scorpions and care them without danger,although 
inall other parts of the world thoſe kind of creatures are molt 
pernitious. In this Ile alſo there breede a kind of Doggs which 
are but ſmall, yet verie white and ſhagged, 'and folouing that the 
inhabitants of all the neghbouring countries, will buy them , 
thonghitbeat deere ratcs. | 


The chiefe citie thereof (called Malta,) isſo ſtrongly fortified 
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both by art and nature, that it is almoſt impoſſible tobe conque- 
red, vnleſſe it becither by treaſon or famine. The tower or caſtle 
thereof is fortified with the knights of S. 1#hxs Order, who haue 
my expreſt their valourand reſolution in defending thjs 
towne from the Turkes: About a mile from this, the ruines of a 
goodly faire citie are to be ſeene. And vpen the Eaft Promonto- 
riealittle from the citie of Malta, thereare yet remaining the de- 
cayes (which are worthie to looke vpon)) of agoodly Temple 
dedicated to 1wno:it ſeemeth,by what remaineth,that this church 
hath binafaire and goodly thing in rimes paſt. 

Thereis alſo here andthere in the earth found certaine braſle 
monies, hauing vpon the one fide a ſuperſcription written in 
Greek letters, and vpon the other the image of 7u»o. There ſtood 
ypon the South fideof Malta a Temple dedicated to Hercules, the 
ruines of which are yet extent;and in1t there are found Monu- 
' ments worthieadmiration. At ſuch time as the Captaine of Maſ- 

{aniſſa king of the Numidians had conquered this Iſle, amongſt 
other precious things that he found in theſe Tgmples, he tooke 
thenceagreat deale of goodly Iuorie : but that religious king did 
faithfully reſtore all thoſe things backe againe, and dedicated 
them tothe ſcucrall Temples. Thus we may perceiue that the in- 
habitants'of this Iſle of Malta were wholly giuen to Idolatrie and 
ſuperſtition, vntill ſuch time as Paw! by the inconſtancic and vehe- 
mencie of the winde was driuen vpon it, and conuerted them 
from that peruerſeand profane worſhip to the Chriſtian religion, 
at ſuch timeas he ſuffered ſhipwrack and wintered amongſt them, 
Ads 27. The inhabitants ſhew vpon the North part of this Iſle, 
the place where the ſhip wherinthe Apoſtle Paul was, was caſt a- 
way : in which place they haue built vpa Chappell, and dedica- 
ted it to Saint Pau, They ſhew alſo a caue in which (they ſay) he 
lived : and they verily beleeue that he-expelled all venome and 
poyſon out of that Iſland at ſuch time as hee was there. 

It was firſt ſubieſt vntothe Africans, as may appeare by cer- 
taine marble pillers whichare here & there found, in which there 
are ingrauen auntient charaRers of the Carthaginians, not much 
vnlike to Hebrew letters. And although the inhabitants are 
Chriſtians, yer their ſpeech is much like vntothat of the Saracens, 

| | 'Nn which 
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which differeth little or nothing from the auntient Punick, Ae 
ſuch time as Dido built Carthage ( which is thought to be $99 
yeares before Chriſt) Barts was king of this Iſle, and helda con. 
fkederacie with Dido : for when Hyarbaes king of the Gelutiang 
made warre vpon Dido becauſe he could not obraine her in marri. 
mony, ſhe receiued aide from this Battws : and when for theloye 
of «&nexs ſhe had killed her ſelfe, Hyarbas hauing conquered Car. 
thage, baniſhed her ſiſter A#ne, who was entertained by this By. 
tus, But Hyarbas taking that vnkindly, made warre vpon Bateue, 
& conquered the Ile of Malta ſoit continued inthe iuriſdiQion 
ofthe Carthaginiansa long time after, vntill the Carthaginiang 
were conquered by the Romans. And then one Tizxs Semproniue 
(abour ſuch time as Harmball brought his armie before Trebia) 
wan it, which was 2 1 7 yeares before Chriſt. And after, it conti- 


nued ynder the juriſdiction ofthe Romans x 3o yeares. And then. 


ie was conquered by the Saracens, but they heldit nor long ; for 
Roger Norman K. of Scicilia got it out of their power 4.D#.i090, 
And ſo it contired inthe hands of the Scicilians till the yeare of 
our Lord 1 520 : & then Charlesthe firſt (being Emperor )gateit 
eo the knights of $, /ohny, vpon condition that they ſhould oppoſe 
the Turkiſh Gallics, 8& defend that part of Chriſtendom. So the 
knights of S. 7obns, together with their gouernor, failed to Malta, 
and fo fortified it rhat it is impoſſible to be taken valeffe it be by 
famine ortreafon. There were manie famous Biſhops that liued 
in this place, and verie deuoute Chriſtians. In the time of the 
Emperor Theodoſius there was a Councel held, wherat there were 
preſent 240 Biſhops. At this day this Biſhopricke js ſubiecto the 
Archbiſhops of Palermo : and the chiefe gouernement of the Iſle 
iS in the power of the knights of $.7ohus, GC. 


Of Syrachuſa. 
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Iſle of Ortygia,ſeperated from the continent with alittle ſtraight 
ſea, and with that famous fountaine of Arthuſia , the other part 
was called Arcadine ; & the third Tychazto which inafter times 
there was built vpa fourth, and called by the name of Neapolis, 
All this citie was compaſſed in with three wals,ſo ſtrong , and ſo 
admirably fortified both by natureand art, that it oppoſed the 
Carthagenians in equal warre.It was called Syracuſe,trom draw- 
ing or ſucking,and in proceſle of time obtained the whole iuriſdi- 
ion and goneruement of that Iſle ; which was ſo well peopled 


in thetime of Dyonifius the tyrant , that he was ableto makeand - 


maintaine anarmie of one hundred thouſand foote, and twelue 
thouſand horſe. There were two hauens in that part called Orty- 
via, which were ſo maruelouſly fortified with ſuch hugh rockes 
and other munition,, that they were wonderfull ro looke vpon. 
Therealſoſtood a caſtle or tower called by the name of Mercia, 
which was ſoſtrong,that whenall the reſt of the towne was con- 
quered,yct that maintained war for a long time. Inthis hold the 
kings & tyrants of this countrey viually kepttheir treaſures,and 
other things that were materiall. There were many worthicand 
famous princes that ruled init, but aboue them all Dyoniſuu the 
Elder exceeded the reſt : who when hee ſaw what aboundance 
of veſſels of gold and filuer Dyeniſizs the Younger had heaped 
together, cryed out and ſaied; 1n te regins affect ws non eft , quiex 
tanta poculorum vi amicun neminem concilzaſti , verily the minde of 
a king is not in thee, that out of ſo manie cups couldeſt procure 
nofriend , For after, hee was baniſhed and conſtrained to keepe 
a ſchole. Both theſe Dyonifiens were learned men and great Phi- 
loſophers . It, is thought that this Iſland was ſomerime a part of 
Italy. and joyning to the field of Brariws ; butin time, through 
the violence of the Sea, ſeperated from thecontinent : from 
whence it was called Sicilita, andalſo Trinacris, becauſe there 
were three mountains ſtanding vpon three promontaries in three 
ſcuerall partes of it, giuing the proportion of a triangle . For 
there was an angle towardes the South called PaRtinus, another 
towardes the Southy .1 called Lilybaus, and another called 
Pelorus, which I» dif nt neere bail two miles from Italic. 
[n times paſt it was vi :r the MIERTCn the pa 
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but now the Spaniards haue the chiefe gouernement of it. There 
are manic things remaining to this day worthie obſeruation, and 
memorable;bur aboue all the mountaine Mtna,which ſtil caſterh 
out fire and ſmoake &c. 


Of Rhyoium. 


His was a towne of Italy belonging to the family ofthe Bru. 

tians ; at firſt built by the Chalcedonians and Meſſenians, vp- 
on the vtmoſt bounds of Italy towards the Scicilion ſea,being di- 
ſtant from that Iſle 60 furlongs ; and called by the nzme of Rhe. 
gium, as ſome think, from RvMPo, zo breake: for that neer about 
the place where that town ſtood, the ſca being verie tempeſtuous 
broke the Iſle of Scicilia,from the continent : others thine it was 
called Regium, becauſe it was ſo ſtrong and beautifull a cirie that 


it might well hauc beene the ſeat ofa prince. Cloſe by this citie, ' 


in the Scicilian ſea,there ſtands a rock ſomething aboue the water 
repreſenting in figure the proportion of a man, and round about it 
are to be ſeene other little rocks like barkine dogs. In this place 
the water is ſoextreame viloent, and runnes with ſo ſtrong acur- 
rent, thatitisverie dangerous for Marriners (but eſpecially to 
ſuch as are ignorant) to ſaile that way : from which danger the 
Poets made this Verſe,to tgnifie a man that ſtood in a dangerous 


and doubtfull cate ; 

Decidit in Scyllam cupiens vitare Charibdim. 

Secking to ſhun Charibdis curled waues, 

He thruſts himſelfe into ſterne Scilla's iawes.”! "m_ 
But that Mariners mighrauoide theſe dangerous placts; xpof 
the North Angle of Scicilia in the Promontorie bf Petorys,ther 
is erected aloftie tower which arias for a fea-mark,that ſo'they 


by that direion might paſſe ſafe by theſe dangerous 'plac&®of 
the ſez. Not farre from Scylla,is ta be ſcene another rown of that 
rocke called Seyllacus,bur of the inhabitanteitis commonly cal- 
led Seyglius, nd Seyglio , and-Rhegiumalld at this'day is calted 
Rezo, and Regpio, of Antimneſtus Captaine of Chalcedoh, Wal

Fins citic is in Campania, acountrey of [Iraly not farre from 
Naples, being ſcituated ypon the ſeaſhore, 1388 miles from 
leruſalem towards the Weſt , raking that name from fountaines 
or Wells of hote water, being built by the people called Salami- 
ans,asS Exſebius faith, about frch timeas the. Tarquines were ba- 
niſhed Rome, 507 yeares before thenativitie of Chriſt. In-aunci- 
enetimes it was called Diczarchia, becauſe of their ſingular iu- 
ſticeand noble gouernement, Bur when the Romans made warre 
againſt Hannibal, they fortified this town to withſtand his forces, 
and then calledir Puteoly, which name ir retained along timeat- 
ter.: at this day 1tis called Puzzoli. 1 | 

At this citie the Apoſtle Pas/and his companions arriued when 
they ſayledvato. Rome, Ads 27. Berweene Putcoly and Baia 
there lyeth the Lake of Lucrinus, into which:(by the commaund 
af Auvguſias Ceſar) there was a Dalphine throwne: now there was 
a young youth called Simon the ſonne ofa poor man dwelling in 
Baia, who vſually playedamonegſt other yonthes vpon the bankes. 
. of this lake, and ſeeing the Dolphin(ir'being a ſtrange fiſh in thoſe 
prrts, and verie amiable to laokeivpoh) did takegreat delight in 
it, and oftentimes fed it with bread anduch orher things as hee 
could get : inſomuch as the:-Dolphin ,, when ic heard the boyes. 
voice vpon the banks ofthe riuer, would refart ro, him & teceiue 
at his hand his accuſtomed food .. Thus it continued ſo long that 
the Dolphinyould ſuffer the bay. to handle him,take himby the 
gills, play whigh-hity;yea;and ſometimes P's tVpon his þacke, 
ther ſwim with;þit#a great way intothe lake &bring himbacke- 
againe, and ſuffer him to goe ſafe vpon the ſhore{Aﬀerthis maner 
he continued for manie yeres together, and in the end the youth: 
dicd ; yet the Dolphin reſorred vnto his vſuall place expecting 
hig,gccuſtomed food; from the hands of this youth z but” miſhng 
him;jhe lefr.che ſhore; languitht@way, and died., Concerningthe 
natare of;chis Fiſh you may. rcade; morcatlarge in Phlib.g.cop.s. 
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Of Colloſſs. 


T His is a citie ſcituated in Phrygia, a countrey in Afia minor, 

cloſe by the riuers of Lycus and Meander, 520 miles from 
Teruſalem rowards the Northweſt, not farre from Laodicea , be. 
ing ſocalled from the m_—_ ſtatues and Colloſſos that were ſer 
vpinit. Theſe cities Colloſla, Laodicea, and Hicrapolis ( where 
the Apoſtle Philp was put todeath) inthetenth yeare of Vero, a 
little before the martyrdome of Paul, were ſunke with an carth- 
quake : which without doubt was a great 1udgment of God yp- 
on the:n, becauſe they refuſed the grace and comfort of the do- 
Arinc of the Goſpell which was offered yvnto them by the Apo- 
ſtles . The Epiſtle of Paws dedicated to the Coloſſians was ſent + 
by the hand of Oneſymus from Rome to theſe townes, which was 
1080 miles. Foralchough the Rhodians were called Coloſſians, 
becauſe of that famous Colloſſus that ſtood there , yer this citie 
wherein —_— and Philemon dwele ( to whome Pax direted 
that Epiſtle ) ſtood in Phrygia, a countrey of Aftathelcfſe, and |, 
not in Rhodes, 


| Of Necopolis, 
NJ!<opolis isa citie of Macedonia, ſcituated cloſe by the riue! 
Neſſus, not far from Philippus, vypon the borders of Thrace, 
920 miles from leruſalem towards the Northweſt. From hence 
the Apoſtle Paul wrote his Epiſtle to Titws, and ſent it to Creet, 
which was 600 miles. There are manic other citics of this name: 
oneſtanding in Epire, builtby 4agsf/u ; another betweene Cilt- 
cia and Syria, built by _dlexader in glorie of the viorie that he 
had againſt Derizs , a fourth in Bithynia , fift iu the Holy land, 
formerly called Emmaus.

His citie, if a man do butrightly conſider the deriuation of 
the name out of Hebrew, was not built with out the fi 
lar prouidence of God : being deriued of Ro v1, which fig- 
nificth, he bath exalted , or made high. But the Gracians derive 1t 
from R oO M £ N, whuch fſignificth frexeth and power « mo 
oug

though the prouidence of God 'extendeth roeuerie- creature, 
nay to the yerie haires ofa mans head ; yet where he determines 
toexpreſle his fingular power, therehe worketh beyond the ex- 
peRation of man : and whoknowes not that the beginning of this 
Citie was meande, raiſed from a confuſed companie, deſtitute bsth 
ofciuilitie, comunitie, and lawes,yet hath beene and forthe moſt 
part is the glorie of the world, and the great commander of the 
princes of the earth ? 

It was ſocalled at firſt by Rowolws(as Line ſaith lib. 1.)who firſt 
built it, ſeuen hundred fiftie andene yeares- before the nariuitie- 
of Chriſt : being ſciruated vpon 7 hills, that is Capitolinus, Pala- 
tins, Auentinus, Czlius, Exquilinus, Viminalis, and Quirinalis. 
Burafter, when the citie was compaſled about wich walles, the 
hill Ianiculvs was incloſed' within it . The valleys that lay be- 
tweene theſe hills, were {oraiſed vp with arches, vaults, and arti- 
ficiall mounts , thatin proceſle of time they became lenell with 
the top of of ſome of theſe hills. It was beautified with faire and 
fumpruous buildings ; ſo that it was the head of the world for 
command andpower, in like maner it excceded all the reſt. of the 
world forglorigand riches, but principally for ſtately buildings, 
There were many goodly Temples dedicated ro /upiter, Apollo, 
/Eſculapins, Hercules, Diana, uno, Minerua, Lucia, Concordia, Fides, Pie- 
tas, Pax Yifforia,!fis, beſides many other dedicated roother gods , 
bur aboue all that was the moſt ſumptious that was called Panthe- 
on deoram at this day called the church of Alhallowes. 

Moreouer here was to be ſeene the princely edeficesof kings, 
Emperours, Conſuls, Senators, Patricians, and other Romans 
which were mightie in welth- and ſubſtance ; built all with poli- 
ſhed marble, bewtified with gold and (iluer: beſides pallaces,bul- 
warkes,theaters,triumphant arches,ſtatues,& ſuch like;all which 
were both glorious and greatly adorned the citic. But aboue all 
theſe, the houſe of Ners was moſt worthic of obſernation, which 
to feeto, was built all of burniſh gold, very curiouſly wrought, 
Herealſo ſtood the monuments of the two Ce/ars, l#lius and 4u- 

guſtus, allo their ſtatues the one made of purebraſl®, the otherof 
white marble.Beſides there were many fruitfull orchards; water- 
courſes,and holeſume bathes brought thither by Amtonins, Nero, 
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Diotlefian, and Conſtantine the great. Wo es 

Alſo the Emperor Conſtantine erected many goodly churches 
for the vie of the Chriſtians,& indowed them with great meanes, 
and amongſt thereſt that which was dedicated to S. /ohn of Lat- 
t&an, ataire and goodly church, and for riches and curivs work- 
manſhip might compare with the-ſtatlieſt Temples that cucr had 
beenc in the world,moſt of the ornaments and.images being made 
ofgold and filuer: healfoercted the Vattican, which was dedi- 
cated to faint Peter ; an another haiy houſe dedicated to S. Paw , 
in either of which he placed their ſeyerall ſepulchres and mony- 
ments, beſtowing extraordinarie coſt to bewtifie them, So many 
were the gifts & gratuities of this Emperor,that they can ſcarce 
bee numbred : ſo that although the Emperor Traiane, and Boniface 
the fourth , Pope of Rome, beſtowed great coſt tobeautifieand a 
dorne the citie ; yet were they nothing: comparable to that 
which this Emperour did. Theſe things then being preſented to 
your viewe,, you meght iuſtly ſay that Rome in her proſperitie 
and eminencie was the gloricof the world : butas all eſtates are 
fickle and yncertaine, ſtill ſubieR tovarictic and change; ſo was 
this : firſt enuied of the world, becauſe ot the ggtreame oppreſſi- 
on of her gouernours; and after made deſolateby violence and 
force, all her former glorie being ecclipſed, and the greateſt part 
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of theſe, goodly buildings layed leucll with the ground . Thus: 


haue I ſhewed you what Rome was whenit was in her proſperitie, 
 Itreſteth now to ſhew what Rome is. 

Fome at this day diffcreth as much from the auncient-Rome, 
as the ſubſtance from the ſhadow : for although the Pope hath 
beautified and adorned the Welt part of it with manie faire and 
goodly buildings, and called it by the name of New Rome ; yet 
15 it nothing comparable tothe auncient citie, as it was when A#- 
guſts, and Conflantine the great were Emperours thereof : ney- 
ther doth it ſtand in the auncient place . For the firſt citie ſtood 
ypon the Eaſt fide of Tiber, this, vpon the Welt ; the chicfe part 
of the other ſtood vpon the mountaines Capitolinus and Palati- 


nus,vypon which-werethe ſtately buildings of Senators, Kings,, 


and Fmpegours : but now they lye deſolateand waſt. The Capi- 
toll alſo, and the Temple of Japiter Feretriws ( goodly Dugg ) 
Nt a- 
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beaten to the ground ; onely ſome ruins, toſhew that ſuch things 
there hath beene. And what now reſteth,that areworthie note, 
are in the commaund and power of the Pope : whicharenotma- 
nie ; the moſt that can benamed,are the Vattican,the tower of S. 
Angelo, the Popes Pallace,his banqueting houſe, and the gardens 
ws. walkesabour it ; which are ſo well ſcituated, that they are a 
grace to all Rome, the reſt are but ordinarie and common buil- 
dings. Thus may you ſee that thereis nothing in this world bue 
hatha pcriod, to which if with much labour ic attaineth , thenit 
commonly declineth, ſeldome continueth : for whoknowes not 
with what labour, what perrils by ſca, what dangers by land , 
thorough how manie forreine warres and Domeſtick ſeditions, 
Rome was raiſed to hcr greatneſle ? And how ſuddenly was all 
this loſt? What the vertue and wiſdome of graue and reſolute 
.Gonſuls, Captaines and Commaunders had with great hazard 
heaped vp; thruſting their Capital and other Treaſuries ful, with 
thettiumphant ſpoiles of forreine nationes, was left to be conſu- 
med eyther by ſcdicious ſouldiers orprodigall Emperours, and 
the State left as a prey to thoſe that were mightieſt : ſo that they 
were accounted moſt honorable, that with moſt iniurie could 
gct to themſelues either countenance to overſway authoritie, or 
opulencie to purchaſe eminencie ; inſomuch that there hath bin 
noaction ſocuill, nor anie attempt ſo pernicious in former times, 
but may be matchr in the declining of the Romane State, Where 
more murthers ? where more corruptioa ? where more oppreſſi- 
on then is mentioned in Hiſtorics to bee praiſed amongſt the 
Romans ? che liues of men,the ſtate of Prouinces,and the crowns 
of kings, ſold for money. But now her time is finiſhed, and her ru- 
ins are left for ſvcceeding ages to admyre; that ſoin beholding, 
they might learne to know the difference betweene yertue and 
vice, and fromthence conclude, That there is nothing perma- 
nent , and that thoſe things wherein men moſt glorie.doe oftcn- 
times ſooneſt decay. For if this citie which commanded the nati- 
ons and Princcs of the carth (whoſe Colonies, Armies, Legions, 
confederacics , and treaſures, were {0 mightieand extended ſo 
farrc, that there was almoſt no countrey vncanquered or —_

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that did. gotfeare to heare the inhabitants therof named) is made 
defolateand laid leucll with the ground > what then may be ſaid 
of pettic. Cities, Tawnes, Lordſhips, Manors, and Houles ? ſhall 
notthey-likewiſe be ſubie ro the like calamities, and waſt and 
deſtroyed through the continuance of time ? Verily yea : 
Wherefore let not the king glorie in his power, nor the ſtrong 
| man in his (trenght , nor the rich man in bis 
riches: but let bim that elorieth 
glorie in the Lord. 
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
